Posting the Public on Public Utilities 


By JULIUS T. MUENCH, City Counselor of St. Louis. 
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URING the primary cam- 

paign of 1916 all the can- 
didates of both the political 
parties advocated good roads, 
but really none of us had 
developed a comprehensive 
scheme and plan. 

Immediately following the 
nomination, Aug. 1, a leading 
editorial appeared in the Post- 
Dispatch calling upon myself 
and Judge Lamb, who had 
been nominated by the Demo- 
cratic and Republican party, 
respectively, to present to the 
people a comprehensive plan for a road sys- 
tem in this State. , 

I was elected in the following November, 
and two days after my election, while vis- 
iting in Arkansas, a Post-Dispatch reporter 
sought me out for the details of my road 
program. I then outlined to him the fol- 
lowing: 


1. The creation of a bi-partisan High- 
way Department, consisting of two Demo- 
crats and two Republicans, thus eliminat- 
ing politics completely.

«. The discontinuance of dividing the 
State road funds among the counties to be 
spent under county supervision, but the en- 
tire contro! of the funds by the State High- 
way Board who were to use the funds ex- 
clusively for State roads.

Jo. In order to create a fund for road 
building the automobile license fees were 
to be placed upon a basis equal to that of 
all other states of the Union. 

Looking back for 13 years these meas- 
ures appear simple, but in those days they 
were very revolutionary in comparison with 
anything we had known in Missouri and 
had it not been for the wide pwblicity and 
Support given this program by ths: Post- 
Dispatch it is very doubtful if we would 
have been able to carry it out. : 

The next Legislature met in 1919. The 
members came to Jefferson City very much 
displeased with what had happened in road 
building. There was almost a unanimous 
demand from the rural members that tbe 
road funds be ditided among all the coun- 
ties of the State and that the Highway 
Commission be abolished and that we re- 
turn to the one-man Highway Commission- 
er.

His ar- 
ticles were widely read and had .@.very 
large influence upon the vote of the. peo- 
ple in November, 1920. As we now. know, 
this amendment was adopted by 233,000 
votes and our system of connected State 
highways has been built from this fund. 

Since leaving public office I have 
watched the course of the Post-Dispatch 
on good roads and it seems to me that it 
has been constantly on guard in the in- 
terest. of the very best that all good citi- 
zens desire for this State. The road sys- 
tem could have been botched up in the en- 
abling act of 1921, but fortunately that 
was avoided largely through the publicity 
the Post-Dispatch gave to the people at that 
time when one of their staff visited ten 
states with a committee of the Legislature 


studying, organizing, obtaining information- 


from highway engineers as to best type of 
road construction, ete.

By 
changing type composition from a hand to 
au machine process it vastly increased the 
speed of printing and the quantity of pro- 
duction. Since its availability daily news- 
papers have increased in size from four or 
eight pages to 48 and as high as 88 pages.

ABOR elashes in Chicago were exploited 

by agitators to kindle a social revolution 
with a program of bombing and terrorism, 
trapping the police, setting fires and opening 
the jails.. The first bomb, thrown at a mass 
meeting in Haymarket Square, May 4, killed 
eight policemen and injured 68, maiming 
some for life. Four anarchist leaders were 
tried and hanged, and three were imprisoned 
but later pardoned. 


Charleston, S. C., was shaken by the 
heaviest earthquake recorded in the United 
States up to that time. About 100 lives were 
lost and three-fourths of the city made un- 
inhabitable. 


The electrolytic process of extracting alum- 
inum from clay was invented by C. M. Hall.

The war marked the beginning of 
Japan’s rise as a military power and laid 
upoh China conditions which she is still try- 
ing to throw off after revolution and civil 
war. 


The first motion picture was produced by 
C. Francis Jenkins, who was awarded a 
medal by the Franklin Institute. The ma- 
chine with improvements was first marketed 
by representatives of Thomas A. Edison in 
1896 as the Edison vitascope. The invention 
has revolutionized commercial entertainment, 
the theatrical profession and theater prop- 
erty in the United States and elsewhere.

ILHELM K. ROENTGEN discovered 

X-rays, also called Roentgen rays. The 
discovery has been of incalculable value in 
medicine and surgery for treating diseased 
tissues, for revealing foreign substances in 
the body, such as bullets, and detecting wt 
cipient growths. More significant to human 
knowledge is the fact that this discovery led 
to the discovery of radium and to new ideas 
of the fundamental constitution of matter.

ILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN, @ Nebras- 

kan only 36 years old, was nominated 
for President by the Democratic party. The 
nomination of another candidate had been 
almost a foregone conclusion for weeks until 
the oratory of the young Nebraskan in his 
memorable “cross of gold” speech precipi- 
tated a stampede. In the election Bryan's 
free silver issue was crushed, never to rise 
again as a serious factor, but Bryan was 
twice again nominated by the party. 


The Olympic Games, revived om the classic 


model as international] athletic contests, were 
held in Athens, to be repeated in 1900 in 
Paris, in 1904 in St. Louis, and at four-year 
intervals thereafter.

J J. THOMPSON demonstrated the correct- 


®ness of the electron theory, a particle 


carrying a charge of negative electricity and 
possessing about one-eighteen-thousandth the 
mass of a hydrogen atom. This discovery 
revolutionized former ideas of the constitu- 
tion of matter as the atom had been re- 
garded up to that time as the indivisible 
unit. 


1898. 


HE battleship Maine was sunk in Havana 
§ paartas Though no official finding was 
made of the cause the event inflamed popular 
passion, and a war with Spain for the libera- 
tion of Cuba followed, resulting in the con- 
quest of the Philippines and the cession of 
Porto Rico. The same year Hawaii was an- 
nexed. Thus the United States was launched 
on what has been ealled a career of cyerseas 
imperialism involving new problems of in- 
ternational politics, defense, commeree and 
finance. 


Radium was discovered in Paris by Prof. 
Pierre Curie and Madame Curie. 


The first successful submarine torpedo 
boat was built by John Philip Holland and 
sold to the United States. Of Irish birth 
and a Fenian, Holland came to América and 
worked for 20 years under ridicule on a de- 
vice that might*destroy the British navy. 
He died in 1914. 


1899. 


HE first Hague Peace Conference met at 
4 em proposal of Czar Nicholas of Russia. 
Virtually all independent states participated. 
Thus were sown the seeds of international 
co-operation for peace with possible con- 
structive results, but neither this nor the 
second conference in 1907, nor the standing 
court of arbitration, availed to curb the 
forces gathering for the Great War. 


Two wars of liberation were begun—that 
of the Boers in South Africa and of the Fiil- 
pinos under Aguinaldo. The Boers have been 
reconciled to their British ties; the Filipinos 
are still contending for independence, but 
not with arms. 


1900. 


HE Boxer rebellion was a Chinese anti- 

foreign movement in retaliation for the 
harsh aggressions of the Western Powers 
following the war with Japan. American 
troops marched on the capital to relieve the 
legations and met with losses. The share 
of the United States in the total indemnity 
of $333,000,000 was turned back for the 
education of Chinese students in America. 
The incident reaffirmed the predatory atti- 
tude of the military Powers toward China, 
an attitude in which the United States did 
not participate. 


A tornado and flood at Galveston, Tex., 
took 6000 human lives but resulted in engi- 
neering measures to prevent a recurrence. 
Out of the disaster arose an emergency form 
of city government which became permanent 
and spread to other cities as the commission 
form. 


The theory of yellow fever infection by 
mosquito bites was tested by four physicians 
a government commission. 
The physicians were Major Walter Reed, 
James Carroll, Jesse W. Lazear and Aristidés 
Agramonte. Dr. Lazear and Dr. Carroll vol- 
unteered to contract the disease, from which 
the former died. Dr. Reed, broken in health, 
died the following year. The disease bas 
been virtually stamped out through the dis- 
covery. Noguchi, a Japanese, isolated the or- 
ganism in 1919.

The caterpillar tractor was invented by 
Benjamin Holt of Stockton, Cal. It has made 
possible the subjugation of regions hitherto 
inaccessible, has greatly increased vehicular 
pulling power and is the basis of the war tank. 

The death of William Marsh Rice, Texas 
millionaire recluse, in his New York apart- 
ment, revealed a series of forgeries intended 
to give most of his $8,000,000 estate to Al- 
bert T. Patrick, a New York lawyer. Rice's 
valet, Jones, confessed that he had killed Rice 
with chloroform, and charged Patrick with 
instigating the crime. Patrick was convicted 
of murder, Jones being freed in return for 
his testimony. One Governor of: New York 
in 1906 commuted Patrick's death sentence 
to life imprisonment; another Governor, in 
1910, pardoned him because of doubt as to 
his guilt. Most of the estate went to Rice 
Institute of Houston, Tex. 


Eddie Cudahy, 17-year-old son of an Oma- 
ha millionaire packer, was kidnaped by Pat 
Crowe and an accomplice, who demanded and 
obtained $25,000 in gold for the youth’s re- 
lease. A $50,000 reward was offered for his 
capture, but Crowe was not caught until in 
1906, weary of concealment, he surrendered 
himself in Butte, Mont. He was acquitted on 
his trial in Omaha, the elder Cudahy being 


unpopular there at the time because of labor 


difficulties. Crowe became a wayfarer, and 
in later years was arrested for begging. 


1901. 


UCEEN VICTORIA died after a reign of 

63% years. Only persons around three 
score and ten or older could remember 
any other British sovereign. In her person & 
woman became the greatest of the Hanover 
line, reigned the longest and saw the most 
accomplished. Her court and private life 
were models of Puritanic propriety which 
influenced literature and social standards 
and gave her name to an era of time and a 
mode of conduct. 


President William McKinley, whose two 
elections defeated Bryan and free silver, 
whose name is associated with prosperity 
under big business and who became the war 
President of 1898, was assassinated by an 
anarchist, Leon Czolgosz. A historic result 


of this event was the elevation of Theodore | 


Roosevelt to the presidency despite the prior 
intention of the party bosses to bury his polit- 
ical prospects in the vice presidency, 


Alberto Santos-Dumont, a Brazilian resid- 
ing in Paris, flew a small dirigible balloon, 
powered with a gasoline motor, around the 
Eiffel Tower and returned to his starting 
place. This was the first flight of sueh dura- 
tion and accuracy, 
had been experimenting with motor-driven 
balloons since 1898. ‘The fragile craft was 
the forerunner of the giant ocean -spanking 
airships of today.

A VOLCANIC eruption of Mt. Pelee, Island 
of Martinique, West Indies, annihilated

After other efforts had falled, President 


Roosevelt intervened to settle the anthracite 
coal strike involving 147,000 miners. His 
appeal for arbitration was accepted, the min- 
ers returned to work-and the award, made 
for a three-year period, was announced five 
months later. The method of settlement be- 
came a model for such emergencies but agree- 
ment to arbitrate has not always been easy 
to obtain. 


From Table Head, Cape Breton Island, 
Nova Scotia, Guglielmo Marconi, 27 years old, 
sent the first official trans-Atlantic telegram 
by wireless. He had experimented as early 
as 1890, and to him belongs the scientific 
triumph of combining all the necessary ele- 
ments of wireless that had been previously 
invented. The vast system of radio commu- 
nication now encircling the globe has been 
developed from the Italian youth's Invention. 


1903. 


HE first trans-Pacific cable was complet- 
‘ca from Sah Francisco to the Philippistes, 
via Hawaii. On July 4 President Roosevelt 
at Oyster Bay sent a message around the 
world to his neighbor, Clarence H. Mackay, 
president of the cable company, in 12 min- 
utes. Mackay’s answer took only nine min- 
utes. In laying the cable depths of approxi- 
mately six miles were encountered. There 
were mountains of immense elevation and 
correspondingly deep valleys.

But the Olympic and the Grand 
were not to enjoy for long the 
monopoly of the theater business. 
There had been a theater called 
the People’s, built in the early ’50’s, 
on the south side of Olive street 
between Third and Fourth. James 
Wallack Sr. and Edwin Booth v :re 
among the great stars who ap- 
peared there before the war. The 


theater languished and died, but 
the name was kept alive and in 


1881 the New People’s was built 
and opened on the southwest cor- 
ner of Sixth and Walnut. It, too, 
met with but scant success and 
after a few years it was taken over 
by John Havlin, the name changed 
to Havlin’s Theater and it became 
the tremendously profitable home 
of lurid melodramas until the mo- 
tion pictures came along and prac- 
tically wiped out that type of 
speaking entertainment. 

A year or two before Charles R. 
Pope purchased the Unitarian 
(hurch at the northwest corner of 
Ninth and Olive. Keeping the 
walls of the church building in- 
tact, he changed it into a theater 
which was opened, as Pope’s, on 
Sept. 22, 1879, with Lawrence Bar- 
rett in “Hamlet.” For many years 
it Operated as a competitor of the 
Grand and the Olympic, but when 
the ten, twenty and thirty cents 
admission craze swept the country 
the house was taken over by Col.

The Breaking Down of a Man Whom a Life 
Insurance Tempted to His Crime. 
(From the Philadelphia Times.) 

It was a few minutes after 1 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon when Sheriff Calhoun, of Cam- 
den, puffed up the stairs Lo Hunter's room and 
eave a signal that called Watchman Swindelle 
into the hall.

My Dear Mr. Pulitzer: 


OUR message advising me that the Post- 

Dispatch is planning on celebrating its fif- 

tieth anniversary with a special edition 
containing contributions from various people, 
and requesting me to send you an article dealing 
with some phase of the Presidential office, has 
been received. A half-century is an exceedingly 
respectable age for a newspaper in our country. 
That period has seen the development of the 
community which you serve from a thriving 
town to a great metropolis, in which your publi- 
cation has taken an important part. Your distin- 
guished father, Joseph Pulitzer, was for many 
years one of the leading figures in the journal- | 
ism of the United States and left his publica- 
tions strongly marked with the force of his own 
character when he handed them down to those 
who are worthily carrying on the various enter- 
prises which he had built up. Those who, like 
myself, have known him by reputation, and 
his successors by personal contact, may well join you in 
celebrating your coming anniversary. 

As a President about to retire, I feel at liberty to 
write of certain phases of that office which one who was 
entering upon its duties might feel some hesitation in 
discussing. I shall briefly express my opinion concern- 
ing a subject which is often broached, but about which 
nothing is ever done, although it is recognized by every 
one as a matter of the gravest importance. I refer to the 
health and physical condition of the President, not so 
much for my own sake as for my successors. I have 
often remarked that at least I had one distinction. I 
have been the healthiest President that the country has 
ever had. 

My ability to keep well has not been due to a par- 
ticularly robust constitution or any extraordinary efforts 
in physical exercise. My habits have been regular. It 
is seldom that I have been late at meal time and I have 
avoided keeping late hours. . Very little work has been 
done before breakfast. but usually I have taken a short 
walk, and during the winter season a more extended 
walk before dinner, which has been my chief mode of 
exercise. I have kept a couple of vibrating machines 
in my room, which I found helpful. It will be seen that 
in the matter of exercise my efforts have been towards 
a conservation of time. Such activities have been 
adopted as could be put into operation at once without 
the necessity of a change of clothing or travel to some 
other location before exercise could begin. 


At the time I took office there was considerable dis- 
cussion of what could be done to remove all unnecessary 
burdens from the President. Some legislation was pro- 
posed. I did not look upon that with much sympathy, 
perhaps because unconsciously I may have felt it would 
be a declaration of weakness, but certainly because my 
experience in public office made me know that whether 
I was to be overburdened with work and broken down 
in health depended more on myself than any act of 
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Congress. The duties of the Presidency are exceedingly 
heavy. The responsibilities are overwhelming. But it is 
my opinion that a man of ordinary strength can car- 
ry them if he will confine himself very strictly to a per- 
formance of the duties that are imposed upon him by 


the Constitution and the law. If he permits himself 
to be engaged in all kinds of outside enterprises, in fur- 
nishing entertainment and amusement to great numbers 
of public gatherings, undertaking to be the source of 
inspiration for every worthy public movement, for all 
of which he will be earnestly besought with the inference 
that unless he responds civilization will break down and 
the sole responsibility will be on him, he will last in 
office about 90 days. There are certain addresses which 
the President must make, certain appeals to which he 
may respond, like this one which you have made to me. 
But in the vast majority of cases he must and should 
decline. 


It is of course obvious that the President should not 
burden himself with details. Those should be attended 
to by his departments and his office staff. He should 
not do any work that he can have done by others. 
Such energy as he has should be directed not so much 
towards doing work as making certain that the work is 
being well done. 

There is, however, one thing which the Government 
could do, which I think would be of great physical as- 
sistance to the President. Washington is practically at 
sea level. Its climate is an exceedingly good all the year 
round climate, but at times the humidity is high and un- 
relieved it becomes monotonous. The only avenue of 
escape for the President is the naval boat Mayflower. 
This is a regular naval craft used for the training of 
seamen, like any other craft, but it is kept stationed in 
the Navy Yard in Washington and is fitted up for the 
use of the President whenever he may desire to go aboard. 
The handicap about the Mayflower is that it must neces- 
sarily go down the Potomac, which is a change of view 


PRESIDENCY 
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and of considerable relief, but affords 
no change in altitude and very little in 
climatic conditions. 

The movements of the President are a 
very ponderous operation. Other officers 
of the Government can travel with a con: 
siderable degree of freedom. If they wish 
to spend a week-end at a hotel or a club, 
they can do so without difficulty. They 
also have greater liberty in accepting pri- 
vate hospitality. When the President moves 
it is an event. A large retinue follows and 
extensive preparations have to be made in 
advance for his reception and care. The 
only place he can enter without considerable 
preliminary disturbances is the White House. 

For these reasons it seems to me that some 
place should be provided in the hills within 
4. easy striking distance of Washington where 
the President might go for two or three days 
\ at a time when he was so disposed with con- 
veniences for entertaining members of the 
Government and other guests, where he 
could have that freedom of action which he 
has only at the White House, and where he 
could get a complete change of atmosphere. 

While I have made no mention of the 
mistress of the White House, she is of course 
to be considered. The public little understands 
the very exacting duties that she must per- 
form and the restrictive life that she must 
lead. Fully as much as the President, she needs an op- 
portunity for a change and some place where she can 
have the seclusion of the White House without a con- 
stant reminder of its obligations. 

Three or four years ago some thoughtful minded 
person left a legacy of $200,000, which I should judge 
would have been ample to provide a place of this kind 
within 60 or 75 miles of Washington. It had a pro- 
viso that it should be accepted by the Congress. I did 
not give the matter any thought at the time and the 
Congress never paid any attention to it. Had it been 
accepted, a country house would now be available. 

Such a residence would not be in a strict sense a 
summer White House, but if such a place had been pro- 
vided I should not have desired to leave Washington so 
early in the season or return so late. Being distant from 
the Capital for a considerable length of time each sum- 
mer is attended with a good many inconveniences, even 
when we have the use of the airplane for mail purposes 
and a special wire running into the White House. It is 
desirable for the President to stay for some time in dif- 
ferent sections of the country, but a month or six weeks 
at the most is ample for him to make such observations 
and acquaintances as are required for him to understand 
something of the problems of various localities. 

It is not too much to hope that the press of the United 
States can bring about this desired result. I am certain 
that if you would take it up and pursue it with the vigor 
which always marks the advocacy of any cause in which 
you believe, you could undoubtedly prove an important 
factor.

sured. On our side of the water Disraeli was making 
a sort of circus display of our overseas possessions and 
had just exalted Queen Victoria to the glittering orient- 
alism of Empress of India. Many English people were 
very skeptical of the solidity and permanence of these 
Eastern glories. Some still are. Meanwhile we hardly 
noted that the ocean steamship and the railway were 
weaving together the system of islands, coaling stages, 
trading ports and long coastlines, which then constituted 
the rest of the British Empire, into the substantial 
dominions of today. It was the tremendous excitement 
of Mr. Kipling in. the early nineties, when I was a yuung 
man, which recalled many British intelligences to the 
fact that we also as a community had a very material 
future and very huge responsibilities of our own. 


Has America Disappointed the World? 
DO not think that during the last 60 years Europe 
has come to doubt the great future of America, but I 

think that—in Britain, Germany, Russia particularly— 
European thinkers had come to realize the possibility 
of still further developments that made American 
growth not altogether unique. My impression is that it 
would not be easy to compile a second volume of fore- 
casts of American pre-eminence equally assured, unre- 


strained and enthusiastic, made between 1878-1928, to 
equal the book I have already suggested of pre-1878 
prophecies. I believe that our grandfathers lived in a 
larger hope about America relatively than we do today. 
It seemed then the only land of unrestrained growth 
and progress. Now we feel that progress has possession 
of us all and we are no longer amazed. 

The earlier history of America was dominated by ma- 
terial expansion. Up to and even since 1900, the mate- 
rial expansion of America has been so swift and im- 
mense a process that even upon American eyes, close to 
the facts, it has had an almost blinding effect. But 
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from the sixties and seventies of the\tast century the 
material expansion was assured and the center of in- 
telligent interest shifted to the problem of social and 
political development. Some of us with excessive intel- 
lectual temerity began to say: ‘‘This that has hap- 
pened in America is something much more novel than is at 
present recognised. This community is much more than 
a nation in the European sense. It has inherent poten- 
tialities such as its founders, with their rather doc- 
trinaire and very conservative Constitution, never sus- 
pected. Here is a community of free men, reading and 
practically talking the same language, moving and trad- 
ing freely over a vast area, with gigantic resources and 
soaring numerically up above the hundred million mark. 
Never has history seen the like. At present this new 
immense human organisation has hardly developed more 
than its material foundations. But such a community is 
bound to have—and to have very soon—a tremendous 
release of scientific, educational, artistic and literary 
energy. At present it is ruining the mentality of its 
ordinary men and women upon a common-school educa- 
tion no better than and in some regions not nearly so 
good as the elementary education of the more advanced 
European states; its artistic expression reeks of 
French art school and imitative Bohemianism; 
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its science and philosophy, 
have still to pull ahead of the intel- 
lectual life of Europe; and it has to 
produce some guiding conception of 
its relation to the world rather more 
complete and powerful than a defen- 
sive patriotism which is often childish 
and sometimes blatant.’’ 

So we Europeans were thinking 
about America even before the_ days 
of the Great War. We were thinking 
no longer in terms of population and 
wealth, but in terms of a tremendous 
mental and moral drive that we felt 
was bound to come out of the germi- 
nating possibilities of American life. 
We did not doubt that the powerful 
promise of America in these things as 
in things more material, would be rea- 
lised, but we awaited the realisation 
with a certain eagerness and impa- 
tience. 


The Great War Came Too Soon 


WILL confess I think the Great War 

came a little too soon for America. 
For a stupendous year or so, the Unit- 
ed States of Amer- 
ica was the arbi- 
trator of human 
destiny. But what 
is the good of be- 
ing an-— arbitrator 
when you do not 
know how to arbi- 
trate? The Great War 
found Columbia with- 
out any faith as yet, 
except a faith in her- 
self.

We 
saw the leading statesmen of the 
Great Republic of the Future being 
elegantly entertained by Kings and 
Presidents and only too manifestly 
enjoying these social amenities. We 
perceived that they felt they were

word about it. After chafing for 
three years under the stupid and mur- 
derous professionalism of the Euro- 
pean military authorities, it was 
among the most devastating experi- 
ences of my life, to see the Americans 
come over and sit down meekly under 
these antiquated experts, to learn how 
to do it—-only too anxious to be ‘‘real 
soldiers.’ The most original and en- 
terprising people in the world - had 
come into a war they had been watch- 
ing intently for three years without 
a single new idea for either its con- 
duct or its conclusion. 


America Has Still to Find Herself 
— I am saying these particular 

things which I admit are not flat- 
tering things, in this particular article, 
because of the fact that, being written 
for this anniversary number, it will 
be ensured a considerable publicity 
among American readers and a very 
limited display in Europe. I want to 
put these impressions before Amerti- 
cans even if I have to sacrifice a cer- 
tain amount of meretricious popular- 
ity by doing so, and I have. no desire 
to say too freely in Europe what may 
easily be read there, all too eagerly, as 
mere detraction. But these comments 
are made in no spirit of ultimate de- 
traction. The intervention of the 
United States in European affairs be- 
tween 1917 and 1919 was a stupefying 
disappointment for the whole world. 
The blame for the disappointment may 
lie not so much with the United States 
as with the rest of the world for ex- 
travagant expectations. 

As I have said, the Great War took 
America and tried her out intellectu- 
ally, and the result of the trial was to 
show her still extraordinarily imma- 
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her literary, artistic and scientific in- 
dependence. In these matters even to- 
day she has still much of the sensi- 
tiveness, touchiness, resentfulness and 
self-consciousness of youth. She is 
still in that phase when independence 
is shown by revolt rather than original 
initiative. But she ripens now visibly. 
As she ripens she will cease altogether 
to measure herself by European stand- 
ards and instead she will measure. 
herself by the standard of her un- 
precedented possibilities. And Amer- 
icans will surely set themselves to the 
problem of what is the best and most 
efficient organisation for educating 
and exploiting the intelligence and the 
esthetic and moral forces of one great 
and varied community of upward of 
one hundred million souls, various in 
race and gifts and powers, with the 
same vigour with which their grand- 
fathers pushed across the continent 
and yet sustained their unity, and 
with which their fathers developed its 
industrial and financial life. 


The New Crystallisations 

| be WILL be profoundly interesting to 

watch the appearance of those new 
and more subtle processes of mental 
elaboration. Their appearance must 
now be very near at hand and I take 
it that it will be the dominating form 
of American affairs for the next half- 
century. I write at too great a dis- 
tance from the facts to presume upon 
any estimate of the nearness of the 
new movement. But even at my dis- 
tance it is evident that there has been 
a voluminous growth of psychological 
and particularly of educational and 
sociological research and discussion in 
America during the past three dec- 
ades.

REFORMS IN OUR CRIMINAL LAWS 


By WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT

OU ask me whether the defects in our 
prosecution for crime in the various 
States of the Union can be properly 
charged to the Judges. 
I am far from saying that the trial 
Judges may not improve their service by greater 
preparation for the trial, by greater applica- 
tion to the problems presented at the time, and 
by greater attention in following closely the 
steps in the trial and making ‘themselves more 
familiar with the evidence as it is brought out. 
The habit of taking all evidence by a stenog- 
rapher has led some Judges to neglect closely 
to follow the witnesses as they had to do when 
the Judge’s notes of evidence were the chief 
basis for subsequent bills of exceptions. It made 
the trial Judge work on the bench, and it made 
him, as he ought to be, as famillar as any of 
the counsel with the evidence and the case. In- 
deed, generally he was better and more ac- 
curately advised to guide the trial. But this is 
a minor fault. 

The great and paramount defect in our prose- 
cution of crime is to be charged to legislative 
provisions and omissions, of which it would be 
much too long to attempt a comprehensive re- 
view. I propose merely to take up three points 
in a possible reform of many. 

The chief purpose of the prosecution of crtme 
is to punish the criminal and to deter others 
tempted to do the same thing from doing it 
because of the penal consequences. A second 
may properly be the reform of the criminal. 
It is dangerous to yield the first and chief rea- 
son for the punishment of crime and make it 
secondary to the criminal’s own reform. The 
sometime tendency in this latter direction is to 
be deprecated. Good people lose their heads 
and their sense of proportion in this field. It 
is a mistake of huge proportion to lead crim- 
inals by pampering them, and by relaxing dis- 
cipline of them and the harshness of prison life, 
to think that they are wards of the State for 
their comfort, entertainment and support. 

We are to deal with the criminal or some 
one accused of crime. We must catch our hare 
before we can cook him. Generally we can only 
capture criminals by the use of a large and 
well-trained police force in order not only to 
patrol the country and repress crime, but also to 
detect it and arrest the probable offender. We 
have an inadequate police force. There are 
more police and they.are better trained in the 
large cities, but there are not enough of them. 
I think the number used in other countries is 
much larger in proportion. We need more po- 
lice than other countries because our mixed peo- 
ples congested in centers are more prone to 
crime. A patrolling police force in our coun- 
try districts is almost entirely wanting. 

Our criminal classes are better organized than 
they have ever been. They now make so much 
money by their crimes that they are able to 
Carry On a war against society. They find im- 
munity from capture in their use of the auto- 
mobile and in other newly invented devices to 
escape or conceal. They are the first to avail 
themselves of these improvements. 

Every State should have a constabulary. 
There should be co-operation between the State 
and the local constabulary, and there should be 
constant patrol in all parts of the State, a gen- 
eral and constant patrol. There should be a 
unit control by State authority. We don’t spend 
money enough to maintain an adequate force. 
Since the beginning of our State governments 
we have generally left the apprehending of 
criminals in the country to mere chance organ- 
ization of temporary forces, often with fruitless 
result. 

After the accused is arrested and committed 
to jail, there are many abuses in release on 
bond. It is an important part of the defense 
of criminals thus to delay proceedings until wit- 
nesses disappear and the crime is forgotten. 

Second: Coming to the trial, the law does not 
provide a means of securing good jurors to fill 
the panel in a criminal case. We should have 
better juries and can have them. The Legis- 
latures are not required to give every citizen, 
man or woman, a right to sit on a jury, wheth- 
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er he or she be ignorant or prejudiced, intelli- 
gent or wholly uneducated. The Legislatures 
can enact any reasonable qualification looking 
to the selection of jurors. They are not re- 
quired to allow persons who are merely look- 
ing for an easy daily job to sit on juries. There 
can be no discrimination against a race or a 
class of people as incompetent to sit on juries, 
but qualifications may be created by law which 
will make the selection of good jurors practical 
and possible. 

It is difficult to secure the service of a panel 
of intelligent men of affairs and others whose 
experience gives them power of judgment, and 
who realize the sacredness of the function they 
administer to grant acquittal for the innocent 
and impose conviction of the guilty. There are 
too many exemptions given by the statute by 
which the best jurors can avoid service. Too 
many peremptory challenges are allowed. In 
some states, by use of such challenges, the real- 
ly competent are excluded from the jury and 
weak and colorless persons are selected. 

In one State with which I had a good deal to 
do at one time, the State was limited in a capi- 
tal case to two peremptory challenges, while the 
accused was allowed 23. We went to the 
Legislature to persuade it to reduce the per- 
emptory challenges so that each side should 
have an equal number, but the attempt failed. 
Now in that State the prosecution has only four 
peremptory challenges, while the defendant has 
16.. This gives to the defendant too much op- 
portunity to select his own jury. 

Too great latitude is given in the examination 
of persons present in the panel for the jury 
and good men are treated by counsel as if they 
were suspects. Wholly unnecessary time is tak- 
en in this examination of jurors. : 

Legislatures can by their provision for selec- 
tion of the jury certainly improve the system. 
They should and can give a chance to have 
juries that represent a cross section of the in- 
tolligent and responsible part of the community. 
Thus they can avoid results which shame the 
whole community by the jury’s weakness and 
stupidity. This is a defect for which the legis- 
lative branch of the Government is largely re- 
sponsible. 

One of the reasons why it is so difficult to 
get a good jury impaneled to try important 
cases is the length of time consumed in the trial. 
Jurors can not but see the unnecessary delays 
and waste, and are prompted therefore to avoid 
service when they can. It is not too much to 
Say that an important criminal case in England 
can be tried in one-fourth the time that it takes 
in some of our State courts. This is due to 
the lack of the power of the Judge to carry on 
the trial as it should be carried on, and it is 
this defect in the trial of cases in the State 
courts to which I shall refer. 

Third: Trial by jury at common law as de- 
fined: by the Supreme Court of the United States 
was a trial by a jury of 12 men in the presence 
and under the superintendence of a Judge em- 
powered to instruct them on the law and to 
advise them on the facts, and, except on ac- 


quittal of a criminal charge, to set aside their 
verdict, if in his opinion it is against the law or 
the evidence. This is the trial by jury that is 
now conducted in the English courts. It is the 
trial by jury that is now conducted in the Fed- 
eral courts. It emphasizes the necessity for su- 
perintendence and guidance by the Judge of the 
conduct of the trial and the assistance to be 
rendered by him to the jury, not only in in- 
struction as to the law, but also in advice upon 
the facts. It leaves to the jury full discretion, 
after such instruction and advice, to decide what 
the facts are, without being controlled by the 
Judge. 

It is this power exercised by the Judge which 
makes the criminal trials in the English courts 
so speedy and so satisfactory. The Judge is re- 
sponsible for the dispatch with which the case 
is disposed of. The Judge in the first place 
determines what facts can be admitted in evi- 
dence, and what, if tendered, should be re- 
jected. Then the lawyers on each side are 
given an opportunity to discuss the evidence, 
first to outline what each proposes to introduce, 
and second to discuss the evidence after it is 
introduced. After each lawyer in his argument 
has made the case as favorable to his side as 
he can, the Judge ‘‘sums up’’ the evidence, as 
it is called. He dissects it, explains the rele- 
vance of each important part of it to the issue 
to be decided, and makes clear to the compre- 
hension of the jury, not so much the weight of 
the evidence as the bearing of it upon the ac- 
tual issue. 

This common law method has been much 
changed and varied in different State courts. 
State Judges are now generally forbidden to 
comment on the evidence or to express any opin- 
ion on it. In some States the court charges the 
jury in advance of the argument of the law- 
yers. By being forbidden comment on the evi- 
dence, the Judge is prevented from helping the 
jury by simplifying the issues for their consid- 
eration. In such a trial the lawyers not Infre- 
quently confuse the issues and leave the jury 
in a fog, and thus mislead them into a wrong 
verdict. The Judge is so restricted by legisla- 
tive provision that he can not clarify the case 
for them. 

This shows a distrust by the Legislatures of 
Judges. They seem to fear the effect of the 
comment on the evidence, although really nec- 
essury to explain the case. The State Legisla- 
tures have really surrendered the power which 
the Judge should exercise in a critical discus- 
sion of the evidence and its clarification, They 
have delivered that power over to the lawyer 
who makes the best speech before the jury. fit 
often results in a perversion of the jury trial 
and a misconception of the whole effect of the 
evidence. 

In some States the absurd requirement is 
made that the Judge shall charge the jury in 
advance of the arguments of counsel. This sep- 
arates the instructions given by the Judge as 
far as possible from their application to the 
case which is to be considered by the jury. The 
charge of the court becomes nothing but a state- 
ment of general principles of criminal law with- 
out their direct and useful application to the 
facts drawn out in the evidence. All this could 
be changed by the Legislature and the Judge re- 
stored to his proper place in a jury trial as es- 
tablished at common law. 


But it is said that this will give oppor- 
tunity to the Judge to manifest tyranny and to 
pervert the trial into unjust conviction. If the 
Judge abuses such power, it will be entirely 
within the province of the Legislature to pro- 
vide that such abuse may be reviewed by a 
higher court and the case reversed. But the 
danger of such abuse should not deprive society 
and the public of the method pursued so long 
and so successfully in England in giving to the 
Judge his right power in the conduct of a jury 
trial. Somebody must be trusted, and the Judge 
is the proper person to see to it that the trial 
deals with the actual case and not with a phase 
of it that has no real bearing on guilt or in- 
nocence. 

I have thus mentioned three fields in which 
aid to the proper system of enforcing criminal 
laws can be rendered by the Legislatures. The 
defects pointed out are within easy reach of 
investigation and reform, and in these respects, 
until the Legislature acts, the Judges are help- 
less to effect it.

At my 
desk is a most convenient edition of 
Webster's dictionary; encyclopedic, in 
one volume and with indented edges, 
as all desk dictionaries should be, and 
the other day, while looking up the 
Knights Templar in this, I came upon 
a whole page in brilliant colours of the 
“emblems” of various American 
brotherhoods. It was surely some- 
thing of profound significance to mer- 
it that much development.

and co-operations. It would be pa- 
rochially European to sneer at these 
decorations; they are no whit sillier 
and probably much less expensive in 
money and morals than the orders of 
the Bath or St. Michael and St. George 
or the Golden Fleece or what not, 
with which the weaker brethren of 
Europe adorn each other’s shirt fronts 
and sustain a consciousness of merit.

HE most important problem 
in society is that of political 


organization. Each nation 
works out its own golu- 
tion, and, in each, diverse social 


classes and political parties have their 
particular viewpoints so that in the 
end a government is the most com- 
plete expression of a people; the very 
indifference evinced by certain groups 
toward this problem is a symptom of 
what they are and what they think; 
it is in this sense that it is possible 
to say, with excellent reason, ‘‘nations 
have the governments that they de- 
serve.” 

At the present time, in the century 
of mass production, it is no longer 
possible to regard the administration 
of a State as it was regarded a hun- 
dred or even fifty years ago.

tion either in the consciousness of be- 
ing associated in the realization of a 
magnificent plan or through constant 
amelioration of the standard of living. 
But, however they might choose to 
regard their role in society or in the 
State, it was invariably their function 
as collaborators in a colossal effort 
for higher standards that imposed it- 
self in the foreground. 

Since the Egyptians, whose collec- 
tive and organized activity had the 
Nile for an axis, the United States has

given the most perfect example of the 
converging of an entire nation toward 
acommen goal. Races among whom 
the ideals of the individualist have re- 
mained transcendent regard this bee- 
hive of activity with an almost comic 
mixture of admiration and inquietude. 

This is why the concept of the so- 
cial order in America invariably takes 
on the same essential characteristics: 
the citizens, whatever may be their 
initial individuality, feel, without ex- 
ception, the innate conviction that they 
must co-operate. At the same time 
an incontestable observation asserts 
itself; the proposed goal is a material 
goal. This is not to suggest that this 
end is destitute. of idealism—the 
Americans are the most idealistic of 
people—but simply that idealism in 
the United States is connected more 
than elsewhere with the solution of 
material problems. And it could not 
be otherwise in an immense country 
still relatively sparsely populated, 
where the natural resources are very 
far from being even seriously en- 
croached upon. 

This preoccupation with production 
has taken so preponderant a place in 
America that, with rare exceptions, 
one can refer back to it all the char- 
acteristics of the country. In the 
United States, whether one discusses 
industry, agriculture, hygiene, prohi- 
bition, psychology or, sometimes, even 
religion, there invariably comes the 
moment when the production of the 
individual and the nation is consid- 
ered. This has arisen from the needs 
which are inherent in the present 
phase of the country’s development. 
It is undoubtedly dictated, too, by the 
American genius. 

This is the splendid contribution 
which America has made to human 
civilization. The problem of the 
maximum output of the producer was 
not unknown in Europe; her econo- 
niists and her political scientists were 
not ignorant of it; academically, they 
even knew how to reach an exact s0- 
lution of the problem. But the Ameri- 
cans have had no rivals in the re- 
alization of these theories; they de- 
serve all the honor and the praise. 

1 sincerely believe that, thanks to 
them, civilized humanity has entered, 
in a certain respect, upon a new age. 
In the future one will speak, perhaps, 
of The American Age, as One Says, in 
relation to certain epochs in the past, 


The Stone Age, or The Bronze Age. . 


The American Age will be that one 
in which humanity conceived produc- 
tion as a collective enterprise, in 
which, by means of a reasonable tech- 
nique, each individual's effort is util- 
ized in such a way as to give maximum 
production. Formidable possibilities 
for human well-being are implied 
therein. However, it is necessary to 
make reservations since the result is 
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not certain to be favorable to human 
nappiness and the spiritual develop- 
ment of the individual. But, as a ma- 
terial civilization, there is no doubt 
that the United States now leads the 
world, and leads it efficiently, .vic- 
torious now in the fullness of its re- 
alization. 

In Europe special conditions have 
developed very different concepts and 
ideals. In the Old World démocracy 
has not imposed itself as a natural 
phenomenon; it has had to win its 
place against the obstinate resistance 
of organized aristocracies which held 
the power. Liberty has not seemed a 
fact to be taken for granted; it has 
had to assert itself in a persistent 
struggle with the pretensions of 
despotism and intolerance. Adequate 
reward for labor fs not taken for 
granted as the simple equivalent of 
justice; in Europe today, where the 
natural resources are fimited and the 
population numerous, it would be ex- 
cessivé ‘to say that each individual 
possesses fn his latent energy, in his 
simple will to work, a capital on which 
he is certain to realize. All these 
things which America takes for grant- 
ed as naturally existing—democracy, 
liberty, a just reward for labor—Eu- 
rope has had to strive for in a con- 
test the outcome of which is still un- 
certain. 

The exploitation of natural re- 
sources is not the principal problem 
of contemporary Europe. This de- 
velopment effort was begun centuries 
ago and it has been pushed so far 
that Europeans no longer have the 
impression of having a virgin territory 
before them. There were exceptions, 
of course, at certain periods when na- 
tions were confronted with typically 
American problems. This was true in 
Germany in 1870 when that nation 
awoke to the possession of natural 
resources capable of vast development. 
This was also the case in Russia at 
the outbreak of the World War, when 
the Russians found it necessary to 
colonize their own territory. More- 
over, where Europeans were coloniz- 
ing virgin lands in Asia, Oceanica and 
—above all—in Africa, they found it 
necessary to employ American meth- 
ods. But, generally speaking, the 
field of action to which political re- 
formers were restricted lay in anoth- 
er province; it was not a question 
primarily either of production or of 
development but of the liberation of 
the individual from stifling con- 
straints. 

Let us speak here only of France, 
the country in which for a hundred 
years the political struggle has been 
most completely removed from _  de- 
velopmental considerations, the coun- 
try most completely dominated by con- 
siderations of feeling and pure prin- 
ciple. What was the political ques- 
tion in 1789, what has it persistently 
been since then, in those endless 
struggles, full of disorder and noise, 
of eloquence and passion, of intrigues, 
of rivalries and of apostleships, in 
those struggles which the foreigner 
understands so little but’ which touch 
the French so profoundly that the per- 
centage of voters in France is habitu- 
ally, I believe, the highest in the 
world? 

In this country of individualists, 
where each human being seeks to live 
his own life, to act and to think of his 
own accord, it was a question of win- 
ning, despite the existence of an aris- 
tocracy transmitted by birth, despite 
the domination of churches and insti- 
tutions having their origin in divine 
law, liberty for the individual to live 
in his own way; the people had to 
renounce the authority of the great, 
the laity had to contest in politics 
with the priests, the lower classes had 
to escape the domination of great capi- 
talist organizations. Tracing the 
course of French politics from the 
close of the eighteenth century, step 
by step, you will find in the fore- 
ground these same _ preoccupations. 
The future ‘‘Americans’’ who fled from 
Europe in the seventeenth and 
elghteenth centuries escaped this tyr- 
anny in a new continent: but it im- 
posed itself, always menacing and with 
renewed vigor, on those who remained 
in the old world. 

Let us exaggerate nothing Cer- 
tainly in France public works have 
been carried on, certainly land there 
js cultivated, certainly one of the fin- 
est industries in the world for hizgh- 
grade products has been developed 
there! Material questions occupy and 
engross the French just as they do al! 
nations. But in the evolution of our 
politics over a century the principal 
concern has not been to make the 
French rich, prosperous or efficient in 
production; it has been a question 
rather, of guaranteeing to the French 
people the liberty of the individual 

Under these circumstances, democ- 
racy in France and America seems to 
me to be tWo different things, and I 
have had to travel back and forth a 
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great deal to discover the cause. In 
America the struggle to reclaim lib- 
erty from ancient authorities does not 
exist; it has no reason to exist; dem- 
ocracy in that country, which has won 
in advance all political conquests, con- 
sists in securing for each citizen the 
maximum remuneration, while at the 
same time obtaining from him the 
maximum of production; democracy 
consists of more beautiful houses for 
the people, more automobiles for the 
workers, more telephones, more ra- 
dios, increased hygiene, greater digni- 
ty of the material life, a higher mor- 
ality in the social life, a continually 
progressive standard of living. 

But in France democracy has con- 
sisted for a century and consists to- 
day in a conscientious and constant 
effort looking toward the liberation 
of the individual; it is a will to con- 
quest and defense more spiritual than 
temporal; it is more the existence of 
a political sensitivity than a visible 
realization; in France democracy does 
not consist of a program of roads, 
bridges, railroads; it is not even (and 
I regret it) a question of a standard 
of living for the people, it is an at- 
mosphere, a spirit. By this concept 
of democracy I do not mean to say 
that the people are superior 
to the Americans, I do not say that 
they are more moral or more idealis- 
tic, but simply that they place the 
struggle and the reclamation on an- 
other plane.

One should ask this 
question of oneself. It is not with a 
program of vacuum cleaners, of hot 
and cold water, of convenient automo- 
hiles and comfortable, modern houses, 
however complete and attractive this 
program may be, that one atirs hu- 
manity profoundly. Something else 
is needed: the life of the individual 
is powerfully ameliorated and  en- 
riched in its possibilities by these ma- 
terial comforts, which give ease and 
dignity to physical existence, but the 
raison d'etre of the individual lies 
elsewhere 

And this is why, when all the mate- 
rial desires have been satisfied, some- 
thing remains of which one has not 
spoken; intellectually, spiritually, the 
problem still remains to be solved. All 
who know the United States are aware 
that in this modern man’s paradise a 
kind of ingquietude exists among many 
people despite the really marvelous 
satisfactions which are shared by the 
And, whatever may be the 
prestige of American progress, there 
still countries where the 
American example is not regarded as 
an answer to all nostalgias. If this 
point of view cannot be appreciated, 
then the social and political history of 
France for a hundred years is scarcely 
explainable, and with it the recent de- 
velopment of all one portion of Eu- 
rope. 
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Let us conclude by saying that the 
points of view which we have 
analyzed in this article are not neces- 
sarily irreconcilable: both are capable 
of bringing to humanity great bene- 
fits. They will continue to co-exist, 
perhaps to oppose each other, but 
from this double effort humanity can

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The area of organizatio 
I'nited States more extensive 
more diversified than elsewhere L 
fons long in existence may any day 
find themselves confronted with an 
industrial area that had not entered 
nto their calculations. This has been 
the experience of organized labor in 
the coal, textile, iron, ‘machine and 
many other industries. In the same 
way the supplies of new labor appear 
even at this time to be far from ex- 
hausted. Women come in increasing 
numbers into industry; Negroes are 
Just beginning to find their place in 
the machine operations of American 
industry, and the population of th 
South remains a new and unused pool 
of labor. 

Changing processes and the -intro- 
duction. of machinery produce much 
the same effects on labor movements. 
The constant displacement of a 
labor by machinery has in this cou 
try more than once left a trade union 
without any members. The growth 
of new industries with fresh classift- 
cations of labor, involving the mass 
use of machinery and the breakdown 
of skill, has forced upon organized 
labor changes in tactics to which the 
labor movement cannot quickly adjust 
itself. The automobile industry, th 
glass industry, the shoe industry, coal 
mining and a host of others are all {l- 
lustrations of American industry in 
which accepted categories of skill have 
given way before the rush of machin- 
ery. : 

American labor has never had an 
assured legai status. In all of its ac- 
tivities the labor movement in this 
“@untry has been constantly exposed to 
the threat of unfavorable legislation 
and judicial decision. Right appar- 
ently conceded have later been denied 
by one or another court or Legisila- 
ture. Conflicting decisions arising 
out of the many local and Federal Jju- 
Gicial jurisdictions in the United 
States have added to the confusions 
and uncertainties of the situation. Al- 
though there are notable exceptiona to 
the rule, the courts have been in the 
main unfriendly to organized labor 
The whole development of the injune- 
tion procedure here; the line of un- 
favorable decisions through the Dan- 
bury Hatters and the Bedford cases; 
the use of the Sherman and Clayton 
acts against combinations of labor, 
have acted to retard the progress of 
trade unionismiIn this country 

he uninterrupted flow of immi- 
grant labor into the country. reaching 
at times the rate of more than a mil- 
lion @ year, made the task of organiz- 
ing industrial labor one of great dif- 
ficulty. Even when the job of organ- 
igation was accomplished there Was 
ro certainty that it was permanent. 
A changing labor supply imposed upon 
the American trade union the cost of 
supporting a large and continuous 
al of organization. 

A working population so ‘onsti- 
uted naturally brought to the Amer- 
ican labor movement a vast range of 
conflicting opinion regarding the 
methods and purposes of organized 
labor. As one group cncteniptgee another 
in the waves of immigration following

1880. there were introduced into the 
labor movement the systems of ideas 
pecuilar to each Under the circum- 


stances the efergy and time required 
for the detailed building of a move- 
ment were too often diverted to in- 
ternal divisions that have not only at 
times celayed the progress of organ- 
tized labor but frequently split estab- 
lished unions into worrying factions 
that led to its weakening or destruc- 
tion. 

The organized labor movement in 
the United States has always had 
more than its just share of interna! 
dissension. Whatever the cause for 
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this succession of ovesgpaea movements,

They have 
led to the disintegration of the 
Knights of Labor and to the disrup-

HE history of American organized 
labor. as a movement, falls into 
well-defined phases, each of which has 
its peculiar and instructive characteris- 


tice. he first phase covers the decade 


from 1880 to 1890, the period of the 
rise and fall of the Knights of Labor. 
Conceived and existing in secrecy for 
more than a agama the Knights burst 
into full bloom in the early eighties 
By 1885 they had sisal a mem- 
bership of close to three-quarters of’a 
million, an astounding figure for those 
days. hey carried on successful 
ountry-wide strikes, spreading organ- 
ization into places neyer. before 
organized. Their platform and prin- 
ciples ran the whole gamut of the 
measures of social reform usually 
found among democratic movements. 
Their activities were political and eco- 
nomic; they professed to be a labor 
organization, an agency for promotin 
general social reform and the ¢co-op- 
erative movement. A few years later 
the organization cf the Knights was 
a withered plant; with no members 
and no influence. Their decline was 
the result partly of accident; in part of 
internal dissension. But, the main, 
it was due to the failure a. leaders to 
recognize that a labor organization 
after becoming successful in winning 
recognition in industry must then find 
a constructive program that will meet 
the needs of industry. It must learn 
the details of management to place it- 
self in a position to co-operate with 
industry in attacking industrial prob- 
lems. Out of the ruins rose the Amer- 
jean Federation of Labor 
_ its next phase, from the middle 
neties until the World War. the 
American labor movement, cow 
through the new federation of unions, 
the American Federation of Labor, 
Was engaged in the task of establish- 
ing a stable, permanent group of labor 
organizations. The great national! un- 
ions, such as the United Mine Work- 
ers, the Dricklayers, the carpenters, 
the printers and others were either 
founded in this period or grew to posi- 
tions of power and stability he 
leaders of the movement were preoc- 
cupied with extending the area of or- 
ganization; weil-planned organization 
campaigns brought results everywhere 
in the anthracite and bituminous coa! 
mines, in the textile industry, amon 
the hatters and glass workers. Every

Un- 
der his guidance executives from 
among the union members, first in 
Chicago and then elsewhere, were 
trained in the management of some- 
thing approaching a scientific labor 
exchange. Systematic records of avail- 
able jobs and of applicants were in- 
stalled: an adequate administrative 
procedure was worked out. Service 
to both the industry and to the mem- 
bers of the union improved immedi- 
ately. The friction and waste of send- 
ing the wrong people to jobs was re- 
duced. Through the records of the 
employment office the union found it 
possible to regulate the flow of labor

The most far- Nesching steps in this 

me direction were taken during and 
ne er the depression of 1921, when the 
union was confronted with the serious 
problem of improving the standards of 
labor and, at the same time, of pro- 
tecting the prosperity of one of the 
most competitive industries of the 
country This situation it met by 
frankly facing the realities of indus- 
trial problems. It took, as it always 
had. an open position toward the in- 
troduction of machinery by even stim- 
ulating the use of more efficient 
methods. Its own representatives un- 
dertook an exhaustive survey of labor 
and overhead costs. Leaks and wastes, 
whether in management or in the ad- 
ininistration of the labor agreement, 
were reduced. Functions of supervi- 
sion were assumed by the union and 
overhead costs thereby substantially 
reduced. Local representatives of the 
union turned to studying the construc- 
tion of coats and the organization of 
the shop; many became, as a. result, 
expert in technigal problems, and their 
services, in this new capacity, were 
valuable to the industry. After little 
more than five years of this procedure, 
which is now accepted throughout the 
clothing industry, the unfon has be- 
come an indispensable factor in it and 
now possesses greater influence than 
it had at the peak of business pros- 
perity in early 1920. 

In May, 1923, the union and the 
employers established the first unem- 
ployment fund of the industry in the 
city of Chicago where both the em- 
ployers and the workers contribute to 
that fund. Since its inception the 
39,000 members of the union have re- 
ceived more than $3,000,000 in un- 
employment benefits. Beginning the 
first of May, 1928. a similar fund was 
created for the Rochester clothing in- 
dustry, to be followed shortly by un- 
employment funds throughout the 
men's ciothing industry of this coun- 
tr It is the only system that has 
Deen Organized on a nation-wide scale 
in any industry in the country. In 
presenting the demand for unemploy- 
ment insurance for those who are out 
of work through no fault of their own 
but because of siackness in the indus- 
try, we were guided not merely by the 
justice of the demand that industry 
assume responsibility for the workers 
it employs, but we sought also to miti- 
gate the condition prevailing in all 
industries in which, during the time 
of unemployment, human labor is 
scrapped and, through th loss of 
means of support, millions of people 
are thrown on philanthropic institu- 
tions This undermines not merely 
their standard of living but also their 
seif-respect, making paupers cut of 
free and independent citizens 

Besides these developments with! 
the industry, the union has also in the 
past five years experimented in th 
Organization of co-operative enter- 
prises, in order that, through them, 
it might more fully utilize the com- 
ned financial and human resources 
Organized labor. In the execution 
of these ideas it has organized two 
co-operative labor banks, that now 
have combined resources of nearly 
$15,000,000 and that yield an increas 
ing number of services to the wage- 
earner A co-operative investment 
trust, established by the union two 
years — is rapidly approaching §1.-

The 
order of progress is not always the 
same: survivals of ancient conditions 
are still found in large areas of the 
world; but the advance has bees 
steady and cumulative. It has result- 
ed in the recognition of human values 
where before their existence was not 
admitted. The modern treatment of 
prison labor, as in some of our South- 
ern states, of Negroes, and in some 
cases even of white labor, are anacB- 
ronisms that spoil the picture bet 
do not change its essential characte.

the proper development of American 
industry was hindered by the necessity 
for providing foreign dividends. It 
was the modern equivalent of ‘‘taxa- 
tion without representation.” This 


undoubtedly accounts for what was 


worst in industry during the period 
preceding and following the Civil War. 
Happily we are now practically an in- 
dependent people in that respect also. 
That is, industry has won its inde- 
pendence frum financial control and 
enjoys the freedom and natural de- 
velopment which follows upon proper 
engineering control. 

So that with freedom of conscience, 
freedom of invention and freedom of 
direction, "we have come to what is 
but the threshold of the industrial age, 
whose future is probably not to be 
described in any of the terms which 
we now. most commonly use. 

The industrial progress of the last 
fifty years cannot be separated from 
that which went before. Any tenden- 
cy to despise the day of former things 
indicates ignorance of the principle of 
development which lies so clearly re- 
vealed in our industrial history. Many 
of the best industrial principles now 
brought to their full application and 
boastingly referred to as ‘‘modern”’ 
were known and practiced a hundred 
years ago. Even the supposedly mod- 
ern and recent practice of ‘‘mass pro- 
duction" is a century old. It is not 
new, but in its origin it is American. 
Eli Whitney, driven by lawsuits out 
of the cotton gin business, took up a 
contract to manufacture firearms for 
the Government, and introduced sin- 
gle-purpose machines and standard- 
ized parts, thus giving evidence of pos- 
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Henry Ford. 


sessing the idea of accuracy and speed 
of manufacture, with lower costs of 
production, which we think of as the 
special discovery of our own time. 

It may be worth noting that indi- 
viduals and not institutions have been 
the sources of American progress in 
mechanics and industry. Institutions 
have been successful in fostering re- 
searches in pure science, which in 
some instances have had a profound 
effect on industry, but heretofore 
they have not been depended on to 
produce men who can apply new 
knowledge to the immediate needs of 
the people. Thus, when we think of 
the more prominent inventions of 
more than fifty years ago, such as vul- 
canized rubber, the reaper, the sewing 
machine and the telegraph, we think 
of individuals. Names like Goodyear, 
McCormick, Howe and Morse come to 
our minds. 


And likewise, when we think of all 
that has transpired in the past fifty 
years, we think principally of-an in- 
dividual, one man without whom the 
last half-century of mechanical and 
industrial progress would not have 
been possible. That man is Edison. 
The range of his active life has been 
so long, the brilliance of his inven- 
tions so blinding, that we are apt to 
consider his work piecemeal, as the 
inventor of this or that, and fail to 
see that he is the real founder of 
whatever we have in modern industry. 

The great word of industry today is 
Power. Now, power has always been 
used, whether wind, water, man, beast 
or steam originated it. But there has 
always been some serious limitation 
to its use. Take steam power, for ex- 
ample; no large modern mass-produc- 
tion manufacturing establishment 
could be operated by steam power be- 


cause no single steam plant could be 
constructed large enough; too much 
power would be consumed ine the 
transmission. The farther steam pow- 
er is relayed by shafts and belting the 
greater the losses. Too great a pro- 
portion of the power is used up before 
it reaches the machine. Now, if the 
power generated at the steam plant 
could be transmitted for use at a dis- 
tance without consuming itself in the 
very act of transmission, that is, if the 
power could be “delivered” undiminished 
for use at the point where it is needed, 
the improvement would be very great. 


That is exactly the service—one of 
the services—that Thomas A. Edison 
performed for industry. Before his 
time the dynamo was ornamental, an 
added cost; it was only 60 per cent 
efficient. Edison produced a dynamo 
90 per cent efficient and thereby in- 
augurated the Electrical Age, which 
is the basis of the present industrial 
era. He took mechanical power, no 
matter what its origin, and turned it 
into electrical power; he carried the 
electrical power with comparatively 
little loss to where it was wanted and 
turned it back into mechanical power. 


Here was what industry had always 
lacked—easy, lossless transmission. 
Here was power wherever you could 
run a wire; there was no need to es- 
tablish a steam plant wherever the 
machines were set up. Here were 
controllable power connections with 
each individual machine in the shop 
—as, we now see it in motor-driven 
machines everywhere. Here was not 
only a new efficiency, but a wonderful 
mobility, a great saving of space for- 
merly occupied by shafting and belt- 
ing, an unlimited supply of electric 
power from coal or water-power. Take 
this single element away from mod- 
ern industry and it ceases to exist in 
anything like the extent, efficiency, 
cleanliness, precision and safety that 
marks it today. The great difference 
between the old-time factory with its 
forests of wheels and belts, and the 
modern factory with its motor-driven 
machines, needs only to be mentioned, 
to be appreciated. 

Not to speak of the diffusion of light 
around the world—which amid fewer 
wonders would have classified this as 
the Light Age—and the mechanical 
creation and transmission of sounds, 
and the projection of moving pictures, 
and the ‘‘talking movies,’ all ‘of which 
we owe to Edison’s genius—this one 
contribution alone, permitting the 
manufacture of unlimited power and 
its efficient transmission, would have 
entitled Mr. Edison to the distinction 
of having founded and fathered this 
present industrial era. 

Another outstanding development of

and not in substitutes of lesser value; 
to make the beginnings in fixing the 
form and terms of a labor contract 
between employer and employe, and to 
obtain for its members a slightly larg- 
er share of the yield of industry by 
way of higher wages and a shorter 
work week. 

From this to contemporary pro- 
grams of industrial democracy is a far 
cry, indeed. But indications of these 
later developments can be found gen- 
erations back in the struggle of labor 
for the establishment of a free public 
school system; in the creation of State 
and Federal bureaus of labor, and in 
the movement, essentially the product 
of organized labor, for the adoption 
of a widening program of labor and 
social legislation. All manifestations 
of the growing self-consciousness of 
labor and the identification by labor 
of such measures with the require- 
ments of a true democratic society. 


The unfolding of a positive and con- 
structive program by popular mass 
movements is generally slow and pain- 
ful and has been no less so with the 
labor movement. If, out of the 
tangled mass of labor manifestos, plat- 
forms and preambles to constitutions 
of labor organizations, anything tan- 
gible and orderly emerges, it is the 
description of organized labor as the 
machine for achieving democracy in 
industry. Stripped of the very special 
literary quality that still helps to con- 
ceal the ideas of labor movements, 
their goal is the adoption of represen- 
tative government in industry and, 
through this government, the progres- 
sive achievement of a more equal dis- 
tribution of the wealth and income of 
the country. The methods of reaching 
this goal vary from time to time and 
place to place, but the variations are 
accidental and temporary; the direc- 
tion, irresistible and permanent. 

The line of progress is frequently 
concealed by the means employed in 
approaching the goal. In the simplest 
instance, the movement for the redis- 


tribution of income and wealth takes 
the form of direct efforts to raise the 
levels of wages. Where labor has 
achieved large political power, as in 
England, striking results are obtained 
by tax measures that, in the long run, 
contribute to radical changes in the 
distribution of wealth and income. In 
the United States, also, to a lesser de- 
gree and consequently with smaller 
total effect, the same means are used. 
The elaborate systems of social) insur- 
ance that are now in force in most of 
the industrialized countries of Europe, 
in which the cost of the insurance 
is placed on industry, or on the gen- 
eral community, or both, likewise 
serve the purpose of reapportioning 
the income of the country for the 
benefit of the working masses. It is, 
in fact, no longer feasible to appraise 
the standards of living of workers in 
Europe without taking into consider- 
ation these indirect forms of income 
won through political pressure. 

Everywhere, in the development of 
trade unionism, the advance toward 
industrial democracy has involved the 
use of both political and industrial 
power. In Europe the choice of the 
political weapon was deliberate and 
early, with the result in some cases 
that the political organization of la- 
bor preceded and perhaps delayed its 
industrial organization. In England, 
on the other hand, the two movements 
developed together, each contributing 
to the strength and tnmfluence of the 
other. Except for short and, in the 
main, unsuccessful excursions into 
the political field, American labor has 
adhered strictly to industrial organiza- 
tion and industrial action. 


In this country, more than any- 
where else, industry has grown with 
such rapidity, and its problems and 
organization have become so complex, 
that there is widespread reluctance 
to entrust political agencies with di- 
rect control over the management of 
industry. It is not uncommon, in- 
deed, to find large sections of the la- 
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bor movement itself impressed with 
the impotence of the political state 
in the face of industrial problems. 
Those who hold this view look to or- 
ganized labor and to industry to 
achieve industrial democracy by legis- 
lation and administrative machinery 
created by industry itself. They de- 
pend, of course, upon the state for 
the definition and establishment of 
basic rights and obligations, but they 
regard the development of constitu- 
tional government in industry and of 
its administrative counterpart ae the 
peculiar product of industry. Although 
the trends in European labor move- 
ments appear, on their surface, to di- 
verge sharply from those prevailing 
in the United States, it is not clear, 
in view of recent European develop- 
ments, that their divergence will per- 
sist. In countries so different as En- 
gland and Russia the growing power 
of organized labor has thrown back 
upon industry the responsibility of 
solving those problems of the popular 
control of industry which the state 
has appeared too ill-equipped to han- 
dle.

Paternalism vs. Democracy 

HE peculiar type of paternalism 

that now flourishes in the unorgan- 
ized portions of American industry is 
no more likely in the future than in 
the past to survive the impact of genu- 
ine democratic forces. The American 
workingman wilf not be satisfied with 
the limited suffrage of the company 
union and the grudging gifts of wel- 
fare schemes. Even at the expense of 
occasional efficiency he will demand 
true citizenship in industry, with an 
effective voice in determining the 
conditions of his labor and the dis- 
tribution of the income of industry. 
The company unions and employe-rep- 
resentation schemes will either suc- 
cumb in the struggle with a labor 
movement that has recovered its vi- 
tality or will themselves become 
transformed into the genuine demo-

cratic associations of free men and 
women they now profess to be. 

The problems of industry confront- 
ing us now are not alone the concern 
of the labor movement. Their proper 
working out will affect the future de- 
velopment of our country. Changes 
in industry not before dreamed of 
have taken place in the last decade. 
There are already over a dozen cor- 
porations that count their assets in 
the stagwering figures of a billion dol- 
lars and over. The control of finan- 
cial institutions in other industries is 
steadily growing and gives those fi- 
nancial] institutions unlimited power 
over the development of industry, al- 
though they themselves are not in con- 
tact with the problems of industry. 
This creates in its most aggravated 
form the problem of absentee man- 
agement. 

How to reconcile our ideals of polit- 
fecal democracy with unlimited con- 
trol by a few over the economic re- 
sources of the country is a problem 
that will have to be met. The intro- 
duction of machinery and methods of 
efficiency through mass production 
are constantly throwing hundreds of 
thousands of workers out of employ- 
ment, and a way must be found to 
give employment to those displaced 
not because of business depression, 
who may in the near future be count- 
ed in the millions. 

A high standard of living is no more 
a question of mere justice to the 
workers. employed. It is essential to 
our system of mass production to 
create a consumers’ demand for al- 
most unlimited output. To meet these 
problems, only the labor movement 
holds out a constructive program. Its 
insistence upon a sane and responsible 
democracy in industry and the pro- 
gressive improvement in standards of 
living are essential for the mainte- 
nance and progress of our industrial 
system and, therefore, regardless of 
temporary setbacks, it must and will 
march ahead in its work. 


the last fifty years has been that of 
Transportation. And here again we 
are in debt to mechanical inventive- 
ness, this time not originally Ameri- 
can. Nicolas Otto, the inventor of the 
gas @ngine, is undoubtedly the father 
of the basic idea in the modern self- 
contained power plant which moves 
the automobile, but the American has 
done most toward making it widely 
available for economical use by the 
people. If we may think of Edison's 
dynamo as making power available 
wherever and in whatever quantity 
required, we may think also of the 
gas engine as supplying the people 
with individual power plants capable 
of a variety of uses besides that of 
transportation, The amazing quantity 
of horsepower service put at the dis- 
posal of the American by the electrical 
dynamo and the gas engine—a service 
now indispensable in home, on high- 
way and in factory—is the dis- 
tinguishing mark of American life at 
this time. 3 


It is sometimes said in criticism that 
this is a ‘‘machine age.’ It certainly 
is, and most of the critics use ma- 
chines of some kind in setting forth 
their criticiams, But to insinuate that 
men have been made machines and 
that life has been mechanized, is a 
reactionary pose. The machine never 


“appears except through man's mastery 


of it. The machine has been invented 
and adopted and used by men, first, to 
save the dignity of their homes by cen- 
tralizing work in factories, and, sec- 
ond, to save time and energy. What 
we use time and energy for after we 
have rescued them from drudgery, is 
another problem which does not fall 
within the range of mechanics to 
solve. But the duty to save time and 
human energy cannot be neglected be- 
cause it brings other problems and 
duties with it. 


After all, everything is to be judged 
by its social fruitage. And this, per- 
haps, is the rule by which We are to 
gauge the future. Mechanics, indus- 
try, invention are at best but subsi- 
diary to life. So, when we ask what 
is foreseen for the future, it is no 
wonder that we sense a lack when the 
answer is given in terms of invention 
and mechanics. What we really want 
to know is what the answer would be 
in terms of the daily life of the peo- 
ple. Those who seem to assume that 
we are now in the industrial age, are 
probably in line for a big surprise. 
Those who think that our principal 
concern ought to be to conserve what 
we now have and as far as possible 
maintain its present character, are 
doubtless due to endure severe shak- 
ings. If this is all we have to show 
for the generations of labor that have 
preceded us, it is too little, it is not 
proportionate to the preparation that 
has been made. The real industrial 
age which we are yet to enter will 
be less noisy, more beautiful, more 
just, more conducive to higher levels 
of living for all, than is the present 
stage. We are witnessing the assem- 
bling of some of the materials of 
which the future is to be composed— 
just some of them. Some that we es- 
teem now will be discarded, some that 
we disesteem now will be exalted, new 
combinations and new discoveries will 
complete the rest. 


There will probably be decentraliza- 
tion of industry and population; the 
electrical dynamo makes the first 
possible, the gas engine in mo- 
tor car and airplane makes the sec- 
ond possible. 


There will be less time spent in pro- 
duction, but more production to show 
for it: and there will be more time 
spent in consumption. In fifty years 
we have come down to leas than a 
four-day week, measured by the hours 
then prevailing—to be exact, a three 
and two-thirds day week. That is a 
social result any civilization might re- 
gard with satisfaction. Some indus- 
tries, on the eight-hours-a-day, five- 
days-a-week basis, work only just a 
trifle over half of what constituted a 
work week fifty years ago. That sort 
of progress will continue as an indus- 
trial possibility and as an economic 
necessity. With it will come other 
adjustments in the way of greater sta- 
bility and continuity in our economic 
life. 


Certainly the next fifty years will 
exceed in progress the last fifty, be- 
Cause NOW we have momentum and a 
Dower of radiation of ideas which is 
unique in history. Ideas may be al- 
most instantaneously circulated today. 
What formerly required a century to 
make its way into genera! knowledge, 
now makes the same progress in 
weeks or months. This indicates a 
fertility and energy of mind which 
precludes the possibility of any slack- 
ening. Our people are on the main 
highway of progress for a long time 
to come.

Edwin Arnold in his epigram on 
peace just cited. Where ego and 
greed are gone, peace reigns. 

Let us now visualize a bright, 
clear day in the heart of the 
mightiest of oceans. In the bound- 
less expanse of blue water, our 
ship plows on smoothly and even- 
ly over the majestic waves, those 
twinkling smiles of the ocean, 
with no sound but the rhythmic 
beat of the engines and the splash- 
ing of water at the steel sides. All 
of a sudden, a big unknown bird 
hovers above our ship and then 
flies straight away from _ us.

When the fiery sun, its rotundi- 
ty ever increasing as it nears the 
end of the day’s journey, sinks to- 
ward the line of demarcation be- 
tween the blue above and the 
blue below, that peculiar sense of 
vastness grows until it becomes 
almost overwhelming. One can 
scarcely evade the vague feeling 
that beyond that clear-cut horizon 
is naught but space, although he 
knows that all this is no more 
than an illusion. 

At this lovely sunset hour, the 
grandeur of the great Pacific 
reigns supreme; the matchless 
beauty of sea and sky is most 
penetrating. Presently the disk

The MECHANICS of NEWSPAPER MAKING, 
Fifty Years Ago, and Now. 


F THE mechanical facili- 
Q ties used in collecting news, 

and in printing and dis- 
tributing the Post-Dispatch of to- 
day. only one was used by this 
newspaper in 1878 in anything 
like its present form. That was 
the telegraph, which brought the 
news of the world in much the 
game manner as at. present, 
though in only a fraction of its 
present volume. 

The telephone had been demon- 
strated at the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial Exposition two years be- 
fore, to the amazement of Em- 
peror Dom Pedro of Brazil. But 
it had not been put into such gen- 
eral use as to give it value in 
news-gathering. ‘‘Our reporters,” 
as a headline in the first issue 
refers to them, had to take their 
matter to the office, with no 
means of transportation more rap- 
id than horse cars, or rickety cabs 
in an emergency, and had to write 
their copy by hand, the typewriter 
not being in use in newspaper of- 
fices then. 

When written and edited, the 
matter was given to a compositor, 
who put it into type by hand. The 
type was made up in page forms, 
and four such page forms were 
laid on the flat bed of a cylinder 
press. The paper, cut in sheet 
lengths and folded by hand, was 
fed into the press by hand; and 
the sheets, after being printed on 
one side, were turned over, fed in 
again and printed on the other 
side. 

Carriers took the papers away 
in bags strapped about their 
shoulders. On days when a 10- 
page or a 12-page paper was 
printed, there was much grum- 
bling among the carriers. As the 
circulation expanded, one-horse 
carts were added to the distribu- 
tion equipment.

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office porter was to carry the mail 
to and from the Postoffice. The 
outgoing mail, including the pa- 
per’s mail circulation and its cor- 
respondence, went in one sack, 
carried over the shoulder of ‘‘Un- 
cle Anthony’’ Brown, a faithful 
and capable Negro. Brown, who 
remained with the Post-Dispatch 
37 years, lived to see this task of 
his taken over by a fleet of motor 
trucks. 

These trucks now are not con- 
fined to the duty of getting the 
papers to the Postoffice, or to the 
mail cars of outbound trains at 
Union Station. They take, in 
many cases, the place of train 
service, and run over hard roads 
into the outer zones of the city’s 
environing territory. 

The oldtime printer, ‘‘sticking’’ 
type by hand from a dusty case, 
and ‘‘throwing in’’ the same type 
in the latter part of the workday, 
ruled the Post-Dispatch compos- 
ing room until the linotype ma- 
chine was introduced in the early 
'90’s. Since that time, only the 
larger advertising type has been 
set by hand. 
tising type is made in the office 
in type-casting machines, distinct 
from the linotypes, which cast 
lines of news matter. This type 
is used only once and _ thrown 
back into the melting pot. This, 
with the machine-set news matter, 
gives the paper anew “dress” daily. 

In the first few years of the 
paper, the Post-Dispatch press 
was capable of printing not more 
than 1600 eight-page copies an 
hour. Today, on each of the Post- 
Dispatch’s double octuple presses, 
32-page papers are printed at the 
rate of 36,000 an hour. If re- 
quired, the Post-Dispatch could, 
with its full pressroom equipment, 
print eight-page papers at the 
rate of 432,000 an hour. 

The presses of the ‘80's printed 


The photo-engraving depart- 
ment of the Post-Dispatch had its 
beginnings in the mid-nineties. 
News photographs were repro- 
duced by the half-tone process, 
for the first time in St. Louis, in 
the Post-Dispatch of September 
14, 1898. 

Four years earlier, in Septem- 
ber, 1894, the first comic supple- 
ment in colors was issued. The 
first rotogravure pictures were 
printed in January, 1915, and the 
color rotogravure process was in- 
troduced in September, 19265. 

Color photography and its re- 
production came in recent years. 
Publication of pictures’ trans- 
mitted by wire was begun in Feb- 
ruary, 1925, more than four years 
after a partly successful test of 
the Belin mechanism for this pur- 
pose, conducted between the Post- 
Dispatch and the New York World 
office. The publication of pic- 
tures so transmitted is now almost 
a daily occurrence.

produced in an edition of the 
Post-Dispatch appearing on the 
street 28 minutes after the photo- 
graph reached the Post-Dispatch 
office. 

Where illustrative processes 
are not involved, time schedules 
have been clipped much closer. 
The final innings of major league 
baseball games are dictated by 
telephone from the ball park to 
a linotype operator, wearing a 
head receiver, and the matter is 
set by him without being written, 
in the usual form of copy. By 
this and other time-saving de- 
vices, a record has been estab- 
lished of placing papers with full 
results and box scores on the 
street three and one-half minutes 
after the close of the game.

compositor. The forms contain- 
ing the made-up pages of type lay 
flat on the bed of the press, and 
the paper, fed in by sheets, was 
carried on the revolving cylinder 
to its contact with the inked type 

The stereotyping process was 
necessary to perfect the new and 
more rapid production of news- 
papers. It has made the melting 
pot a prime facility of the print- 
ing office. Today, a flat page of 
inachine-cast lines of type, and of 
larger type newly machine-cast, 
but set by hand, is impressed on @ 
cardboard matrix, in the com- 
posing room on the fourth floor 
of the Post-Dispatch building. The 
matrix is dropped down a chute 
to the basement, and a plate, 
curved to fit the press cylinder, 
ia cast from it. The plate is ad- 
justed to the press cylinder, and 
printing begins, while upstairs. 
the pages of type are being 
changed for a ‘‘replate,”’ if re- 
quired, which can be made within 
a few minutes, or for the next 
regular edition. 

The first issue of the Post-Dis- 
patch had no illustrations, unless 
the head of a lion in an advertise- 
ment on page 3, and the picture 
of a pair of opera glasses on page 
4, can be so called. Between April 
and July of 1880, six illustrations 
were printed. Four of these ap- 
pear to have been wood cuts. The 
others were made by the chalk 
plate process, an early application 
of the stereotyping principle.

The adventure 

of war, its terrific drama, its call to 

heroism and self sacrifice, may appeal 

—alas—to the spirit of the youth that 

is to come more than the dull routine 
of peace. 


Well, in that case it is at least ad- 
visable that youth should know quite 
clearly what kind of war it will be 
next time if the big industrialized na- 
tions get going at each other again. 
It would be a pity if they became en- 
thusiastic for a war which disappoint- 
ed their sense of romance. 


It will be a mistake if they are led 
to believe that the war of the future 
will be very much like that interna- 
tional conflict which ended 10 years 
ago. That is already an old-fashioned 
affair' In all the technique of sci- 
entific slaughter the next war will be 
far more efficient. It is an open se- 
cret now that when Germany collapsed 
in 1918 the United States and Great 
Britain were preparing a new intensi- 
ty of attack which would have re- 
vealed great terrors of destruction in 
the campaign of 1919. The weight 
and range of gunpower would have 
been enormously increased. The sky 
would have been crowded with bomb- 
ing airplanes which would have made 
flaming hells of cities beyond the 
Rhine. Fleets of fast-moving tanks 
would have advanced against the ene- 
my’s line of retreat. Chemists as well 
as engineers were busy in their lab- 
oratories at that time, and Armistice 
day came too soon for them to demon- 
strate their new ideas. 


They have not been idle since 
then. During the 10 years since the 
war they have made great progress 
with the instruments and forces of 
destruction. Indeed the whole tech- 
nique of warfare has been modernized 
and—more important still—the direc- 
tion and organization of the war ma- 
chine have been adapted to a new con- 
ception of military force. 

In that war of the future—if hu- 
manity decides to risk it—there will 
be no noncombatants except the very 
young and the very old, and even 
those will be in the zone of fire. 
France, always logical, and quite in- 
credulous of any lasting peace, has 
been the first nation to admit openly 
this new condition of national con- 
flict. Im March of 1927 the French 
chamber, by 500 to 31 votes, adopted 
a Government bill for the organization 
of the country in time of war. Its 
provisions formed a new chapter in 
the history of national defense. The 
Whole nation will be mobilized, and 
every citizen will be allotted a defi- 
nite duty in a state of war which will 
threaten cities as well as fortresses, 
women and children as well as fight- 
ing men, and menace entire popula- 
tions with death unless they are 
equipped with means of defense by 
having organized their own powers of 
attack and resistance—in munition 
factories and chemical works and all 
those industries from which supplies 
must come. 

It is certain, beyond all doubt, that 
in the next war women will not be 
exempt, nor live in safety behind the 
lines, while manhood fights for them. 
Their beauty will not be spared. There 
Will be no mercy on motherhood. They 
will have an equality of danger with 
their menfolk and will need the same 
courage. They will die in the same 
ways of agony. There will be no such 
Place as ‘‘behind the lines.” 


[ am convinced that there will be 
no trenches in the war of the future, 
landlocking great armies and keeping 
them stationary. We saw the last of 
those earthworks in France and Fland- 
ers. It is useless now for millions of 
men to dig themselves into the ground 
with elaborate tunnels and shellproof 
Chambers when their enemy will fly 
across them in squadrons and attack 


their cities behind them. Even with- 
Out those armies in the air the game 
is up as regards trench warfare be- 
Cause the development of the tank 
and mechanized transport has brought 
open warfare back again. 

Our military staffs are deluding 
themselves if they believe that infan- 
try will continue to do the dirty work 
and that masses of men wil) hold any 
kind of line against other masses, for 
months or years, as in the last war. 
The decisive battles on land will be 
fought by battalions of tanks, or ar- 
mored cars, operating like cavalry— 
or indeed more like battleships pro- 
tected by light cruisers and screens of 
destroyers—the heavy tanks carrying 
big guns, the light tanks with field 
guns and machine guns, and sstill 
Smaller tanks, called whippets, acting 
as scouts and raiders. They will ma- 
neuver for position, endeavor to out- 
flank or surprise their enemy, or break 
his line by the Nelson touch, and then 
enter his gas-drenched and bomb- 
stricken cities, with troops rushed for- 
ward in mechanized transport, to force 
the surrender of any inhabitants who 
may remain alive in those ruins. 

The war of the future will be fought 
on a different plane from the last and 
with a different objective. The sky 
will be the chief arena, and victory 
will come to that nation which first 
establishes supremacy aloft. The main 
Objective will be the national will 
power. In old wars—even that war 
of 1914-1918—Generals of all armies 
were obsessed with ancient tradition. 
Most of them believed to the end that 
the quickeSt, and indeed the only, way 
of securing a decisive result was to 
assault the enemy’s military positions 
and inflict more slaughter, if possible, 
than their own troops would suffer 
in the’ attack. That tradition has been 
scrapped by new minds. As soon as 
war is declared, or before it is de- 
Clared, they will concentrate’ their 
main effort upon clearing the airways 
of hostile craft, and then go straight 
to the enemy’s nerve center and the 
place or places wherein his will power 
dwells. That is to say their bombing 
squadrons will smash up his capital 
and his headquarters, his seat of gov- 
ernment, his crowded areas of indus- 
try and his main bases of direction 
and control—without which armies 
become mere mobs lacking leadership 
and supplies. 

To smash a nation’s will power is 
to enforce surrender, and with that 
objective in view there’ will be no 


mercy upon civilian pop- 
ulations (mobilized for 
war work and therefore 
not exempt) because it is 
their spirit which de- 
cides whether a war 
shall be prolonged. Once 
their spirit is broken the 
courage of the fighting 
forces is without avail, 
and every form of fright- 
fulness will be used to 
gain that end quickly 
and ruthlessly. 

It is from the sky that 
death will assault the 
cities in which dense 
populations are crowded 
and in which the politi- 
cians dwell. During the 
last war the German air 
raids in England, few 
and feeble as they were, 
did much to demoralize 
the working people— 
more than was safe to 
admit at the time—and 
in France I have seen a 
city like Amiens com- 
pletely abandoned by its 
inhabitants after a night 
visit from squadrons of 
bombing planes’ which 
partially destroyed over 
2000 houses, in one of 
which I happened to be. 
It was quite unpleasant, 
but a mere trifle com- 
pared with what might 
happen in a city like 
London when scientific 
warfare is fully devel- 
oped. 

The British Air Min- 
ister has recently de- 
clared that the develop- 
ment of air power in 
Europe has been so great 
that one nation (France) 
could now drop within the 
first 24 hours of hostilities 
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/UTURE—By Sir Philip Gibbs 
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a weight in bombs equiva- 
lent to the total weight 
(300 tons) dropped by 
German aircraft in En- 
gland in the course of the 
whole war, and continue 
the process indefinitely. 
The speed and range of the aircraft 
have been greatly increased since the 
last war. The largest bombs. that 
could be carried in 1918 were 2000 
pounds. They are now 4000 pounds. 
Hostile aircraft may in the future dis- 
pense altogether with human pilots— 
for certain large targets like big cities 
—and be controlled by wireless ener- 
gy. Even today, says Professor Low, 
it is possible for an airplane to oper- 
ate a torpedo, to steer it properly, to 
slow it down, to fire it, and experi- 
ments have been made with wireless- 
controlled aircraft, loaded with time- 
fuse bombs, so that in the next war 
cities may be attacked by swarms of 
machines, dropping bombs upon them 
at the touch of some distant vibration.

the next war would shatter a sky- 
scraper from turret to base, and make 
dust and splinters of smaller dwell- 
ings. But they will let loose other 
things than high explosives. Mr. Win- 
ston Churchill, writing as a Secretary 
of State, revealed a secret of the last 
war when he stated that at the end of 
1918 British chemists had prepared a 
poison gas of “incredible malignity’’ 
against which only a secret mask was 
proof (and the Germans had not dis- 
covered the secret), able to stifle all 
resistance and paralyze all life on a 
hostile front. It was never used. Per- 
haps he exaggerates its power. But 
even in the last war the German mus- 
tard gas (diclorethyl sulphide) caused 
170,009 British casualties, which were 
extremely demoralizing, although less 


than 4000 actually caused death. 
Since then in every great state other 
varieties of poison gas have been test- 


ed, and scientists like J. B. S. Haldane © 


are enthusiastic for this form of war- 
fare, which seems to them more hu- 
mane than destruction by high ex- 
plosives. 

That is true, but poison gas is not 
going to supersede high explosives. It 
is going to be an additional horror 
which will extend the area of suffer- 
ing to civilian populations, including 
women and babies, who will be caught 
by these poison fumes in cities set on 
fire by incendiary bombs and smashed 
into chacs by TNT and other forms of 
explosive force. Heroic courage, the 
splendor of youth, the strength of 
manhood, the valor of women, the 
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as a possibility, the astonishing tri- 
umphs of radio-telephony and of tele- 
vision may well tend to raise the query: 
Is it possible to develop other forms of 
orderly communication? From time out 
of mind it has been claimed on frag- 
mentary evidences that the unaided hu- 
man mind is capable of transmitting 
its thoughts to sensitive colleagues. This 
field of investigation is of rather ill re- 
pute, but so, as we recall, was flying a 
generation ago. May we not hope that 
as Langley adventured his reputation in 
the scientific study of the principles of 
mechanical flight, so will some new 
Langley of telepathy dare to brave 
ridicule to turn the light of science 
on the possibilities of unaided human 
thought-communication over immense 
distances. 

Though explorers have penetrated 
to almost all parts of the world, so 
that our maps represent pretty com- 
pletely the major features of geogra- 
phy, there are two regions, the upper 
air and the ocean depths, about which 
knowledge is of the slenderest. 


We read from|time to time of rocket 
developments going on in America 
and Europe, designed to enable the 
explorers of the air to observe far 
above the limits of balloons and air- 
planes. It is even demonstrated as a 
theoretical possibility that a rocket 
might be constructed capable of going 
beyond the air and of landing on the 
moon. This tour de force we need 
hardly look for. But penetration to 
the very high atmosphere to. take 
chemical samples of its constitution, 
to photograph the ultra-violet spec- 
trum of the stars and the sun, to de- 
termine the temperatures and pres- 
sures existing at high altitudes, and 
indeed to obtain quickly accurate data 
on the condition of the lower atmos-

observation all over the 
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phere at all first-class weather sta- 
tions—these objects we shall soon ex- 
pect to see accomplished by rockets. 


The exploration of the oceans is a 
tremendous piece of work. Gallant 
beginnings of such expeditions as that 
of the “‘Challenger”’ sent out for three 
years in the °70’s by Great Britain; 
the ‘‘Albatross’’ by the United States 
Fish Commission; the explora- 
tions of the late Prince of Monaco; 
the globe-encircling voyages of the 
yacht ‘“‘Carnegie’’ of the Carnegie In- 
stitution; the results of these and 
other similar preliminary efforts but 
whet our appetites for the larger 
knowledge of the oceans which ought 
to be gained. After all, the land oc- 
cupies only little more than a quarter 
of the earth’s surface. When we re- 
call the centuries of exploration by 
men of all nations which have gone 
towards its superficial study, we begin 
to realize how vast a field, worthy to 
be intensively cultivated by all mari- 
time nations, must be the exploration 
of the physical characteristics and the 
life of the ocean depths. 


One might easily go on. Medical 
science will surely triumph over the 
dreadful scourge of cancer. Chemis- 
try will reveal the nature of the com- 
plex compounds that are associated 
with life in plants and animals, and 
will explain the mysterious and indis- 
pensable action of sun rays in the 
economy of plants. Physicists and en- 
gineers will unite to solve the im- 
portant problems of turning sun rays 
into power, so that the: desert places 
may become great sources of energy. 
Very possibly meteorologists will come 
to understand the causes of the varia- 
tions of climate so thoroughly that 
valuable forecasts of future seasons 
may guide the farmer in his seed-time 
plans. Aeronautic engineers’ will 
doubtless so far perfect and enlarge 
the airplane and the dirigible balloon 
that the air will become one great 
and safe highway. With such aid the 
difficultly-accessible parts of the 
earth will be explored and become as 
familiar as the states of Europe. 


But if such dreams are to mature, 
one fact must be realized. Discoveries 
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seldom come without effort. We may 
be assured that if, at the end of the 
next half-century, we are to know 
more and share in benefits as far ad- 
vanced beyond those of the present 
as the automobile, the electric light, 
the telephone and the radio are be- 
yond the conveniences of a half-cen- 
tury ago, many men and women must 
devote themselves to the vocation of 
discovery. Much money must also be 
devoted to educating these discoverers 
and supporting them in comfort, and 
to supplying them with materials they 
will need. 


In other activities we are accus- 
tomed.to big expenditures. We do not 
pause at an outlay of twelve billions 
to carry on a war, or at an annual 
outlay of seven hundred millions to 
protect ourselves from war. All this 
is necessary, but does not the history 
of the past century alone amply prove 
discovery to be equally so? The battle 
of New Orleans was fought in 18165, 
several weeks after Great Britain and 
the United States had declared peace, 
because the news hadn't reached New 
Orleans. Candles and whale-oil 
lamps were then the standard sources 
of illumination. Horses were the 
principal means of transportation. 
Children died of diphtheria, whole re- 
gions were devastated by yellow fever 
and thousands suffered agonies from 
internal infections whose sources there 
were no means to reveal. Shall we 
not value the improvements in com- 
munication, transportation, illumina- 
tion, sanitation, X-ray diagnosis, and 
the many other conveniences which we 
owe to scientific investigations as 
worth not only all the labor and 
money which have been devoted to 
them, but a thousandfold more  be- 
sides? 


beauty of children, even the will pow- 
er of a people, would not have much 
chance of survival if hostile air fleets 
could break a way through the skies 
and play such merry hell with great 
cities. And that is not a fantasy of 
the future conjured up by some dis- 
ordered brain but grim and sober fact 
already envisaged by scientists and 
soldiers who know the weapons. that 
will be used and the forces released, 
if there is another life and death 
struggle between the great industrial 
powers of the world. 


If that should happen, which God 
forbid, military science will be ruth- 
less. Even toward the end of the last 
war there was no pretense on either 
side that any power of destruction 
need be ruled out for humane or chiv- 
alrous reasons. The tremendous out- 
cry against poison gas arose only when 
the Allies were taken by surprise. 
Later France and Great Britain, and 
then the United States, quietly pre- 
pared tremendous reservoirs of gas 
and are not likely to abandon that 
means of attack and defense. Chemists 
and professors of science will play a 
greater part in any war of the future, 
and who dare say that disease will be 
considered outside the rules of the 
grisly game? If you can poison a man 
by gas why not infect him by mi- 
crobes? If you bomb civilian popula- 
tions why not weaken a nation’s will 
power by causing some virulent epi- 
demic? It seems too horrible, but the 
idea is working in certain minds. 
“Blight to destroy crops,’’ says candid 
Mr. Churchill, ‘‘anthrax to slay cattle 
and horses, plague to poison not 
armies but whole districts, such are 
the lines upon which military science 
is remorselessly advancing.’’ There 
will not be much ‘‘romance” about the 
war of the future. Its ‘‘adventure’’ 
will not be amusing. 


At sea the next war will be as ruth- 
less as on land. The Germans were 
right in believing toward the end of 
their last campaign that their only 
chance of success lay in their subma- 
rine attacks. However strong her 
armies in the field, Great Britain 
would have been powerless if her sup- 
plies had been cut off at sea. As it 
was, with only 171 submarines, Ger- 
many sank eight and a half million 
tons of shipping and for a time, as 
one memorable phrase has recorded, 
‘‘all but stopped the beat of Britain’s 
heart.”” We delude ourselves if we 
believe that any gentlemanly agree- 
ment will exempt merchant ships from 
destruction by any -sea-going nation 
fighting for its life. 


In the next war submarines will in- 
fest the narrow seas, and only in wide 
oceans will it be possible for battle- 
ships and merchant ships to show 
themselves, and then at enormous risk. 
There will be many ocean-going sub- 
marines waiting like sharks for their 
prey, and surface ships will be at- 
tacked by low-flying bombers hidden 
from anti-aircraft guns in dense smoke 
clouds released by their pilots. Naval 
battles of the future, like land battles, 
will be decided by supremacy in the 
air, which will enable the greatest con- 
centration of hostile bombing planes 
to sink big battleships and cruisers as 


‘easily as the first cannon knocked out 


a man in armor. They need not score 
direct hits. On the contrary, a near 
miss is more effective owing to the 
enormous concussion below water. A 
battleship’s strongest defense will be 
its own airplanes, carried on deck and 
released by catapults according to the 
British method now devised. But the 
imagination recoils from that naval 
warfare of the future which will make 
a ghastly jest of all our talk about 
the freedom of the seas unless hu- 
manity gets wise. 

Night would not bring a respite nor 
darkness a hiding place for those who 
fight on land. Mr. John Baird in 
London, who has been perfecting his 
technique of television, showed me his 
experiments not long ago with a new 
form of sight called noctovision. By 
using infra-red rays, which are in- 
visible to the human eye but to which 
certain metals are sensitive, he is able 
to make darkness visible and to see 
from a distance in the blackest night. 
In that next war when fighting men 
think they are unseen behind the cloak 
of darkness some observer hundreds of 
miles away may be watching every 
movement they make and call a word 
or two down a telephone to wipe them 
off the earth. 


Science is wonderful these days. It 
is discovering many-new secrets. It 
is giving man almost divine powers. 
But if man does not get wiser than 
he is at present, and uses those pow- 
ers for his own destruction, the beauty 
of life will be extinguished in smoke 
and ashes, hiding the ruins of our civi- 
lization as others have perished and 
have been forgotten.

The amount of new knowledge de- 
veloped in the past few years, while 
vast, only serves to emphasize how 
much remains to be done. The prepa- 
ration of insulin from the pancreas 
and, more recently, of an active prin- 
ciple from the liver are two examples 
of what may be done on a much wider 
scale when more is known of the 
chemistry of the hormones and the 
ductless glands. While the vitamins 
have not yet been isolated nor even 
definitely identified, nevertheless their 
importance has been demonstrated 
and the fragmentary knowledge 
obtained has been put to impor- 
tant uses. Our knowledge of 
foods and how they are broken 
down in the alimentary tract has 
been applied so that the use of 
food as a preventive and as a 
cure for certain disorders has 
been put upon a high plane. The 
well-known classification of foods 
by carbohydrates, protein and fat 
must now be supplemented with 
information concerning a number 
of nutrition accessories and infor- 
mation on how the foods split up 
into chemical compounds during 
the. process of digestion.

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a EVELYN BYRD comes of a Virginia family which 

has in three hundred years given many men to the service of 
the state and nation, among them the present Governor of Virginia. 

The author of this article began his adventurous career early. 
When he was 12 years old, he went around the world by himself, 
traveling by railroad and tramp steamers. He was graduated by the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, became an Ensign in the navy in 1912. 
advanced through grades to Lieutenant-Commander, with which rank 
he was retired in 1916, for physical disability. 

Since that time, he has flown over the North Pole, the first to 
do so; he has flown across the Atlantic: and as a member of the Mac- 
Millan Arctic Expedition of 1923, he flew more than 6000 miles in 
charting the wastes of Northern Greenland. 

The accompanying article was forwarded to the Post-Dispatch 
the day before Commander Byrd sailed on his Antarctic Expedition. 

Commander Byrd has the Congressional Medal of Honor, the 
Hubbard Gold Medal, the Congressional Life Saving Medal, the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal, and the grand cross of the Legion of Honor. 
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HEN Bleriot flew across 
the Channel in 1909, the 
more far-sighted men in 
aviation vaguely antici- 
pated the crossing of the Atlan- 
tie—65 times as broad—by air- 
eraft. Ten years later Commander 
Read, U. S. Navy, with a flying boat, 
and Alcock and Brown, in an open 
cockpit plane, achieved the promise. 
And eight years later, led by Colonel 
Lindbergh, four planes followed that 
thoroughfare and extended it, 

Remembering that the airplane will 
celebrate its twenty-fifth birthday this 
December, what extraordinary prog- 
ress this is! It was the most remote 
of conceptions when even the Post- 
Dispatch was young. The automobile 
had not arrived on the world stage, 
and the internal combustion engine 
was only an idea. Fly? Why, during 
my own boyhood, the phrase connot- 
ing the height of futility was: ‘No 
more than I can fly.”’ 

But the Wright Brothers, who did 
not recognize futility, destroved the 
meaning of the phrase. Since their 
plane vaulted across the sand dunes 
of Kitty Hawk,. men have refined and 
broadened their ideas and the machine 
that symbolized it. The [Pacific and 
Atlantic oceans have yielded before 
the thrust of the airplane. So has 
th North Pole. And the hum of 
airplanes, the new bottoms of com- 
Merce, is the strongest note in the 
noise of the world capitals. 


Looking ahead another fifty years 
and remembering what has taken 
place since the Post-Dispatch’s first 
birthday, I seem to see the old phrase 
undergo a subtle change. In the con- 
versations of men, who are forever 
seeking new metaphors, it will be: 
“AS easy as I can fly.”’ 

On one side, we have watched the 
spectacular flights of young aviators, 
each striving to surpass existing per- 
formances, and the competition for 
hew records has spurred engineers 
and inventors in the creation of a 
plane that is ever approaching me- 
chanical perfection. Men have flown 
hearly nine miles above the earth, and 


i cee the 


equator in unbroken flight, and the 
engineers promise a velocity of five 
Miles a minute in the near future. 

No medium of transport in the his- 
tory of mankind has made such 
Strides, and no medium that we can 
envisage at the moment promises so 
Much for the future. 

Yet the spectacular side of aviation 
—the more exciting stuff that makes 
the front page—is only the _ fore- 
grounding of a broad perspective—the 
Italics of a calm recital Behind the 
pioneers are thousands of men who 
Work obscurely in the laboratories. 
They are the. men who are building 
for the future, who are strengthening 
the Safety factors of this new mode 
Of travel, making the safe airplane 
Safer, extending its performance. 

From them we must expect the 
Progress inevitable in a half-century 
of experiment 
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have been com- 


ed an interlocking airplane-train 
transport that will enable trans-conti- 
nental passengers to cut two days 
from their journey, and by flying over 
ight in a plane with sleeping accom- 
modations, the trip will be made in 
36 hours. 

Thus we see the airplane, the chief 
mechanical development of the Twen- 
tieth Century, becoming an increas- 
ingly vital part in the warp and woof 
of Twentieth Century civilization 
Commerce has turned to it, and those 
who recognize it as a new pleasure 
Craft. It will speed the transportation 
of goods, a most attractive advantage 
to business in the competition for 
markets. Business, therefore, will 
flow to aviation. Business means 
revenue and profits. Profits mean 
money for expansion and further de- 
velopment, the ultimate guaranty of 
its future. 

To attempt to predict the true 
course of this development is a task 
that would try the imagination of a 
Jules Verne; indeed, even that ro- 
manticist, who dared to anticipate that 
Phileas Fogg should round the glohe 
in eighty days, must have chided him- 
self for conservatism when word came 
to his last resting place that Collver 
and Mears had accomplished the trip 
in about one-fourth the time. The 
stream of development flowing into 
the future is full of shifting, conflict- 
ing currents. 

In 1927 we saw dozens of planes 
lined up on both sides of the Atlantic, 
whose mission was to spread good-wil) 
among nations The peace-makers 
hailed them as the new carriers of the 
olive branch, for courage speaks an in- 
ternational tongue. But a year later, 
as part of a program for increased 
appropriations for military aircraft, 
we were treated to the ‘“‘spectacle’’ of 
London theoretically destroyed by the 
same kind of machines in a more vin- 
dictive role. 

At the moment, the airplane can 
play the role of peace-maker and war- 
rior with the facile duality of a Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr: Hyde. Which part it 
shall play in the future with the 
greater distinction must depend upon 
desires of the diplomats. There are 
those who say that the airplane of the 
future can make War an even more 


dreadful thing than it now is.

The passenger- 
carrying plane of the near future will, 
regardless of conditions, land very 
slowly on wheels first. Then with 
multi-engined planes and landing 
fields along the route, aviation will 
be as safe as railroad transportation. 

It is clear, I believe, that the funda- 
mental function of the airplane is the 
carrying of traffic—-of the transport 
of passengers and freight. The fun- 
damental requisite of any transporta- 
tion medium is safe and assured per- 
formance, profitable to the passenger 
and the carrier alike. This is what 
the airplane is attempting to impress 
upon the people that it possesses-—— 
and it will succeed. Its greater speed 
and infinite right of way gives it a 
clear advantage over all other ve- 
hicles of transport. 

But there is still much room for im- 
provement in the power plant also.

vital unit in any form of transpor- 
tation is the propulsive power. If 
that fails, then transportation for the 
moment ceases. When the locomotive 
stops, the train stops, passengers are 
delayed and become critical. So, too, 
with the airplane. Not long ago, mo- 
tor trouble made flying something of 
a hazard. But engineers have im- 
proved motors until we have reached 
a point where aviators have remained 
aloft for sixty hours in unbroken 
flight—-enough time to enable them to 
travel 6000 miles. 


The time is not far distant when we 
shall have motors that are capable of 
100 hours of uninterrupted perform- 
ance. Only recently I read that one 
company has successfully flown a 
plane with an engine operated on the 
principle of the Diesel engine, and 
which weighed only a little more per 
horsepower (a most important consid- 
eration, it wili be readily understood) 
than the gasoline motor used today. 
Many engineers are attempting to de- 
velop this type of engine. They will, 
I think, eventually succeed and a new 
vista will be opened up. 


For the Diesel engine does away 
with the intricate plumbing—the in- 
volved systems of carburation, spark 
plugs, etc.—that has been responsi- 
ble for a large percentage of what we 
vaguely term ‘‘motor failures’’ in air- 
craft. 

Too, it is known that the Germans 
are experimenting with a rocket type 
of aircraft, propelled by a series of 
violent explosions. These are the 
newest and most daring innovations 
in the field. of aeronautics. What 
their value is, only time will reveal. 
But they must be included in any at- 
tempted evaluation of the future de- 
velopment of aircraft. The ‘‘folly’’ of 
today often becomes the wonder of to- 
morrow. The Wrights were ridiculed 
for years. 

Important as seems the need for 
haste, progress must really come slow- 
ly. Many of the disasters of last year, 
which might have held up a less ro- 
bust business than aviation for years, 
are directly traceable to too hasty 
preparations, to failure to recognize 
the limitations of the aircraft. The 
time will undoubtedly come when air- 
planes wil] cross the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans with the regularity of 
steamships. The trans-Atlantic flights 
and the splendid flight of the South- 
ern Cross to Australia proved that. 


Though the safe plane is at hand, 
there is research to be done before 
aviation can guarantee the safe and 
assured performance that passengers 
and shippers insist upon. The naviga- 
tion instruments—the radio beacon, 
wireless and compasses—-so necessary 
to trans-oceanic flying are constantly 
being improved. Meteorology, so im- 
portant in aviation, is becoming an ex- 
act science. Setter lighted routes are 
being built. In a very few years radio 
beacons will be widely installed and 
will guide the planes with perfect ac- 
curacy. High and low illumination, 
such as the Neon light, on the land- 
ing field will enable the slow-landing, 
stabilized plane of the near future to 
conquer aviation s greatest enemy~ 
fog.

Nor should we forget, in this dream- 
ing of the future, the large claim that 
the dirigible is bound to make in the 
equation of commerce. Building of 
great dirigibles, which Was more or 
less blocked by the paralysis of the 
Zeppelin works in Germany after the 
war, is again on the increase, and the 
major Governments of the world now 
have under construction, or are con- 
sidering, many of these monster 
ships. 

Germany is testing, as I sail for the 
Antarctic, the big dirigible it intends 
to send around the world. The British 
are completing the building of an air- 
ship almost as large, and which they 
will send across the Atlantic with 100 
passengers resting in its elegant cab- 
ins. And here in the United States, 
Congress has authorized the construc- 
tion of two dirigibles, each twice as 
large as the Los Angeles and capable 
of 7000 miles of uninterrupted flight. 


That there will be future competli- 
tion between these two fundamental 
types of aircraft—the lighter-than-air 
and the  heavier-than-air—for the 
privilege of carrying part of the com- 
merce of the world seems inevitable. 
Both are possessed of striking achieve- 
ments; both have accomplished mag- 
nificent journeys, and both have 
risen above the disasters that have al- 
ways accompanied the pioneer. But 
such competition should be mutually 
beneficial. It will spur the further de- 
velopment of both. 


In the airships, at least, there seems 
to be promised the great air liners of 
which the romancers have dreamed, 
for like a steamship——the bigger they 
are the greater will be their cruising 
radius. In the near future airships 
will be designed capable of making a 
non-stop flight half-way around the 
world. 


Whether the heavier-than-air vessel 
will undergo a tremendous increase in 
size during the impending years is a 
subject engrossing the attention of en- 
gineers today. But I think not. A 
German concern is said to be building 
a twelve-motored plane for trans- 
oceanic passenger service, but it is a 
curious fact that since the war the 
trend in the industry has not been s0 
much directed toward the construction 
of big planes as toward the perfection 
of the smaller craft. The three-en- 
gined Fokkers, in which I flew across 
the Atlantic and the North Pole, and 
the Southern Cross, which flew 
across the Pacific, were actually one- 
half the size of the NC-4, the first 
plane to fly across the Atlantic, nearly 
ten years ago. 

A number of reasons have been re- 
sponsible for the lesser emphasis on 
big planes. One is the recognized fact 
that, because of technica] reasons too 
involved to discuss within the space of 
this article, the smaller plane is rela- 
tively more efficient. Unlike the air- 
ship, the airplane appears to lose ef- 
ficlency when it is increased in size 
beyond a certain point. Another is 
the fact that there has been no im- 
mediate need for huge planes. A third 
is the fact that the limited size of 
landing fields in this country at the 
present would rule out their extensive 
usaZze.

Of course, new truths should be 
tested by experienced men, be- 
cause nothing would be further 
from the truth than to think that 
the mass of the beliefs of plain 
folks is true. On the contrary, 
the great majority of this folklore 
stuff is the idlest superstitious 
nonsense, but that doesn't matter 
to the folks themselves, so long as 
hidden away in all this chaff 
there's the wheat of the true 
knowledze of cod liver oil, of qui- 
nine, of the way to keep from 
getting smallpox. It’s proper that 
the real cures should be tested by 
the exactest science, published un-

CIENCE affects the average man and woman in 

two ways already. He or she benefits by its applica- 

tions, riding in a motor-car instead of a horse buggy, 
being treated for diseases by a doctor or a surgeon rather 
than a priest or a witch, and being killed with an auto- 
matic pistol or a shell in place of a dagger or a battle ax. It 
also affects his or her opinions. Almost everyone be- 
lieves that the earth is round and the heavens nearly 
empty, instead of solid. And we are beginning to be- 
lieve in our animal ancestry and the possibility of vast 
improvements in human nature by biological methods. 

But science can do something far bigger for the human 
mind than the substitution of one set of beliefs for an 
other, or the inculcation of skepticism regarding accepted 
opinions. It can gradually spread among humanity as 4 
whole the point of view that prevails among research 
workers, and has enabled a few thousand men and a few 
dozen women to create the science on which modern 
civilization rests. For if we are to control our own and 
one another's actions as we are learning to control nature, 
the scientific point of view must come out of the labora: 
tory and be applied to the events of daily life. It is 
foolish to think that the outlook which has already 
fevolutionized industry, agriculture, war and medicine. 
will prove useless when applied to the family, the nation, 
or the human r¢ce. 

Unfortunately, the growing realization of this fact is 
opening the door to innumerable false prophets who ar- 
advertising their own pet theories in sociology as scien- 
tific. Science is* continually telling us through their 
mouths that we are doomed unless we give up smoking, 
adopt—or abolish—birth control, etc. Now it 1s not my 
object to support any scientific theory, but merely the 
scientific standpoint. 

What are the characteristics of that standpoint? In 
the first place, it attempts to be truthful and, therefore, 
impartial. And it carries impartiality a great deal further 
than does the legal point of view. A good Judge will 
try to be impartial between Mr. John Smith and Mr. 
Chang Sing. A good scientist will be impartial between 
Mr. Smith, a tapeworm, and the solar system. He will 
leave behind him his natural repulsion of the tapeworm, 
which would lead him to throw it away instead of study- 
ing it as carefully as a statue or a symphony, and his 
awe for the solar system, which led his predecessors 
either to worship its constituents, or at least to regard 
them as inscrutable servants of the Almighty, too exalted 
for human comprehension. 

Such an attitude leads the scientist to a curious mixture 
of pride and humility. The solar system turns out to 
be a group of bodies rather small in comparison with 
many of their neighbors, and executing their movements 
according to simple and easily intelligible laws. But he 
himself is a rather aberrant member of the same order 
as the monkeys, while his mind is at the mercy of a 
Number of chemical processes in his body which he can 
understand but little and control hardly at all. 

In so far as it places all phenomena on the same 
emotional level, the scientific point of view may be 
called the God's-eye view. But it differs profoundly 
from that which religions have attributed to the Al- 
mighty in being ethically neutral. Science cannot de 
‘ermine what is right and wrong, and should not try to 
It can work out the consequences of various actions, but 
“cannot pass judgment on them. The bacteriologist can 
merely point out that pollution of the public water sup 
Ply is likely to cause as many deaths as letting off a 
bomb in the public street. But he is no better equipped 
than anyone else in possession of the knowledge he has 
Rained, for determining whether these two acts are 
‘qually wrony The enemies of science alternately abuse 
NS exponents for being deaf to moral considerations and 
for interfering in ethical problems which do not con- 
‘em them. Both of these criticisms cannot be night. 

Now the tendency of the average man has always 

to dwell on the emotional and ethical side of a. case, 
rather than on facts of the somewhat dull kind which 
Mterest the scientist. Let me take two examples, the 
Problem of the negro, and the problem of disease. A

NE of the greatest events of 


. ~ 
the twentieth century is that 
man, having learned how to 
fly over the earth, instantly 


stopped wondering at it. Man's rid- 
dance of amazement at the inventions 
of his reason, at the creations of his 
hands, I consider to be a fact of im- 
mense importance and I imagine that 
the man of the twentieth century be- 
gins to think in this way: 

J can fly in the air, swim under 
move upon the earth with a 
speed that seemed incredible before, 
I have discovered radium, the mys- 
terious, and found the way to use it— 
I can speak with any spot of my 
planet by means of the wireless—it 
seems that I will soon find out tne 
secret of life eternal. What is there 
else that is concealed from me? 

And boldly, stubbornly studying the 
wily tricks of nature, his greatest foe, 
man hastens to avail himself of all her 
petentialities, creating for himself a 
“second nature.’ Meanwhile he con- 
tinues to lead a miserable. sordid life 
and his attitude towards his ‘‘fellow 
being’ changes from bad to worse. 

l presume that this miserable little 
life will coytinue until man under- 
stands that his chief characteristic 
should be his amazement at himself. 
He has never yet wondered at himself 
in all the completeness of his creative 
power—whereas in this world of ours 
only that, only the power of his rea- 
son, his imagination and intuition, his 
unrelenting working capacity actually 
deserves amazement. 

It is strange, even slightly humor- 
ous, to observe man’s astonishment at 
the gramophone, cinema, motor car, 
while, indefatigable creator that he ts 
of a quantity of whimsical comforts 
and consoling amusements, man does 
not experience any wonder at himself. 
People admire things and machines as 
though they had come into our world 
at their own wish, not at the wish of 
the human being who created them. 

A man means immeasurably more 
than what one has grown used to con- 
sidering him to be and more than 
what he considers himself to be. When 
I say this, I am speaking of a per- 
fectly concrete man, ornamented by a 
quantity of failings and vices, of the 
great sinner against his neighbor and 
against himself. It is known that he 
serves a8 a receptacle for the seven 
capital sins. 

Envious—but having for ages en- 
vied the flights of birds—has learned 
to fly as a bird himself. 

Covetous of the energy of others, 
but feeding on it, has created an in- 
numerable amount of various treas- 
ures and among them wonderful ma- 
chines that alleviate considerably the 
burden of his labor. 

Lascivious—but in his sinful long- 
ing for woman, has invented poetry of 
immortal beauty, in order to seduce 
her and adorn himself. 

Deceitful- -liar, he has invented that 
which did not exist——beautiful myths, 
the merry gods of Olympus and Pro- 
metheus, their foe, invented Valhalla 
and Satan, a quantity of magic tales 
and wonderful men like Don Quixote, 
Robinson Crusoe, Hamlet, Faust and 
many, many others. 

Avaricious—for he still grudges to 
squander his strength for attaining 
greater perfection than that which he 
has already attained, and is too fond 
of hoarding trifles. 

Proud—but I think that this is no 
sin, for from the time when he began 
to walk on his hind legs and devel- 
oped the front ones as the most skilled 
of all instruments—he has full right 
to be proud of himself. 

Lazy—this is the heaviest of all his 
capital sins—for it is owing to laziness 
und a premature longing for quies- 
cence that he seo slowly alters the 
mean and tormenting conditions ot 
his life. 

After all this I would like to say 
about man the following: He is the 
most enigmatic of all creatures in- 
habiting the earth, a creature en- 
dowed with an infinite power of im- 
agination, an indefatigable thirst for 
creation, a reckless passion for the 
destruction of that which he has cre- 
ated—a wonderful capacity of dis- 


water, 


paraging himself in every way and an 
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incapacity of wondering at himself. 

It is probable that the wise people 
who prefer to see man wrapped in a 
hide will say that I have adorned 
him with a peacock’s tail. 

Besides the capital sins, a part of 
which only serves as an embellish- 
ment, man is—-as everyone knows— 
polluted and soiled by a quantity of 
mean, contemptible little failings. 

But I am no moralist, as can be 
seen from all mentioned above, and 
I have no wish to dabble in the heap 
of wretched little sins, considering 
such an occupation to be highly un- 
wholesome. Unwholesome-—for it is 
precisely by too close an observation 
of and too emphatic comment upon 
man’s small failings that one estab- 
lishes——comfortable as it might be for 
the stern judges of this world-——the 
degrading common opinion of him, as 
of a nullity by nature. This point of 
view is no doubt agreeable to all lov- 
ers of “spiritual purity,’ admirers of 
meekness and submission to a number 
of antiquated ‘‘ruling ideas’’ which 
serve as a foundation to the ‘‘society”’ 
which has now gone rotten to the core. 

This point of view permits one to 
treat man as, | would say, one should, 
the best, treat raw material. In 
trampling men under their feet— 
moralists rise as monuments above 
them and this completely satisfies them. 

I will not argue against the fact, 
of course, that man often willingly 
justifies the title of nullity—-I have 
myself often witnessed him as such. 
But I am firmly convinced that on 
the basis of the ‘‘conditions of social 


at 


education’ it is very easy for man 
to be ‘‘bad’’ and that there are very 
few reasons for him to be ‘‘good,’’ and 


if he is that in spite of everything it 


is only due to his personal merit. As 
seen from his ‘‘bad side’’ man is not 
interesting—it is not that which 


makes him wonderful. 

For me a man-—by nature-—is a 
martyr who has no desire to become 
a saint, and, plunging into the cares 
of this world, he has simply become 
a great man. Defoe, Lomonosov, 
Rousseau, Pushkin, Byron, Mussore- 
sky, Mendelyeev, De Lesseps and hun- 
dreds of the kind—this is the real na- 
ture of man. I hope that I wili of- 
fend no one in recalling that some of 
the men of genius whom I have just 
mentioned were people of = very 
‘doubtful morality.’’ 

This, of course, does not imply that, 
on realizing the approach of a wave 
of genius, one should instantly feel 
stimulated to create scandal. In the 
age between 15 and 25 every man con- 
siders himself to be a egenius, but in 
most cases this state can be likened to 
a pseudo-pregnancy, the same symp- 
toms as with a genuine one and noth- 
ing inside. | 

I think that it would be very whole- 
some to look upon life pessimistically, 
but to treat man with every possible 
optimism. 

A contradiction? No-——why should 
it be one? Life is still for the 
beine the unsuccessful 
nificent artists. 

Such a point of view upon man does 
not permit one any more to treat him 
as a nullity, as material for the bulld- 
ing up of somebody's welfare, and at 
the same time it encourages the 
growth of man’s discontent with his 
own work. 

Life will niserable 
enough to keep the desire of improve- 
ment unextinguished in man.

In the beginning of the nineteenth 
century it was said: ‘‘A state is con- 
structed in order to bridle the self- 
will of men and cut short the insolent 
Vagaries of their reason.” 

It was very well said as far as asin- 
cerity goes and very badly as to its 
meaning. 

Then, 10 years ago, a new form of 
Government sprang up in Russia, and 
ite alm, as I understand it, is to give 
full freedom to the creative forces of 
the whole mags of people. This people 
need more than any other the altera- 
tion of the common estimation of ma. 
asa nullity, an estimation deeply root- 
ed in their mind. The fantastic 
work which has been started in Rus- 
sia, the tension of energy employed in 
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carrying it out, the results which it 
has already achieved——all this speaks 
in favor of the point of view that man 
is altogether better than one imagines 
him to be. Probably the following 
questions will be put to me: 

“But why——man———always man, 
when one should speak of the creative 
forces of the masses? Isn’t that— 
individualism ?”’ 

I expect there is a certain dose of 
the latter, but I see no reason to be 
afraid of it, for as it is known, poisons 
in small doses are wholesome to the 
constitution. Phosphorus is a poison 
-—but one cannot live without it. 
There is no doubt that the masses are 
a radio-active substance, but many 
conditions should be observed in or- 
der to extract pure radium from it. 

In the Soviet Republic these condi- 
tions have partly been created and are 
continuing to develop. The cultural 
growth of the workman and of the 
peasant is not to be denied. One is 
bound to say that there has never 
been and is no state organization 
showing such energy and skill in the 


cultural education of the people as 
that which is displayed in Russia. 
That Russia is living under hard 


conditions is just as undeniable a fact 
as that the highly cultured states of 
Europe work with great zeal to rein- 
force these conditions and _ create 
them—-and are in no way impeded by 
the inertia and muteness- of 
European socialists, also highly cul- 
tured. 

But in spite of the hardships of life, 


wise 


and contrary to them, Russia’s crea- 
tive strength is growing rapidly. This 
ix witnessed, for instance, by the fact 


that-—as has been declared in Moscow 
at the Congress of Physicians— 
whereas formerly some 20 to 30 re- 
ports of Kussian scientists were pub- 
lished in European reviews their num- 
ber now surpasses a hundred. Under 
the Czarist regime the vearly budget 
of the Geological Committee never ex- 
hundred thousand ru- 
bles. Nowadays it has risen to six mil- 
lion. The abundance of scientific dis- 
coveries, the wide development of ter- 
ritorial investigation, the increase in 
the number of sclentific expeditions, 
scientific institutions, the successful 
work upon the electrification of the 
country, all this and many other 
things ought to convince the blind and 
the deaf that Russia has actually 
started to live a new life and that 
her men have become more signifi- 
cant than they were 10 years ago.

Never has there been before in Rus- 
sia such a quantity of young people 
writing poetry and prose; one may 
say that the passion. for literature has 
acquired a character of epidemica. 
Knowing the difficulties that often 
arise on the way of young writers I 
will not permit myself to think that 
literature attracts them merely as easy 
gain. In the first instance, it is not 
easy; in the second, it is perfectly 
clear that the impressions from with- 
out, with which they are imbued, act 
as a stimulant to their writing. I 
have read, I think, about 200 booka 
written by young writers, and I pre- 
sume this gives me a certain right 
to speak about them. But I do 
not belong to those who, with no 
knowledge of swimming, try to impart 


to others the art of how to swim. 

1 am interested by the attitude of 
the present day’s literature towards 
the hero of all- dramas, novels and 
tales, towards the ‘‘master of life’’—- 
man, the enemy of nature that sur- 
rounds him, the creator of a ‘second 
nature’’ on the basis of the potentiali- 
ties of the first, fathomed and sub- 
jugated, the enemy, too, of the “an- 
cient Adam” in himself. It seems to 
me that this Adam is more congenial, 
more interesting to the young writers 
of today, than Prometheus, the cap- 
turer of celestial fires and the foe of 
the gods. The little unimportant man 
of yesterday acts—oftener speaks 
without acting—in every book, the lit- 
tle man polluted and soiled by wretch- 
ed little sins, the detritus of the great 
and daring capital ones. 

There is no doubt that a small sin- 
ner is also good material for a great 
artist—if only the artist knows how 
to emphasize his nullity—-as Dostoev- 
sky understood how to do it, for he 
well knew that genuine art always em- 
phasizes more or less reality. 

For the young a man still remains 
a nullity, although many of the au- 
thors, in the course of these 10 years, 
have seen him as a hero and some 
of them themselves took part in hero- 
ic events. Nevertheless man has re- 
mained in their eyes a man “in order 
to,’’ not a man ‘“‘because” he is the 
source of the most marvelous energy 
able to overcome all obstacles. 

In most cases people of that type 
are to be compared to Lazarus, whom 
even the magic of art is unable to 


” 


resurrect. What is more: there is a 
splendid boxing rule—obligatory for 
every honest fighter: ‘“‘One does not 


kick a man when he is down’’—even 
if he is stirring. To photograph agon- 
izing convulsions may be necessary in 
the interest of medicine but this oc- 
cupation has nothing in common with 
art. The spiritual death of man, even 
when he is no friend, is an unpleasant 
sight in the same way as the sight of 
physical death——to overcome which 
our science is striving so obstinately 
and boldly. 

Photographs serve successfully for 
the capture of criminals but oftener 
for the disfigurement of walls with 
pictures of ‘‘pretty landseapes,'’ at- 
tractive girls, famous artists and other 
rarities. They are still more out of 
place in literature. 

The man—friend and comrade—-is 
represented in so dazzling a light that 
he becomes almost indistinguishable; 
as to the man—foe—it is the custom 
to describe him in uniform black paint 
and almost always—as a fool. I do 
not think that this is right. 

Where there are two enemies there 
are two heroes. A writer who wishes 
to be an artist must needs be in a 
way an historian and know that a foe 
is a good teacher in the art of fight- 
ing, even if his lessons cost a good 
deal. And it is always good for one 
to see one’s foe more powerful than 
he is in reality. 

It is possible that this is not to the 
point, but I would like to tell you 
@ story about a foe. 

When I was about 8 or 9 years old 
I had an enemy, Vasska Klinchareff, a 
boy of my age, the son of a govern- 
ment official—a wonderfully brave 
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box-fighter—dry and supple as a rod 
of steel. I boxed with him at every 
occasion, we fought to blood, to tears, 
but wept not so much from pain as 
from grief; neither the one nor the 
other managed to come out victorious 
from the battle. Bruised and sore, 
with no strength left in us, we parted, 
shedding tears of shame—then, at ev- 
ery new meeting, a fresh battle, and 
still no victory! For one whole win- 
ter I lived in the hope of giving 
Klinchareff a beating that would 
make him recognize me as the strong- 
est; he, of course, lived in the same 
hope, and we hated each other fierce- 
lv, as ehildren do. 

In Easter week I met Klinchareff 
in a by-street, reputed for a _ dirty 
quagmire that never dried throughout 
the summer; it was said that a horse 
had once got drowned in it. 

One side of the street Was orna- 
mented by garden-hedges—on the 
other stood a row of small, uncomely 
houses with wooden footplanks laid in 
front of them—and behold: Klinchar- 
eff in his Sunday clothes marching 
towards me upon the planks. 

He pounced upon me, but slipped 
and fell down, his arms, almost to the 
elbows, sinking in the slush. I helped 
him up; he moved away from me and, 
gazing at the soiled sleeve of his shirt, 
said with a wry smile: 

‘“T’ll get licked.”’ 

“Will you?” 

“Yes,"’ he repeated with a sigh and 
asked: ‘‘Who licks you?’’ 

“Grandfather.” 

‘‘Me—it’s father.” 

I thought to myself that a father, 
too, could probably lick very hard and 
I experienced the desire to console my 
enemy. 

“It’s Easter,’’ I said, ‘‘perhaps he’ll 
put it off. ” 

But Klinchareff shook his head, 


despairingly. Then I offered to wash 
the shirt. He agreed silently and not 
at once. On one extremity the by- 


street ended in a knee-deep ditch. 
Klinchareff took off his shirt, I crept 
inside the dike and began washing 
the mud off the sleeves. The day was 
a cloudy one—my enemy stood shiver- 
ing in the cold and watched with a 
very sad expression in his eyes how 
boldly I tore at his shirt. When, from 
dark-brown it turned into yellow, he 
said in a low voice: 

‘“Tt’s all one, one can see it’s dirty.’ 

After short reflection, we decided to 
dry the shirt; I, at the time, had be- 
gun to smoke gorgeous cigarettes— 
10 for two pence—and had a box of 
matches in my pocket. Creeping out 
of the ditch, we set up a small bon- 
fire among the ruins of a burnt-down 
smithy on the waste ground and be- 
gan drying the garment. 

We did not exchange a word. What 
can two enemies find to say to each 
other? 

From the smoke the shirt turned 
black. We burnt it in two places: 
one small hole on the sleeve and a 
large one on the back. This was al- 
ready humorous. So we laughed—not 
very merrily, however. Klinchareff, 
pulling on with an effort the shirt that 
was still wet, smeared his face with 
soot and said with a frown: 

“T'll go home now. We won't fight 
today.” 

He went. I was very sorry for him. 
And, upon my honor, on that day I 
would have willingly offered my back 
to his father’s rod. 

A few days later I met my enemy 
again and asked him: 

‘Were you spanked?’’ 


‘‘Mind your own business,’ he an- 
swered, clenching his fists. ‘‘Come 
along, let’s go ahead!”’ 

We fought, I think, more fiercely 
than before—with no success, how- 
ever. Leaning against the hedge, 
snorting out blood from a_ bruised 


nose, my enemy told me: 

“You've got more muscle than you 
had.’ 

“You, too,”’ I answered, sitting on 
a curbstone; my eye was swollen and 
my lip sore. 

We parted after exchanging 
words, which rang not only with pain- 
ful envy, but concealed, maybe, a mu- 
tual respect, a vague understanding 
that we were not merely enemies, but 
also teachers for one another. 

After this we fought yet twice or 
three times, but never learned who 
was the victorious and who the de- 
feated, for we never discussed the 
quality or quantity of the blows we 
got. 

One morning in August, after a 
rain that had lasted two days, I! 
suddenly came across Klinchareff in a 
ditch in the backyard of a street. He 
sat on a crumbled-down hedge, his 
jaw resting on the palms of his hands, 
and as he raised his face I saw that 
the lids of his defiant eyes were red 
and swollen.

“Afraid?” I asked, to exasperate 
him, but he answered: 
‘“‘My sister’s dead. That alone

“Run away, then!”’ 

But he rose to his feet and for the 
first time stretched out to me his lit- 
tle fighting fist, the power of which 
my body had so often experienced, in 
a pacific handshake. 

‘‘Good-by, old boy,’’ he said in a low 
voice, not looking at me, but aside. | 
could see, however, that his lips were 
quivering. I felt very reluctant to 
say ‘‘Good-by!’’ to him. 

But I said it, of course. And then, 
for a long time, very sadly I watched 
my beloved foe climb out slowly, un- 
willingly, from the dike and. walk 
away along the slippery, slushy path. 

And life without an enemy seemed 
to me for a long time very empty and 
dreary.

naive one. But naivete is my hump— 
the grave alone will cure me of it, no 
doubt—men will be unable to do so 
—even those two-legged camels who 
strive to redress other people’s humps, 

By the way, here is one of my 
naiveties: if men who are born and 
bred in an atmosphere sodden with 
anarchism and polluted by the decom- 
posing poisons of numerous mean little 
temptations, if, in spite of the perfect- 
ly “‘natural’’ conditions that disfigure 
them, they are still able to be active, 
indefatigable enemies of these natural 
conditions, why, then, this means that 
they can be whatever they choose to 
be. 

A man has the right to destroy, and 
destruction brings grief only upon 
those who, unable to work, have never 
created anything. | 

It goes without saying that there 
are two types of commiseration: that 
of the ‘‘possessor’’ of things and that 
of their creator; only the latter is a 
lawful one. 

I continue my naiveties: 

To stick a bayonet into a man’s 
chest or send a bullet through his 
head must be very simple, judging by 
the coarse and crude way people write 
about it. In the frequent descriptions 
of murders one feels the same deep- 
rooted attitude towards man, as a nul- 
lity and a sponger. 

And it seems that there are people 
who, having acquired the habit to 
fight, cannot find their place in a com- 
paratively peaceful life, although the 
latter requests a far greater and more 
permanent tension of every energy, 
of all the will, than does an armed 
battle. 

We have had many heroes for an 
hour, for a day, but they left no vivid 
trace behind them in life, and, in spite 
of the undeniable courage of their 
deeds, they were unable to alter life's 
ghastly conditions. 

Now that these conditions are 
changed, what one needs is a tena- 
cious struggle for their further de- 
velopinent in the direction of a great- 
er freedom of creative potentialities— 
one needs heroism for life, not for an 
hour. 

It seems to me that our young writ- 
ers do not feel clearly the profound 
difference between heroism for life 
and that for an hour, that they have 
not yet understood the necessity for 
the poetization of labor and for that 
which is far harder than killing a man 

-to drive into his consciousness, 
clouded and burdened by various prej- 
udices, the idea that is not familiar to 
him: man is not a naught. 

It is through the mad audacity of 
nan, the force of his imagination and 
intuition, that have been realized all 
the things that did not exist on earth, 
the miracles of science, the magic of 
art, all that the Great Man of. the 
Earth may be proud of. 

And through this same audacity of 
imagination and intuition, through ob- 
stinate work, we will realize all that 
does not yet exist but will exist in fu- 
ture, if one wishes it well enough. 

A man has proved a thousand of 
times that he can be what he chooses 
to be.

It goes without saying that there 
are two types of commiseration: that 
of the ‘‘possessor’’ of things and that 
of their creator; only the latter is a 
lawful one. 

I continue my naiveties: 

To stick a bayonet into a man's 
chest or send a bullet through his 
head must be very simple, judging by 
the coarse and crude way people write 
about it. In the frequent descriptions 
of murders one feels the same deep- 
rooted attitude towards man, as a nul- 
lity and a sponger. 

And it seems that there are people 
who, having acquired the habit to 
fight, cannot find their place in a com- 
paratively peaceful life, although the 
latter requests a far greater and more 
permanent tension of every energy, 
of all the will, than does an armed 
battle. 

We have had many heroes for an 
hour, for a day, but they left no vivid 
trace behind them in life, and, in spite 
of the undeniable courage of _ their 
deeds, they were unable to alter life's 
ghastly conditions. 

Now that these conditions 
changed, what one needs is a tena- 
clous struggle for their further de- 
velopment in the direction of a great- 
er freedom of creative potentialities— 
one needs heroism for life, not for an 
hour. 

It seems to me that our young writ- 
ers do not feel clearly the profound 
difference between heroism for life 
and that for an hour, that they have 
not yet understood the necessity for 
the poetization of labor and for that 
which is far harder than killing a man 

to drive into his consciousness. 
elouded and burdened by various pre3- 
udices, the idea that is not familiar to 
him: man is not a naught. 

It is through the mad audacity of 
man, the force of his imagination and 
intuition, that have been realized all 
the things that did not exist on earth. 
the miracles of science, the magic of 
art, all that the Great Man of. the 
Earth may be proud of. 

And through this same audacity of 
imagination and intuition, through ob- 
stinate work, we will realize all that 
does not yet exist but will exist in fu- 
ture, if one wishes it well enough.

Without any desire of change. 
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And so it will continue for other mil- 
lions of years. Just so every lower 
process of life is routine. The more 
consciousness conforms to it, the eas- 
ler life appears. For every act of ini- 
tiative, a painful effort is necessary. 

But this does not alter the fact 
that man is essentially not ‘‘nature”’ 
but “spirit.” That freedom is there- 
fore his very element. That he lives 
according to his own truth only in so 
far as he conquers nature. And by 
this I do not mean asceticism; asceti- 
cism is only a very narrow and one- 
sided interpretation and application of 
what is wanted in all Cases; it even 
becomes, easier than anything else, 
the most deadly of all dead routines. 
Conquest of nature simply means the 
conquest of routine; it means that 
Spirit and spirit alone should rule, 
that spirit never can become routine; 
its essence is spontaneity. 
of their hearts all men know that liv- 
ing ultimately according to routine, 
whatever this routine be, means lead- 
ing a life contrary to the law of the 
spirit. And this is the reason why 
mankind has always believed in prog- 
ress as the one thing needful. This 
is why there has been, however slow, 
& general progress in history, in spite 
of all arrests of development and re- 
actionary movements. Looked at from 
this point of view, the Reformation 
is not to be judged by its shortcom- 
ings, but by its achievements; what- 
ever it failed to achieve, it did se- 
Cure greater freedom of thought and 
action. And it did so far beyond the 
boundaries of victorious Protestant 
faith; the Protestant impulse also re- 
generated the Catholic Church. But 
for the necessity of defending itself, 
it would have degenerated in its se- 
curity, as scions of millionaires so 
often degenerate. 

The whole value of life really de- 
pends on the amount of freedom it 
expresses. Probably the whole mean- 
ing of our earthly existence resides 
in the opportunity it provides for 
growth owing to struggle and con- 
quest. This is the reason why work 
is not only a necessity but a God-giv- 
en privilege. This is the reason why 
effort is necessary, in order to lead 
a life worth living, and why diffi- 
culties usually mean blessings in dis- 
guise. But on the other hand. effort 
is the one thing nature, the law of 
which is inertia, shuns. And this ex- 
plains why every effort towards great- 
er freedom always led to a new form 
of bondage. This happened to Chris- 
tianity, which in its beginning meant 
emancipation from Hebrew law and 
had no rigid law of its own. This 
has happened to Protestantism. And 
the very same has happened and is 


happening to modern progressiveness. 

-What is wanted today if mankind 
is to find a new impulse for inward 
progress? It must realize that hu- 
man freedom must find a new and 
original expression. This means that 
we miust go a step forward in the very 
direction which the Reformation 
showed. The great reformators advo- 
cated personal! initiative and freedom 
of conscience. This is exactly what 
present-day Protestant culture no 
longer expresses. The only freedom 
left today in Protestant democracies 
is the freedom of enterprise. The only 
ideal still alive is that of a higher 
standard of living. This means that 
the yearning of the human soul for 
freedom finds as little satisfaction to- 
day in the traditional forms of Protest- 
ant civilization as it did in the six- 
teenth century in the form of Cath- 


At bottom \olic civilization as it was then. 


And here I come to the particular 
case of the United States. It is not 
different in principle from that of any 
European country. But it is more ex- 
treme in the concrete in some respects, 
and it is therefore particularly instruc- 
tive. The American ideals are more 
ideals of the eighteenth century than 
can be said of any other country; 
there has been practically no evolution 
since then; when using the word rad- 
icalism, very many Americans mean 
what was called radical in 1776. In 
that blessed year, final perfection was 
attained; since then, no more essen- 
ilal progress seems possible in thei 
eyes, than an evolution of religious 
aqogmas seems conceivable to the 
Greek Orthodox mind. On the other 
hand, the ideals of the eighteenth cen- 
tury have led in the United States to 
the most satisfactory results. Democ- 
racy works better there than any- 
where else. A greater percentage of 
people is happy or contented. There 
still seems to be a chance for every- 
body, and, therefore, the belief in in- 
definite progress—a belief dead in 
post-war Europe—is still alive. 

But this apparent possibility for the 
United States to go on living in the 
frame of mind of 200 years ago real- 
ly means a most terrible danger. All 
that thoughtful Americans complain of 
is due to this. If they complain of 
the death of individuality, of freedom 
of thought, of initiative on al] lines 
except that of business enterprise: if 
they fear that a collective mass spirit 
with its conventionalism, its ideals of 
standardization, normalcy and  like- 
mindedness might kill all possibilities 
of an original American culture, this 
is in accordance with the inward laws 
of evolution. Democracy, if it goes 
too far, must lead to the tyranny of

ideal of equality, ruling for too long, 
must needs wipe out, in the long run, 
all inequality and, accordingly, all 
Quality. The idea that majorities are 
always right cannot help leading, 
when pushed to the extreme, to a state 
of complete bondage. Therefore pros- 
perous America is in no less but prob- 
ably even in a greater danger than 
starving Europe. Itisina greater dan- 
ger because what makes man’s spirit- 
ual worth—persona|l initiative, person- 
al consciousness and persona] respon- 
sibilitvy—is more menaced there than 
anywhere eise. 

On this occasion I must limit my- 
self to the particular point which was 
the chief argument of this article. We 
saw that what really matters is not 
the state of facts but the inner atti- 
tude. A Republican, a Democrat, a 
Protestant, who is inwardly bound by 


the belief in definite forms, is infinite- 
lv less free from the point of view of 
the spirit, than an aristocrat, nay even 
a tyrant, who lives according to the 
law of his own creative conscience. 
Only this quality of inward freedom 
decides. For life is always moving, 
elways changing. Any form of being 
stationary is bad. Whatever the forms 
of life may be, there is but one sin 
against the Holy Ghost—inertia. For 
inertia is the law of the earth as op- 
posed to the law of the spirit. 

Now what is the particular form 
of inertia which thwarts most the in- 
ner progress of American man? It is 
fear of public opinion. This fear is 
the result of the eighteenth-century 
idea of democracy, that the majority 
must needs be right. It is also the 
result of the distorted idea of Service: 
if you are to think of others first 


itely inferior to the white man, and 
should, as far as possible, be segregat- 
ed from him.

Their high 
death rates are due to the fact that, 
in an environment suitable to a white 
man, they die of consumption and 
other diseases, just as the whit® man 
dies on the West Coast of Africa, the 
negro’s original home. 

So if you keep the negro out of 
ears, factories, ete., or frighten him 
away from contact with whites by an 
occasional lynching, you drive him 
back to the cotton fields where he 
lives healthily and breeds rapidly, thus 
creating a negro problem for future 
generations. But if you extend the 
hand of fellowship to him you also in- 
fect him with your maladies, besides 
establishing in your midst a reservoir 
of disease germs. 

These results are quite typical of 
those obtained when our action is 
guided either by raw emotion or polit- 
ical dogma, rather than_ scientific 
thought. The main biological effect 
of the Civil War was to raise the ne- 
groes'’ death rate and lower their 
birth rate so enormously that it was 
only between 1910 and 1920 that the 
number of negroes in the United 
States increased as much as it had 
done in the decade before the Civil 
War. The number of negroes thus 
killed was far greater than the Cas- 
ualty list of the Civil War. If tomor- 
row the colored population of the 
Southern States, but not the white, 
were given free access to cheap whis- 
ky and methods of birth-control, the 
number of negroes would probably 
begin to fall off! I believe that there 
are many other political questions, 
both national or international, whose 
sting would be removed by a similar 
consideration of biological) facts.

THE SCIENTIFIC POINT OF 


Our approach to the problem of 
disease is even less rational. I am 
not thinking of Christian Scientists or 
spiritual healers, but of the average 
man and woman who has a certain 
belief in the results of modern medi- 
cine, and even of a part of the med- 
ical profession itself. Serious illness 
in ourselves or our friends always 
rouses a good deal of emotion. Now, 
when we are emotional about a sub- 
ject we feel a need to believe some- 
thing about it, and we do not care 
very much whether our beliefs are 
rational. The pre-Christian attitude 
towards disease was that it was a pun- 
ishment from some deity for a sin 
either of the sick person, his family, or 
the whole community. Jesus did not 
take this view.. When asked concerning 
a man born blind: ‘‘Who did sin. this 
man, or his parents, that he was born 
blind?”’ He replied, ‘‘Neither hath 
this man sinned, nor his parents, but 
that the works of God should be made 
manifest in him.”’ his is not so 
unlike the attitude of the scientist 
who regards a case of disease as a 
manifestation of a natural law, which 
can Only be cured or prevented when 
research has revealed the working of 
the law in question. 


But many religious people stil] hold 
to the views which Jesus com batted, 
and those who believe themselves to 
be more enlightened are often in no 
better case. Some, for example, think 
that disease could be prevented by a 
return to nature. I suppose that the 
first step in a return to nature would 
be the discarding of clothes. which 
would at once increase the mortality 
from pneumonia about a hundredfold. 
Of course, the phrase ‘‘Live accord- 
ing to nature’ is quite meaningless. 
Civilized and savage man, health and 
sickness, are equally parts of nature. 
Some features of civilization are bad 
for health, but for all that, such sta- 
tistics as are available show that civ- 
ilized men live longer than uncivilized. 
The same emotional drive forces peo- 
ple to believe that a cure must be 
available for most diseases. An ac- 
quaintance with the facts of medicine 
would show them that this is not so.

The ex- 
pectation of life at birth is much the 
same in most civilized countries, and 
has risen for the last 50 years. The 
greatest causes of this have been the 
abolition of water-borne diseases such 
as cholera, and the general prosperity 
which has nearly banished under-feed- 
ing as a cause of ill-health. Today 
medicine is still advancing, but it is 
becoming harder and harder to apply 
its results in practice. 

We know how to prevent infection 
with syphilis, but law and opinion for- 
bid the spreading of this information. 


of all, then also the convictions of 
others seem more important than your 
own. Therefore, if America is to pro- 
gress, more courage is wanted in each 
individual case. In America more 
than in any other country all the fu- 
ture depends on the non-confo u«ing 
individual. America’s most urgent 
problem is to discard all conformist 
ideals; it is to get to believe in origi- 
nality as the supreme value. Standard- 
ization is a good thing in the case of 
the dead; shoes may be standardized 
without loss of value. But a standard- 
ized human being is less than an ani- 
mal, because it means a man who has 
fallen back to the animal stage. To- 
day, in a period of victorious collec- 
tive ideals—a day which I trust will 
be short—a good deal of courage is 
wanted for an American to be himself 
and himself alone.

What are the 
legitimate needs and where does the 
superfluous begin? Apollo asks this 
in vain from the midst of the ruins 
of Olympus sung by Homer, and he 
does not ask the philosophers but the 
eommon will of the epoch! We should 
wish for a criterion to distinguish - be- 
tween legitimate consumption and 
waste and orgy, we should wish for a 
limit to quantity. But alas! We have 
gone beyond all limits; the will of our 
epoch vacillates in the infinite without 
knowing how to decide upon. any- 
thing; sometimes it deplores the fact 
that a prosaic abundance covers the 
world, veiling the arts, faith, the vir- 
tues of the past, and Curses progress 
But it does not know how to check 
its desires and plunges agairf into the 
orgy. The modern world is great, 
rich, powerful, wise. It can boast of 
having created the most humane civi- 
lization in history. In spite of all the 
defects with which we can reproach 
ourselves, never in history have. the 
relations between men and_e classes 
been so full of a spirit of kindliness 
and justice. If the last war was cruel, 
the cruelt¥ was not in the souls and 
wills of individual men but in the in- 
struments of destruction which we 
made so powerful, almost without 
knowing it, and which were our mas- 
ters. But we are restless and discon- 
tented because we are marching into 
the infinite without knowing our des- 
tination. <As it happens to him who 
is swimming in the open sea, We are 
making an enormous effort and it 
seems to us that the effect is almost 
nil; we are marching with an increas- 
ing speed and we seem to remain al- 
inost immobile. The profound fault 
of modern civilization is neither ma- 
terialism nor skepticism. Our epoch 
ls, in its own way, a mystic epoch, re- 
sembling in, this respect the Middle 
Ages. The profound fault of modern 
Civilization is that, in everything, it 
does not know where to stop. Wheth- 
er it manufactures munitions, wheth- 
er it creates riches, whether it {in- 
creases the population, whether it 
searches for truth, whether it creates 
beauty, it. is always carried still far- 
ther. No result is sufficient and none 
seems final. It is always on the 
march toward an end which  with- 
draws as it is approached. This ex- 
plains why discontentment increases in 
proportion to success. 

But the path into the unknown is 
not the only cause of modern unrest. 
There is another, more obscure per- 
haps, and in a certain sense, at least, 
more interesting; it is the inward 
struggle between the principle of lib- 
erty and the necessity for discipline. 
This struggle is beginning to enter its 
decisive phase, and it is perhaps one 
of the principal problems which will 
occupy the following generations. The 
old compromise which for a century 
had settled all the formidable prob- 
lems implicated in this struggle is 
ended; it can no longer continue. This 
fact is the one without which it is im- 
possible to understand the character 
of our epoch and the character which 
will be assigned by historians to the 
nineteenth century. 

I shall explain myself. Not lone 
ako I compared the modern world to 
the swimmer who advances into the 
boundless ocean. I could make an 
other comparison and say the mod- 
ern world is like a gigantic coach 
made from old wood and having old 
brakes, built before the French Revo- 
lution, to which the nineteenth cen- 
tury harnessed the horses of the sun.

if this new Phaeton should harness 
to his chariot these coursers who 
breathed fire and broke-all restraints. 
He has ignored Apollo as did the an- 
cfent Phaeton; he has mounted his 
chariot bravely, taken the reins, and 
bounded upon the paths of the earth, 
swift as lightning, straight and light 
as an arrow, as sure in his way as 
though he were driving a_ chariot 
drawn by oxen. But more fortunate 
than the ancient Phaeton, he _ has 
given the lic to the wise men who at 
his departure predicted his ruin. 

But why has the chariot this time 
flown rapidly and lightly with so sure 
a progress? Because if the coursers 
were spirited, the brakes and the reins 
were made at a time when men pre- 
ferred to go slowly rather than to risk 
breaking their necks. Both were 80 
substantial that even coursers with 
flaming breath could not break then. 

It is to the coursers of fire that 
we have attributed the marvels of the 
nineteenth century; to the new con- 
ceptions of liberty, progress and de- 
mocracy which have so powerfully 
xvtimulated the will and. the intelll- 
gence of the last generation, But this 
explanation, while true, is pot com- 
plete. The nineteenth century inher- 
ited frem ancient civilizations a great 
inany principles of moral, intellectual 
and political discipline which, though 
sometimes in conflict with the new 
ideas of initiative and progress, op- 
erated precisely as a brake. The mag- 
nificent effort of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, its elan, grandiose but meas- 
ured and regulated, was born of this 
equilibrium between the new impulses 
and the ancient restraints. Thanks 
to this splendid equilibrium it could 
enjoy for the first time in the history 
of the world liberty and order, 

But impulses and restraints in mod- 
ern civilization were never based on u 
sinzle doctrine of life, unique and 
balanced; they were separated and oOp- 
posed in conflicting doctrines and in- 
stitutions as are the metal of the 
brake and the spirit of the horse. The 
ancient principles of discipline, like 
the brakes, could only be worn out in 
sO mad a course. The malady which 
has weighed on Europe and America 
during the entire nineteenth century 
and which the most dizzving success 
could not dissipate was born of this 
deterioration. 

Today all the brakes which the 
nineteenth century inherited from the 
epoch preceding the French Revolu- 
tion are destroyed. They were very 
worn in 1914 by one hundred vears 
of strain; the tremendous shock of 
the World War made them tremble, In 
Europe the monarchies and aristocra- 
cles which for centuries solidly framed 
all society have fallen or are falling 
in ruins. Traditions are all lost; cus- 
toms have no longer any ~ stability, 
have become fluid things subject to all 
the caprices of the mode. The family 
is no longer a school of discipline, for 
parents no longer dare to command 
their children and children consider 
independence the first of their duties. 
Religion has lost a considerable part 
of its former influence in Catholie as 
well as in Protestant countries. Men 
are too distracted by a thousand dif- 
ferent occupations and preoccupations 
and have only too little time to conse- 
crate to God. 

A civilization cannot consist solely 
of impetus; it must also have re- 
straint. We must, then, replace the 
old brakes which we inherited from 
the centuries that preceded the French 
Revolution with new brakes. We are 
working now at the invention and con- 
struction of these brakes. We have 
scarcely begun and we do not yet 
know what we are doing. for it always 
happens thus: It is very rare that an 
epoch has a precise idea of what it is 
doing. The chaos which is to be found 
everywhere is thus explained. Nothing 
is more laborious and more difficult 
than to create a discipline —its direct- 
ing principles and its organs of execu- 
tion. But nothing is more necessary 
and vital; and our epoch has not been 
able to submit itself to a common law. 

We are living from day to day ina 
State of continued uncertainty pre- 
cisely because there is no longer any 
definite or exact discipline, of which 
everyone has an immense need. We 
need, as every epoch needs, an esthetic 
discipline, a moral discipline, a po- 
litical discipline, an intellectual dis- 
cipline, an economic discipline. These 
will be created. In the confusion 
which dominates today we see already 
the first attempts and the first intima- 
tions of the new order which will in 
evitably surge forth. And in propor- 
tion as the principles and the inatitu- 
“ons of this new order become clear, 
the inquietude of the world will di- 
minish. But while waiting we must 
work, have patience, and, {f it is nec- 
essary, suffer. Great new things are 
being prepared in the history of the 
world and we must be worthy of them.

lar of society. The 
quality of the emotion 
is the same, but the ob- 
ject is different. The 
scientific educator has 
two things to think 
about: in 6 6hthhe «6c 
place, he must produce 
emotions in the right 
proportions; and in the 
second place, he niust 
attach them to the right 
objects. The _ first is 
probably, in the last analysis, a matter 
of chemistry; the second is a matter of 
‘conditioning’ in the sense of Pavlov 
and Watson. But, although the first 
may be a matter of chemistry when it 
comes to be adequately understood, it 
is at the moment much more easily 
dealt with along the lines studied by 


psycho-analysis. Moreover, the two 


departments overlap. A wrong object 
for an emotion may cause the emotion 
to increase or decrease unduly, while 
a new emotion may be cultivated by 
providing it with a suitable object. 

Let us take first the question 
of the quality of the emotions. 
One may in ae sense divide emo- 
tional attitudes Into positive and nega- 
tive: the emotions of hate, rage and 
fear are nexative, while emotions of 
affection, pleasure and experimenta- 
tion are positive. Speaking broadly, it 
is a good thing to have much of the 
positive emotions and little of the 
negative. There are, of course, eXCcep- 
tions. It is useful to be afraid of 
chnakes, tigers, precipices and inter- 
viewers. But often in such cases fear 
is not the ideally best reaction; the 
ideally best reaction is prudence, that 
is to say, a rational apprehension of 
danger without the emotion of terror. 
The more intelligent and rational peo- 
ple become, the less need they have 
for negative attitudes. A pre-scientific 
community can, for example, do noth- 
ing with criminals except hate, fear 
and punish them, whereas a scientific 
conimunity can study the sources of 
their criminality, and so attempt re- 
form or prevention of criminal im- 
pulses. Or, again, take lghtning; 
fear alone would never have led to the 
construction of lightning conductors, 
Which depended upon the positive at- 
titude of curtiosity. 

Science has made life less danger- 
ous than it used to be. and has thus 
greatly diminished the need of fear 
as a motive. Education ought from 
the start to take account of this fact, 
and to aim at producing the kind of 
attitude that leads to lightning con- 
ductors rather than the kind that 
leads to cowering terror during a 
thunderstorm. I am not at the mo- 
ment concerned with specific fears; 
these will come under our second 
heading; I am concerned at the mo- 
ment with timidity, that is to say, the 
habit of being frightened easily and 
by many things. 

Timidity depends partly upon phys- 
ical health; a given child is more 
timid on a day when his7 diges- 
tion is out of order than ona day 
when it is functioning properly. But 


timidity also depends upon various 


mental causes: a child who is fre- 
quently punished or frequently threat- 
ened with punishment will become 
timid; so will, conversely, a child who 
ls always carefully guarded against 
minor dangers. Muscular activities, 
as unimpeded as possible, are the best 
method of producing physical fear- 
lessness in children, while mental 
fearlessness is the product of un- 
hampered curiosity. Indeed, curi- 
Osity is to the mind exactly what 
muscular activity is to the body. It 
will be found that mind and body 
interact in these respects, and that 
the unimpeded activity which pro- 
motes courage also promotes a 
good digestion, except, of course, in 
such cases as eating polsonous 
berries to see whether they are pol- 
sonous. (All educational principles 


have to be applied with common 
sense.)

Presumably, 
anything that makes the adrenal 
vyland more active will make people 
ore prone to these emotions, of 
which the one or the other is felt at 
cording to the nature of the external 
situation. Perhaps we shall learn in 
time to eliminate both emotions by 
regulating the action of the adrenal 
sland or by administering an antidote | 
Put in the case of rage also, the psy | 
chological causes are for the present | 
easier to ascertain and control than | 
the chemical causes. 

The primitive stimulus to rage, 
as Dr. Watson has shown, con 
sists in impediment to the free move- — 
ment of the limbs.

“Affectionateness is an emotional 

habit which is good in moderation, Dut 
can easily be carried too far. Whea 
carried too far, it involves a lack of 
self-dependence, which may have Very 
undesirable effects upon  charactef. 
Some people who are moralists rather 
than psychologists confound affection 
with benevolence, and imagine that tt 
consists in a desire for the happiness 
of the beloved object. This is only 
very partially the case: in fact, af 
fection in its instinctive manifesta 
tions is bound up with jealousy, and 
is not in all its forms a desirable eme@ 
tion. A good deal of psychologieal 
discrimination is necessary in this 
matter; no child or adult can develop 
adequately without affection, but-at 
the same time affection should not 
play too large a part in life, and great 
care should be taken to free it from 
jealousy and from undue dependence 
upon Others. This is a probiem which 
is often very unwisely handled im the 
home, largely from the mistaken BO 
tion that it is impossible for ehildren 
to be too fond of their parents. 


I COME now to the question of the 
object towards which emotions are 
directed. This is the question of “eo® 
ditioning’’ which has been stressed DY 
the behaviorists. It is undoubtedly 
very important, but I do not agre® 
with them in thinking that it const 
tutes practically the whole of educ# 
tion.

new periods in the history of human 
thought do not begin at a definite 
They even overiap the anteced- 
ent periods, in almost every case. And 
I do not hesitate to sponsor the para- 
dox that the preceding period of the 
history of human thought reached its 
end after the beginning of the actual 
period, viz, in 1918 with the end of 
the great war—"‘‘in’’ to be understood 
here also-:in the sense of “about.”’ 
follows from what we said before that 
the actual period of mental life was 
not inaugurated by the war itself, but 
began a good many years before it. 


What I have said holds true, in any 
case, with respect to the leading na- 
tions of Europe—with respect to all 
of them, by the way. 
ever, to be true only in part with re- 
spect to America, as far as my own 
experience goes. 


The great change of which I 
speaking relates to the two principal 
sides of the mental nature of man: 
the intellectual and the moral side. 

Let us first speak of the former, by | 
which I understand man’s general sci- 
entific and philosophical attitude to-. 
wards the universe. And here we shall 
have to consider various fields 
knowledge one after the other.

I do not hesitate to sponsor the para- 
dox that the preceding period of the 
history of human thought reached its 
end after the beginning of the actual 
period, viz, in 1918 with the end of

What I have said holds true, in any 
case, with respect to the leading na- 
tions of Europe—with respect to all 
of them, by the way.

The great change of which I am 
weaking relates to the two principal 
tides of the mental nature of man:

But the mind is one, the 
body the other, and there is a mutual 
interaction between them. There is 
hardly one leading philosopher or psy- 
chologist in Europe at the present 
time who is still an advocate of paral- 
lelism. We consider ‘‘behaviorism” as 
& very good and sound method of in- 
vestigation, but it is our opinion that 
it does not necessarily lead to a ma- 
terialistic theory, as some of its 
American advocates pretend. In this 
way “‘behaviorism’’ is, by no means, 
opposed to the modern psychological 
views of European writers. We com- 
pletely appreciate the great value of 
the experimental work of Thorndike, 
Jennings, Watson and their followers. 


The theory of the subconscious and 
the co-conscious marks the third great 
advance of modern psychology, con- 
nected with the new doctrines of hyp- 
nosis, suggestion, auto suggestion, and 
“complexes,’’ as created by the old 
French school, by Freud, Coue, Bau- 
douin. The two great American schol- 
ars who have studied the diasociation 
of personality in such a maryelous 
way, Morton Prince and Walter 
Prince, mark the highest point of this 
sort of research. 


And finally there is psychical re- 
search, the ‘‘science of the future.” It 
is still in its babyhood as a real ‘‘sci- 
ence.’’ But baby is strong and in very 
good health. We may hardly imagine 
how all philosophy will have to change 
its aspect under the guidance of this 
new kind of scientific research. 
Telepathy, ‘‘mind reading” and clair- 
voyance will change the whole theory 
of knowledge completely. And even 
more 80 will achieve premonition. 
Osty’s beautiful work, ‘‘La Connais- 
sance Supranormale,”’ is a real mile- 
stone on the way into the new land. 


Modern metaphysics as well as mod- 
ern psychology have re-established the 
ancient problem of immortality as a 
legitimate one. Metaphysics itself can 
only discuss it in form of the follow- 
ing possibilities: There may exist 
either a suprapersonal form of post- 
mortal existence of the mind or a per- 
sonal one. One day psychology in the 
form of psychical research may decide 
this question for the future. Even 
now it is allowed to consider so0- 
called spiritualism as a legitimate hy- 
pothesis, and the number of the aci- 
entific personalities who are inclined 
to accept hypothetically this doctrine 
is augmenting from year to year. And 
is not immortality in the last resort 
the very problem of all philosophy and 
science? 


When we now proceed from philoso- 
phy and psychology to the Science of 
Nature, we have not very much to say 
about the modern science of the in- 
organic world. at this place. It is 
true, all details have changed enor- 
mously here. Instead of classical me- 
chanics and its applications we have 
electromagnetic fields, radio-activity, 
the theory of relativity, the electrons, 
the quanta of energy and thg plane- 
tary theory of the chemical atoms. 
Nevertheless, the general philosoph- 
ical aspect of the doctrine of the in- 
organic has remained what it had 
been: we understand all inorganic 
phenomena by starting from ultimate 
parts or elements, and by applying the 
concept of the ‘‘resultant,’’ which 
most obviously is realized in the so- 
called ‘‘parallelogram of forces.’ Thus 
all inorganic existence ultimately goes 
back to a mere sum of dynamic ele- 
ments standing in mutual interaction. 
The concept of ‘‘wholeness” (‘‘Gansz- 
heit’’) is out of place here. An in- 
organic system is certainly a unity 
(“Einheit’), as far as every part in 
it affects every other part. But it is 
nothing more. W. Koehler, it is true, 
has tried to conceive inorganic events 
under the concept of ‘‘wholeness,”’ but 
his theory has certainly failed. He 
himself quite obviously confessed l/at- 
er on that in spite of his theory there 
existe still the great gap between the 
non-living and the living. 

It is modern biology, especially. 
that in our times has changed its as- 
pect fundamentally. The great change 
which {it has undergone has affected

more than anything else what may be 
called the popular ‘‘view of the Uni- 
verse.’ The period from about 1850 
until 1900 had been decidedly materi- 
alistic, or at least mechanistic, with 
regard to the problems of the organic 
life—the word ‘‘materialistic’’ denot- 
ing a rather primitive metaphysical 
attitude, whilst ‘‘mechanistic’’ means 
to say that something unknown ‘‘ap- 
pears’’ under the form of a mechan- 
ical system. Within the last period of 
science, then, the material world, as 
a totality, and including life, had been 
regarded as a system of the material- 
istic or the mechanistic type; that is, 
as a totality, in which Newton’s laws 
of motion or equivalent ones (Max- 
well, Einstein) exclusively held valid, 
and in which every future event might 
be predicted, if only we knew the con- 
stellation of material elements (in- 
cluding their velocity) at a fixed mo- 
ment and the law of action between 
these elements. There was no space 
left for a plan or purpose, there was 
no real ‘‘evolution.’’ Psycho-mechan- 
ical parallelism, which we refuted 
above, stood in close connection with 
such a standpoint, of course. 


All that has completely changed 
since about 1900, and there is hardly 
one European biologist at present who 
looks upon mechanism as a well-es- 
tablished doctrine in the realm of or- 
ganic life. A good many biologists 
accept vitalism in its modern form; 
that is, a vitalism founded upon ex- 
periment and careful logical analysis. 
And those who do not yet accept it as 
the last word of science in any case do 
not regard it as impossible. They 
are waiting, in short. They do not, 


at any rate, say that they are actually 


able to explain life in terms of phys- 
ics and chemistry. They all agree that 
there is a certain ‘‘X’’ at work in life, 
even if they do not go further along 
on the positive si@e, as the vitalists 
proper—including the author—do. 


In connection with the change of 
biology toward vitalism stands the 
breakdown of Darwinism; that is, of 
the hypothesis that the phylogenetic 
process is the effect of a variation by 
chance and of ‘‘natural selection.’’ On 
the materialistic foundation Darwin- 
ism was a@ necessary theory. But ma- 
terialism itself is not necessary, and 
both materialism and Darwinism are 
positively wrong. Today we are able 
to say so, though we do not know 
to the details how the phylogenetic 
process has been realized. Without 
any doubt, however, a certain direct- 
ing and purposive agent—though not 
purposeful in the human sense—has 
been at work in it. Mivart, Wigand, 
E. von Hartmann, Bergson and UW. 
Wolff were the destroyers of Darwin- 
igmi. 

To sum up: ‘“‘the view of the Uni- 
verse’ has ceased to be that of a sum 
and has become that of a ‘‘whole,” as 
far as mental and organic processes 
are concerned. The world is full of 
something spiritual, manifesting itself 
in its lowest forms in the vital proc- 
esses—in its strict sense—and accept- 
ing its highest forms in the mental 
life of man. All life is one great 
‘‘wholeness’’; there is purpose or plan 
in the great suprapersonal process 
which we call phylogeny and history. 


And now we come to the change 
which the other side of our ‘‘view of 
the Universe,’’ the ethical side, has 
begun to undergo during the last dec- 
ades and certainly will complete in 
the future. It stands, of course, in 
close connection with the intellectual! 
change, for ethical life is active life, 
and all active life rests upon knowl- 
edge and is influenced by it. 


We have learned that all Hfe is one 
great ‘‘whole,’’ and, even more. one 
great ‘‘whole’’ is the totality of men: 
that is, mankind with regard to its 
mental or spiritual side. This is the 
great new knowledge we have been 
speaking of, and it is its influence 
upon moral conduct which we shal] 
now consider. 


But you may ask whether it be al- 
together true that knowledge has an 
influence upon morality. It certainly 
has none upon the innate character 
of a man; that is, upon the ultimate 
foundation of his moral sense. Posi- 
tive knowledge has nothing to do with 
the fact that a man feels by intuition 
that something should be or should 
not be. On the other hand, the 
‘‘something’”’ in question is fixed and 
determined by positive knowledge. So 
the field or area of moral acting is 
enlarged by knowledge, and the details 
within this field are seen in greater 
clearness the more knowledge ad- 
vances. And here it is, as we believe. 
that the new intellectual ‘‘view of the 
Universe’ may, nay, will have a great 
influence upon moral conduct. 

Life is a ‘“‘whole,”’ life is spiritual, 
immortality is at least a problem. 

Must all this not necessarily force

Must it not drive us towards a real, 
ethical cosmopolitanism? 


Economical and political necessities 
incline already in this direction: the 
tendency towards peace is universal, 
except in some small nationalistic 
groups in each country. The ‘‘League 
of Nations’ is the symbol of this ten- 
dency. But we want and need more 
than a mere symbol. We feel obliged 
to put moral postulates in place of eco- 
nomic and political necessities. And 
from the intellectual. point of view we 
are allowed to do so. Materialism and 
Darwinism had marked the realm of 
mere force. Both have been shown 
to be wrong. There does exist plan, 
purpose, general ‘‘wholeness’’ in the 
worid. Thus morality has received its 
metaphysical legitimitation, whilst on 
the foundation of those antiquated 
doctrines morality could be nothing 
more than an illusion, without any ob- 
ligation. in the deepest sense of the 
word. 

At present, general mutual love 
among human beings must and will 
substitute for mere force with its ha- 
tred and its rivalry. For- morality, en- 
lightened by metaphysical knowledge, 
demands so. And our moral feeling 
shows us what we have to do, it re- 
veals us our true part in the stream 
of cosmic becoming. For we are our- 
selves part of reality. 

Thus it is our firm conviction that, 
in spite of all ultra-nationa)] tenden- 
cies which we still encounter, occa- 
sionally, mankind is on the way to be 
one great spiritual community among 
which the word ‘‘war’ will have no 
more meaning. And this is indeed the 
most important point in ‘‘the view of 
the Universe of the future.” 

Thus the last word of philosophy 
should be what Spinoza called ‘‘amor 
intellectualis."" That means: love 
among all creatures and love towards 
the Supreme Reason of all that exists, 
enlightened and supported by Iintellec- 
tuality.

ones is not in the main a question of 
conditioning, which is concerned with 
the objects to which the emotions are 
attached. The great work of Pavlov 
on “Conditioned Reflexes” has pro- 
vided a weulth of material on this 
subject, so far as dogs are concerned, 
but where human beings are concerned 
experimentation is much more diffi- 
cult, although Dr. Watson made some 
valuable investigations on infants in 
hospitals. Nevertheless, observation 
affords considerable material which 
becomes easier to interpret in the 
light of the experimental data concern- 
ing dogs. 

The hatred of knowledge, which is 
general among civilized mankind, has 
been produced by a procedure which 
was entirely correct from a acientific 
point of view. namely, the creation of 
an association between lessons and 
punishment. The modern educational- 
iat aims at an entirely opposite kind 
of conditioning. He aims at provid- 
ing the children with comparatively 
easy tasks, which can be surmounted 
with a moderate degree of effort and 
which appear interesting from the 
first By this method learning is as- 
sociated with the pleasure derived 
from success, and the efforts which it 
involves come to be met as cheerfully 
as the muscular efforts involved in 
football. In sexual education, to take 
another matter, the difference between 
wisdom and unwisdom is almost whol- 
ly a question of conditioning. 

One of the characteristics of the 
scientific method is that it is quanti- 
tative and aims at discovering the just 
balance of the different ingredients 
required to produce a good result, 
whereas pre-scientific methods consid- 
er some things good and some bad

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without regard to quantity. Take, for 
example, the question of the quantity 
of adult attention that is best for a 
child. In old days most children got 
less of this than they should have had; 
nowadays, most children of the well- 
to-do get more. When such children 
firat come to school they cling to the 
adults and find it difficult to mix with 
their contemporaries, towards whom 
their first reaction is one of hatred and 
fear. Many of them have been ren- 
dered nervous in a greater or less de- 
gree by the constant anxiety of par- 
ents, and by the effort to understand 
grown-up conversation. 

The modern careful parent has been 
alarmed by all the dangers to which 
children are exposed, and has tended 
to convey to them a certain timidity 
through the contagion.of the uncon- 
scious. At the same time, the child 
has become accustomed to thinking of 
himself as the center of the universe 
expecting from the world at 
large a degree of solicitude which 
only parents are likely to feel. This 
is a bad preparation for the world and 
is best remedied by association with 
contemporaries. A child is on the 
whole better fighting with other chil- 
dren than being coddled by grown-up 
people, but the fighting must be kept 
within limits, and adult supervision 
ie necessary to see that the less vig- 
orous physically are not made to suf- 
fer. 

The spontaneous development of 
community feeling in a group of chil- 
dren is an interesting study, but it is 
impossible where adults intervene con- 
stantly to promote what they consider 
social behavior. A good many years 
of study and experiment will be neces- 
sary before anything very definite can 
be said on this subject.

either with religion or with idealism? 
And, last, what a flattened existence 
would result if leveling proletarian 
ideas should be victorious? ‘‘Massen- 
mensch!’’ Man as a quantity product! 

So Many arguments have been mo- 
bilized against the proletarian by his 
Opponents, as also by people who re- 
ally ought to be on his side but were 
too esthetic for that. As for himself, 
he listened with wonder, understood 
only little of it, and let the whole 
thing glance off a thick skin, the thick 
skin of youth face to face with de- 
crepitude. To defend himself never 
was his forte, but his defense is nev- 
ertheless in good hand. Life has tak- 
en charge of it—with a hard fist. 

And so I am not writing this by 
any means to defend or to excuse the 
proletarian; there is no need of that, 
his is the right of the day and of the 
things to come. But today an article 
on the proletariat, written by a pro- 
letarian, must form itself into some- 
what of a confession. 

The word Materialism, tagged onto 
the proletariat by the better situated 
parts of society, reminds one of the 
old fable where the wolf calls the lamb 
a beast of prey. For one may not 
properly attach the name of material- 
ist to a hungry person who would eat 
his fill, but rather to one who has 
eaten his fill, yet in spite of that can 
never get enough. But it is true that 
we led off with the question of eat- 
ing. It redounds to the shame of the 


older culture that it can state the weight 


of sun, moon and stars with precision 
down to the pound, but cannot weigh 
out bread to mouths that are hungry. 

The proletarian restores life to its 
true balance by beginning with the 
beginning of all things: Bread. How 
false that speech: ‘Man shall not 
live by bread alone’ sounded from the 
mouths of the well-fed, when the 
starving millions demanded bread! 
But we say unto the hungry: Ask for 
bread, and bread, and more bread! 
And only when the bread is in some 
measure secured—so that it may 20 
longer sound like an offense against 
the Holy Ghost—we say, Man shall 
not live by bread alone! Indeed, the 
proletariat already has a definition of 
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without bitterness, and has faith in great causes,’ Arnold Bennett said of him. 


the term ‘‘daily bread'’ compared to 
which even Luther's definition pales 
into insignificance. 


As a matter of fact, it is because 
of the utopian aspect of our social 
conception that we are usually at- 
tacked. ‘‘Bread,’’ said the wife of a 
German politician in high position 
during the worst starvation years aft- 
er the war—‘‘why do the workingmen 
constantly cry for bread? Can't they 
eat meat?’’ But there is a peculiar 
mystic connection between the prole- 
tariat and bread; as children at home, 
when we dropped a piece of bread on 
the floor, we had to kiss it and beg 
its pardon—so sacred is bread! Just 
for that reason the proletarian is more 
sensitive to hunger than others, even 
if he be not personally suffering from 
it; he is socially ashamed of it. This 
sense of shame is one of the charac- 
teristics of his culture and points un- 
mistakably forward; it confers upon 
him ae special qualification even 
though he be the least of all. For 
who shall be concerned for the new 
order if not he who purely in his 
quality as a human being suffers from 
the old? 


The Christmas list of the proletarian 
addressed to the future is more pre- 
tentious than that of any other stra- 
tum of society; his definition of daily 
bread includes everything, from the 
very dust to the highest heaven—for 
everybody! The only promise not 
contained in it is that of becoming a 
millionaire. The proletarian is also 
different from the bourgeois in this 
respect, that the latter means by the 
word everything the goods of life, 
while John Downandout visions in that 
word the right of all people to stand 
together and to share good and iil. 
And there, with his ‘‘materialism,”’ 
he has shifted quite over into the 
realm of Religion! 


Yes, but all the same he is irre- 
ligious! To the old world, whose re- 
ligiousness has congealed into doc- 
trine and apparatus, anti-churchdom 
and irreligion are the same, but not 
so to us. We conceive of religion as 
an invisible, omnipresent ingredient 
of a life that is vital and upborne by 
ideas---a current, a force, which can- 
not be fetched up for inspection, nor 
hitched to formulas, but which streams 
beneath the totality of life as its car- 
rier. 

Is it to be wondered at that the 
alert proletarian is opposed to the 
church? Behind his struggle for bet- 
ter conditions lay the growing realiza- 
tion of a humanity of lofty aims, a 
hazy consciousness of the sacredness 
of the Ego—even where it is covered 
with dirt and rags. That is why the 
masses have always loved Christ; His 
words lived through centuries in the 
hearts of the disinherited like a whis- 
pering of the rights of man and were 
a factor in helping them over a dead 
period. But theology and the church 
have come in for no share of that 
love—and rightly. 

John Downandout does not come on 
the scene as the most Godless of all; 
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On the contrary, nobody came on with 
a better will than he to enter into re- 
lations with the puzzle of existence. 
Much too often have the riddles of life 
presented themselves to him in the 
shape of an empty bread basket; he 
hungers after an opportunity to square 
himself with Eternity and Infinity. He 
has lately conquered for himself an 
immortal soul and longs to fill it. He 
hungers after all those things that can- 
not be eaten. Church and theology 
may satisfy those who have lived their 
lives, and for dying, a mechanical doc- 
trine about a Beyond will suffice. But 
they who are living and who must 
take the future over, need the strong 
faith in the good forces of life, and 
need the contact with the mysterious 
undercurrent of it all: the Mystery of 
Life. They need to have a frank re- 
lation to the Unknown, for from its 
womb shall the future be born. 

Therefore, it is in the proletarian 
program not to abolish religion buf 
to make it the most intimate business 
of the individual, his private affair. 
For him the possession of a human 
soul is such a new sensation that he 
cannot let that soul be dressed in uni- 
form. He demands the privilege of 
considering it sacred, the only sacred 
thing on’earth, and wants to try from 
his own inner premises to harmonize 
it with time and eternity. 


It is not ourselves who invented the 
doctrine of the unhampered right of 
the individual to develop himself at 
the expense of the whole community; 
to our thinking that is a predatory code 
of morals which we have to combat. 
And yet we believe that we take a 
more- humane attitude to the _ indi- 
vidual than the old so-called individu- 
alism. 

In the individualistic theory—inso- 
far as it is not disguised egoism—the 
separate individuality in its fullest 
efflorescence constitutes the aim and 
purpose of humanity. What clay is to 
the eye of the sculptor, mankind is to 
the eye of the individualist-—raw ma- 
terial, bulk. ‘‘The mass is the crude 
stuff out of which men are made.” 

But we do not perceive ourselves as 
raw material for some intellectual 
prodigies or monsters. We are hearts 
and souls; and the heart and soul are 
to us the most precious thing about 
man—not the brain. Until now the 
world has had more of intelligence 
than of love. In that respect, too, the 
relations were topsy-turvy, and it will 
be the business of the proletarian to 
put things right, so that existence may 
be based on terms of equality. 

For the lower-class movement man- 
kind is all, and the individual only a 
piece of material for the building of 
the whole. structure. Man in his re- 
lation to the aggregate is to us like 
the cell in its relation to the body; 
and there is no gainsaying that we 
are waging war against individualism. 
But only as a doctrine, as a philosophy 
of life! Personal philosophy is, in the 
final reckoning, universal philosophy 
and must be reared upon what we all 
have in common, not upon particular 


standpoints and exceptional cases. In- 
dividualism as a theory leads inevita- 
bly to anarchy. Proof: our own period. 

We do not demand uniqueness of 
the individual; what we demand is 
that, as a man among men, he fulfill 
his human duties to the best of his 
ability, staking his share for the com- 
munity. 

And this attitude in turn puts a 
new stamp on our adjustment toward 
Art. 


Many serious-minded people inquire 
anxiously about the position of the 
proletariat towards the fine arts, 
thereby to picture the future to them- 
selves. The old world is so esthetic 
that it can judge of an innovation only 
from its relation to esthetics. Many, 
for instance, have reconciled them- 
selves to soviet Russia at least partly 
because the theater in Russia under 
soviet rule occupies a very high place. 


‘But that is an ominously false con- 
clusion—Culture and Esthetics are 
not the same thing. Hence the mis- 
taken idea that the proletariat would 
first have to acquire a culture. Un- 
questionably the proletariat already 
has a culture (albeit not an esthetic 
one), and a special and very ancient 
one at that; no social class or rank 
can make powerful cultural progress 
without possessing culture. I will not 
make a point of the fact that the 
broad masses have their own fully de- 
veloped ritual of social intercourse; 
any person of lowly origin knows that 
one may just as easily offend against 
good form in the hut as in the halls 
of the great. I have in mind, rather, 
all those eminent personages who dur- 
ing the past half-century ascended 
from below—a species of harbingers 
—to take the stiffness out of the old 
society. Also the mighty, firmly-weld- 
ed labor organizations, which can 
hardly be explained otherwise than as 
the offshoot of a culture, and that a 
culture of great strength. The nucleus 
of. this culture was attained through 
centuries of marching, not leastways 
in that stretch of the endless march 
which may be described as the wan- 
dering through the desert. The com- 
munity of suffering and forbearance, 
the loyal dragging along on this march 
of the wounded, nay often of the dead, 
the common privations and the com- 
mon dream—-all these have produced 
in the lower class a culture which 
expresses itself strongly and clearly as 
Solidarity. And toward this the mase 
is pushing ahead today, forming into 
class, and crystallizing its program. 

In this state of things there is lit- 
tle room for the theater, for esthetics 
in general. With cubism and futur- 
ism, choral chants and all the rest of 
Dadaism, the proletarian has nothing 
whatever to do. Those are phenom- 
ena of bourgeois decay. Anyway, Art 
in the by and large is a cultural pre- 
cipitate rather than live culture, and 
the proletariat’s obligations towards 
life do not lie in that field. 

I wonder if at the time of the 
French Revolution feudalism inquired 
solicitously for the literary and artis 


‘He makes mock 


tic qualifications of- its pretending 
heir, the bourgeoisie? In any case, 
the youthful bourgeoisie, when it got 
into power, had something else to do 
than to “sit pretty’; it conformed the 
world to its image: to a world of 
machines, mass production and whole- 
sale trade. To make up for that, the 
second half of that industrial era dwelt 
in the sign of Literature and Art; it 
became the era of the great princes of 
poetry. 

The proletariat should not try for 
the present to justify itself by art. 
but by the conquest of the world for 
its ideas, and by giving humanity a 
new view of life. There will be time 
enough for the fine arts. 

In what direction are these likely to 
advance? 

Several signs point out that the pro- 
letarian’s pursuit in this province is 
not going to be of an artistic sort, but 
that he will attach more weight to 
the content than to the form. On the 
whole, it may be that the days of art 
as we now know it are numbered. Cer- 
tainly there is taking place within its 
development—viewed in its salient 
features—a shifting in the direction 
of increasing simplicity. Artful verse 
is the oldest literary art form, plain, 
homely prose the youngest. Three 
hundred years ago Cervantes with his 
Don Quixote exterminated the madly 
eccentric novels of chivalry and cre- 
ated the first social novel. And in the 
drama the catastrophic action has to 
be transferred more and more into 
the interior—to disappear entirely in 
the end. The simple account in the 
first-person-singular, the form of the 
letter, memoirs, are gaining more and 
more ground at the cost of invented 
plot. Perhaps the time may be fore- 
seen when art as it is now practiced 
will have wholly gone out of existence. 

At all events, the proletarian starts 
from this simplification, and with good 
reason—his nature being so down- 
right human and universally extant. 
What little he has achieved so far in 
this field is distinguished by its ob- 
jectivity and by the ability of casting 
a glamour over the most commonplace, 
everyday reality. Nor is he likely to 
indulge eventually in equilibristic 
tricks, poising himself free in the alr. 
Not at any rate if he succeeds in car- 
rying out his part. For those things 
he stands too solidly with both feet 
on the ground. 

Contemporary science understands 
how to weigh the stars and moon; but 
it is incompetent to ration bread to 
the hungry. Art is able to produce 
the wonders of all the world as by 
magic from an empty sleeve, and to 
kindle the fairy tale at the colored 
footlights, but ‘the prose of reality, 
gray and heavy as lead, overhangs 
nonetheless the great, broad mass of 
humanity. For all I care, let the pro- 
letarian show himself unfit for the 
production of new theatrical effects, 
provided he make up for it by drawing 
the artistic consequences of his dis- 
tinctiveness of character, and making 
the Everyday bright and brilliant and 
worth living for the many.

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WONDERWORKERS, OLD and NEW

HOSE now living who had be- 
gun to take notice when Joseph 
Pulitzer organized his distin- 
guished newspaper at the confluence 
of two mighty rivers have witnessed 
far more numerous and varied 
changes in the ways of man 
than could the Wandering Jew have 
previously noted in his wellnigh two 
thousand years of restless observation. 
The Post-Dispatch is celebrating not 
only its fiftieth anniversary but the 
Age of Surprises. For half a century 
it has been its business to report al- 
most daily fresh marvels of human 
achievement. 

Mankind has always been ready to 
look for miracles. There are volumes 
of them on record, but they differ es- 
sentially from the increasing wonders 
of our time. They were performed 
with the aid of a god or devil, or by 
means of some charm or magic. They 
were timed for a particular occasion, 
as when Joshua called upon the Lord 
and the sun was stayed in his course 
for ‘about a whole day’ in order that 
the five kings of the Amorites might 
be hanged on five trees. The huge 
tomes containing the Acts of the 
Saints are filled with miraculous cures 
of this unfortunate or that. The 
witches with Satan’s aid plagued indi- 
viduals or at times maliciously ruined 
crops and destroyed cattle. These 
were the kinds of wonders that were 
formerly looked for. And, as might 
be expected, there are many who still 
harbor this ancient taste in miracles. 
The Reverend John Roach Straton not 
long ago publicly announced that an 
angel had opened the front door of the 
pastor's car in order to save his wife 
from death. But should one run 
through the files of the Post-Dispatch 
he would find very few miracles of 
this old type reported. 


The first suggestion of the present 
method of wonderworking we find in 
a curious letter of Roger Bacon, writ- 
ten well over 500 years ago ‘“‘On the 
hidden workings of Nature and Art 
and the Emptiness of Magic.’’ He con- 
jectured that the most marvelous re- 
sults would come from experimenta- 
tion ‘‘which will make all kinds of 
magic appear trivial and absurd.” Car- 
riages can be made to run with in- 
credible velocity without animals to 
draw them. Lifting machines, sus- 
pension bridges and devices for flying 
Can all be contrived if one wil] but 
stop reading old books and set to work 
to study the ways of nature. The 
hopes of Roger Bacon have been re- 
alized—the steel jaws of steam shov- 
els bite out mouthfuls of rocks and 
clay and spew them into winding 
ribbons along which millions of pri- 
vate locomotives course with incred- 
ible speed over hill and dale. Above 
one may hear the whirring of the air- 
plane. 

Francis Bacon, living in the days 
of Shakspeare, expanded in his elo- 
quent and ingenious fashion all the 
arguments of the thirteenth century 
Franciscan. He added to all the pre 
vious conceptions of God that of man's 
playfellow. for the Divine Majesty 
seems to take delight in hiding his 
works from his children and rejoice 
in their finding them out. This was 
@ gracious method of settling the con- 
flict between science and religion, 
which unfortunately has been lost 
sight of in all discussions since. 


The modern wonderworker invokes 
neither God nor the devil. He is hum- 
dle in the face of the mysteries which 
confront him. The more he finds out 
the less it seems to him he knows. He 
has faith and inexhaustible patience. 
He encounters disappointment with 
fortitude. He has to make infinite 
sacrifices of usual diversion, some 
times of health, and now and then 
meets @ martyr’s fate. His virtues are 
different from those of a holy man 
of old but rather more difficult to live 
up to. He has fewer assurances than 
those of the saint and his self-reliance 
must be of a stiffer quality. His 
temptations are many and his struggle 
against them bitter He has to meet 
the questions of his skeptical con- 
freres, not merely startle a gaping 


multitude. 
supplanting 


4 Since the scientist is 
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the ancient saint and scholar it is well 
worth while to point out how differ- 
ently he thinks and acts from the 
thoughtful men who preceded him. Of 
course, “The Scientist’ is a sort of 
myth; it really means the scientifical- 
ly-minded. An investigator need not 
pursue his work by means of test 
tubes, electric currents, microscopes 
and telescopes to be ascientifically- 
minded. He may be studying man as 
well as the world in which we live. 
The chief point is the temper in which 
the investigation is carried on. 
Science may be defined as our pres- 


-ent body of knowledge of whatever 


kind which has been accumulated in a 
scientific spirit. Now the older holy 
men and scholars assumed that the 
best worth while things had already 
been discovered and set down either 
in the Bible or by Aristotle, whose 
works constituted for the thirteenth 
century thinkers a sort of inspired 
body of information which they had 
to accept like the Bible. They sought 
to interpret both and make them 
Clearer, but they felt bound by the 
information which they contained. In 
short, they relied chiefly on authority 
and they dedicated themselves to ex- 
plaining ancient books rather than in- 
vestigating things. 


In contrast with this view that in 
some mysterious way thinkers of long 
ago had come upon all the great 
truths about man and his world, the 
modern scientifically-minded are sus- 
picious of all old books. They rely 
mainly upon current reports of in- 
vestigators. As I recollect, in the Ma- 
rine Biological Laboratory at Woods 
Hole there are toward five hundred 
periodicals relating to the biological 
sciences available in their current is- 
sues, and the library as a whole con- 
sists, not of books but of collections 
of pamphlets, proceedings and con- 
tributions. To the investigator a book 
is already antiquated before it is pub- 
lished. To the scientifically-minded, 
Nature is as yet so imperfectly under- 
stood that all investigators are but 
gropers. They are ever ready for 
fresh news and views. hey respect 
the earlier explorers, but freely revise 
and build upon what Newton, Lavoi- 
sier, Dalton, Faraday, Darwin, Pas- 
teur and all the rest have pointed out. 
They are thus in no way pledged to 
earlier conclusions. It is not so much 
their business to prove their predeces- 
sors right or wrong, as to carfy on 
their work. 

Until recently, ancient conclusions 
in regard to the nature and conduct 
of men and women were felt to be 
far more important and far more 
firmly established than those in the 
realm of natural science. This very 
common idea was not long ago sol- 
emniy repeated by the President of 
Columbia University. Dr. Butler 
says: “It is one of the curious and un- 
explained phenomena of human his- 
tory that long before man had any 
but the most general and superficial 
knowledge of the structure and laws 
of the physical universe, his spirit 
poured itself out in amazing revela- 
tions and conquests. The highwater 
mark of religious thought and feeling, 
of philosophic insight and interpreta- 
tion Was reached .... when men had 
not so much as an inkling of the ele- 
mentary knowledge of the materia! 
universe which is now possessed by 


every intelligent child.’ Just when 
the tide rose highest in religious 
thought and philosophic insight Dr 


Butler prudently refrains from stat- 
ing. It must, however, have been a 
long time ago because he places it 
before there was so much ag an ink- 
ling of the knowledge now possessed 
by every intelligent child in regard to 
the world in which he finds himself. 
Any medieval monk would have 
agreed heartily with Dr. Butler. But 
this confidence in ancient lore is not 
a ‘curious and unexplained” aspect of 
human history; on the contrary it is 
exactly what might have been expect- 
ed. It has always been easier to 
“peur out” old notions than to gain 
new ones. The holy man could com- 
fortably sit under a tree and imagine 
a suitable order of the world or. like 
Socrates. pester with awkward ques- 
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tions those he met in the Athenian 
market place. It was not so hard to 
get hold of the book of Job and write 
a fantastic commentary on it, as did 
Gregory the Great, finding deep alle- 
gorical meanings in the number of 
oxen and asses Job possessed, or to 
rephrase the works of Aristotle as did 
Thomas Aquinas.

These illustrations will show why 
in recent attempts at clear thinking 
there is a tendency to beware of such 
words as the mind, reason, the will, 
and even consciousness and especially 
the recklessly employed expression, 
“‘the unconscious.” All these look 
like imaginary agents rather than ob- 
servable processes. We cannot do 
more than take note of how we and 
others behave; how we ourselves think 
and feel and how others tell us they 
think and feel. This is all the data 
available. And in trying to understand 
human behavior in this comprehensive 
sense it does not help but heavily 
hampers the investigator to try to 
bring in the mind, reason or the will. 
He is afraid that if he does so he will 
drop into the old easy habit of relying 
On imaginary agents in lieu of actual 
happenings. 


Formerly it was customary to make 
the sharpest possible distinction  be- 
tween mind and body. And all sorts 
of efforts were made to bridge the 
gulf between them or explain how the 
mind, being immaterial and without 
substance, could direct and control 
the action of arms and legs, which are 
heavy material things. No one ever 
reached any satisfactory solution of 
this puzzle. It seemed easy to explain 
how if a stone were thrown into a 
lake it would make a splash, because 
matter could work upon matter. But 
how could the mind, which was not 
made of matter, cause your hand to 
reach for a stone and heave it into 
the water? It is one of the most as- 
tonishing results of recent thought 
that this hoary old question is xetting 
answered, partly by dropping out old 
assumptions on which the philosophers 
worked, partly by new knowledge. It 
must be remembered that Christian 
teachers have almost always had a 
contempt for the body which perishes 
and a sublime conception of the im- 
portance of the soul which they be- 
lieved to be eternal, destined to sur- 
vive forever either in a state of in- 
effable bliss or indescribable torture. 
In dealing with the mind and with 
reason the philosophers always had 
this conception of the soul in the 
background. They also felt the body 
to be its transitory instrument. It 
was made of matter and matter to 
them was dead, contemptible stuff in 
which the soul was imprisoned. The 
ascetics systematically maltreated 
their bodies as vile enemies ever drag- 
ging them into temptations. The flesh 
was a millstone hanging on the neck 
of the spirit. While philosophers were 
rarely ascetics, they could not but be 
deeply influenced by the religious doc- 
trines which they accepted. They 
thought of matter as inert and they 
knew very little indeed of the vast 
stream of life which had been flowing 
down the ages and out of which man 
finally emerged. 

No present-day chemist or physicist 
would think of matter as inert and 
impotent stuff. They know that it is 
filled with indescribable activity. It 
is on the go every instant, never by 
any possibility at rest. It keeps con- 
stantly rearranging itself into new de- 
signs, each with its peculiar properties. 
The chemists have learned to make 
substances which never existed before. 
They become creators who, owing to 
the still unexhausted potentialities of 
atomic and molecular combinations, 
can make any number of lovely dyes 
and perfumes out of black, malodorous 
coal tar. 

As regards the human body, if one 
will but find out how it is made and 
how it acts, it fills one with a venera- 
tion akin to religious awe. The old 
ignorant talk about the body in- 
dulged in by those who pride them- 
selves on their spirituality seems 
downright blasphemy. There are at 
least fifteen thousand different spe- 
cies of animals whose bodies consist 
of one cell only, so small that you 
can rarely see much of their form and 
ways without magnifying them from 
three hundred to five hundred times 
their size. If they are the size of a 
fine needle point, say a hundredth of 
an inch across, they can with a micro- 
scope be made to appear as big as a 
mouse or a rabbit. They all make a 
living by hunting or trapping, they 
can evade danger, learn something by 
experience, have signs of a memory, 
adjust themselves to novel circum- 
stances and propagate their kind in

But it is cheaper and easier 
to dismiss biologists as ‘‘materialists’’ 
than to be God’s playfellow. 


From the very first, all living things 
exhibit a certain awareness of sur- 
rounding objects; act purposively in 
themselves, in getting a 
livelihood and in reproducing. The 
very little creatures of which we have 
been speaking have no eyes, ears or 
noses. They can feel in their blind- 
ness and they have something corre- 
sponding to taste for they will eject 
things which disturb them. Yet we 
hardly think of them as having a 
mind or reason. It is in their nature 
to behave as if they did. All that 
has been recalled above it will be not- 
ed is the statement of facts which 
anyone can observe who will take the 
trouble. They are not quoted from 
some revered authority, nor are they 
assumptions. They seem to be just 
plain facts. I have seen this much 
myself. 

Man's body has a history reaching 
back to one-celled creatures. Each 
generation had to get enough to eat 
and protect itself long enough to pro- 
duce a succeeding generation. When 
man took on his present bodily form 
he had to do the same things in or- 
der that you and I should be here to 
consider how we came about. He had 
the foundation of astounding viabil- 
ity or keep-going-ness before he ex- 
hibited any evidence of what we call 
mind.

The main point is to show how it 
is possible to conceive of man starting 
with the ways of an animal and grad- 
ually learning to make distinctions, 
inferences, gain clearer memories, 
imagine more vividly, imitate more 
consciously and finally experiment 
and plan. This means nothing lesg 
than that he was very gradually get- 
ting a ‘‘mind”’ superior to that of any 
of his predecessors and with promise 
of indefinite increase. Mental pro- 
cesses are, in short, the chief elements 
in civilization and grow mightily along 
with man’s other arts. They are not a 
‘“‘mysterious something’ implanted in 
every human being, but a slowly de- 
veloped awareness of things and the 
capacity to make more and more dis- 
coveries and see how they can be used 
to better human conditions.

Words, Words, Words 


_. NE of the most fundamental 
( es of mankind is his 

__# talking. Only very lately, how- 
ever, has language begun to be un- 
derstood and its origin is by no 
means s0 mysterious as it (for- 
merly seemed. Older writers were 
prone to define speech as a method 
of conveying ideas. They also 
set off words sharply from acts. 
It would appear, however, on more 
careful inspection that words and sen- 
tences are rarely and exceptionally 
employed primarily to impart ideas; 
and that they were in the beginning 
and have continued to be overt acts. 
They are part of human conduct, be- 
ginning with noises and cries such as 
many creatures beside man are ac- 
customed to use without any appar- 
ent expression of an idea. And man’s 
bark like the dog’s can often be worse 
than his bite. <A scornful taunt con- 
sisting of mere words may produce a 
bruise more painful and hasting than 
a kick. To be told to ‘‘get out” is as 
effective as having the door slammed 
in your face. A letter made of just 
words may function quite as poignant- 
ly as actual caresses or a spanking. 
Business is largely transacted by writ- 
ten promises. By just talking, clergy- 
men, teachers, politicians, lawyers and 
editors can make a living-—for their 
words are as marketable as would be 
the apples they might grow or the 
shoes and stockings they might make. 
A recent writer has pointed out that 
among savages silence is an unfriend- 
ly act. When human beings meet 
they are expected to make noises of 
some kind and the fewer ideas con- 
veyed the better. Of course words 
are employed too to convey ideas and 
information but very commonly they 
are gestures made with the vocal or- 
gans rather than the hands or shoul- 
ders. If we will but observe our own 
words and those we listen to or find 
written in books, newspapers or on 
stock certificates, we can hardly fail 
to agree that words are acts intimate- 
ly associated with all our other ac 
tions.

In the material field the men chosen to treat the several subjects, 
Electricity, Chemistry, Aviation, Exploration, etc., etc., etc., were urged 
to look forward, rather than backward, so that they too would be con- 
tributors to a symposium on “what our civilization will come to.” 
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using his vocal organs as he learned 
new ways of using his hands. 
As he made discriminations and dis- 
tinctions he could re-enforce his dis- 
coveries by making a peculiar sound, 
which led in time to the famillar pro- 
cess of creating names which could be 
used when the various objects or situa- 
tions could not be pointed to or de- 
scribed by gesture. He began to be 
able to tell about things and each 
name accepted by the tribe served to 
set off some particular thing more 
clearly than hitherto from the gross 
mass of vague impressions. A name 
sharpened each object and act and 
thereby made thinking clearer. For 
example, when one learns the terms 
for the various parts of an automobile 
he is sure to understand their func- 
tioning and inter-corelation far better 
than he could possibly do if he just 
looked at it as a whole. So man’s 
progress has come with making dis- 
tinctions and salting them down with 
names, and this helped him to get 
more understanding and also to raise 
his untutored children to the degree 
of understanding prevailing in the 
tribe. 

The infant, starting as a speechless 
little animal, first learns that vague 
noises bring relief when he is hungry 
or suffering from a loose safety pin. 
Before long, however, he shows a pas- 
sion for naming ‘things, accepting 
sometimes those suggested by his el- 
ders, sometimes preferring his own. 
Dr. Watson has recently called atten- 
tion to the fact that what we call 
thinking is just talking to vurselves. 
While there may be some reservations 
to be made, I believe that anyone who 
will watch himself will find that this 
is essentially true. Between each sen- 
tence as I am writing at this moment 
I find myself talking a little to my- 
self, about what Wundt, Jespersen, 
Mrs. De Laguna and John Watson 
have said about talking, and am ask- 
ing various questions as to how much 
better we might get along with our- 
selves in controlling strings of dis- 
agreeable memories and apprehensions 
if we did but ask ourselves ‘“‘why am 
I carrying on such a fool and fruitless 
conversation with myself? I should 
be infinitely bored if I had to listen 
to anyone else making such idiotic re- 
marks.”

F | WERE allowed to offer an 
xhortation to the historians, to 
the theorists of politics and to the 
publicists of today—an _ exhorta- 
tion from which my already old ex- 
perience in this field of studies could 
perhaps remove any appearance of 
arrogance—-I would say to them 
that they must be vigilant to prevent 
the filtering into their judgments and 
reasonings of concepts derived from 
historical materialism, and be eager to 
dispel what of them has already found 
its way and still persists therein. 
It is generally asserted that his- 


torical materialism has been confuted 
and overcome, as is attested by the 
books dealing with its criticism, and 
by the nearly complete exhaustion of 
ite literature, so bold about 40 years 
ago, and which now seems to prosper 
only in Russia. It has been s0 con- 
futed and overcome that, we begin to 
use a larger degree of fairness in 
speaking of the offices which it ac- 
complished and of the services it ren- 
dered, exactly as we use toward facts 
and ideas that belong to the past. 

But, even granting that the doc- 
trine of historical materialism has 
been overcome in some high theoretic 
spheres, its superstitions or remnants 
still remain, as it often happens, and 
in the practical field they are the most 
efficacious and insinuating parts of a 
doctrine, because they operate when 
it is no longer remembered how they 
were born, without a clear reattach- 
ment to the principle from which they 
derive, like truths which are found in 
the general opinion, not disputed and 
apparentiy undisputable: and there- 
fore they do not remain confined in 
the treatises of philosophers and men 
of learning, but are directiy bound to 
the historical interpretations, to the 
judgments of political facts, te the 
regulations proposed for practical ac- 
tion. 

It is important to have clearly in 
mind the real nature of historical 
materialism and its genesis. -It is 
well known that it was conceived about 
the middle of the last century by Marx, 
philosopher of the extreme Hegelian 
left. In that school the search in- 
clined toward the supreme principle 
or the Absolute, from which the worid 
is actuated. This principle, which He- 
gel thought of as the Logos or the 
Idea, and to which the Hegelian right 
restored the ancient name and per- 
sonality of God, but which the left was 
proceeding to identify with nature or 
matter, was conceived by Marx in so- 
cial life and history. which consthut- 
ec his only concern, as utility or eco- 
nomics.

PPLE in one hand, open book, in 
the other, munching, reading, bump- 
ing people on the sidewalk”—such is 
an early St. Louis picture of the ‘60's, self- 
drawn in his later years, of the lanky youth 
who was to become the founder of the Post: 
Dispatch, proprietor of the New York World, 
dominant force in American politics; destined 


to leave behind him one of the greatest names 
in American journalism and the memory of 
one of the most vivid, arresting and extraordi- 
Mary personalities of his time; a man whose 64 
years of life contained ambition, activity, achieve- 
ment—and tragedy—enough to fill a dozen or- 
dinary lives. 
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Irony always appealed to Joseph Pulitzer. 


He was himself a master of it. Irony there 


certainly was in the chance that brought this 
18-year-old German-speaking Hungarian to St. 
Louis in the ‘60's, on some jokers assurance 


that it was just the place to Americanize him 
because he would hear only English spoken (') 
Joke or no joke, it was the best thing that 
could have happened to him. When, that cold 
October night in 1865, the penniless, mustered- 
out soldier lad from New York crossed the 
Mississippi on a Wiggins Ferry boat, paying 
his passage by stoking, roasting in front while 
the chill wind blew on his back, he was un: 
wittingly coming to one of the few places in 
the United States of that period most likely 
to bring out what was in him. It is easy to 
see why.’ 

In the first place, when a year or so earlier 
he stepped on American soil, he was not the 
usual ignorant type of immigrant. To pretend 
he was might make his story even more fro 


mantic. But the facts were otherwise. Born 
April 10, 1847, in Mako, Hungary, he came 
from a family in more than comfortable cir- 
cumstances and was sent to private schools 
where his education was well and broadly be- 
gun. His father was a prosperous grain dealer 
of Hungarian-Jewish descent. His mother was 
an Austrian Catholic—of beauty and distinction, 
as may be seen in the miniature of her that 
Joseph Pulitzer kept always near him to the 
end of his life. “So tiny was she, he used to 
say in moments of tender recollection, ‘and 
I so tall, that before I left home she had to 
stand on tiptoe to box my ears.” 

There was a younger brother, Albert; a 
sister and an elder brother, both of whom 
died young; also .two uncles, officers in the 
Austrian Army. His father died, and after his 
mother married again, the boy Joseph left home 
to try to go into the army, the usual career 
for well-to-do, adventurous youth of the period. 
Failing in this in Austria because of his slender 
physique, he made similar unsuccessful attempts 


in Paris and London, fell into the hands of a 
United States recruiting agent in Hamburg, and, 
some time in 1864, found himself in Boston 
harbor where he thriftily slipped overboard and 
swam ashore—no doubt, as his biographer, Don 
C. Seitz, says, “to collect his own bounty.” 


The rest of the early story has been often 
told by Seitz and others: the enlistment in the 
Lincoln Cavalry—“I wanted to ride a horse, 
to be a horse soldier, I did not like to walk” 
—the hard knocks from unsympathetic officers, 
save one who finally rescued him and took 
him for his orderly; the still harder, jobless 
days in New York after mustering out, when 
the threadbare youth in his worn uniform hung 
about City Hall Park and was asked by the 
porter of French's Hotel in Park Row to stop 
having his shoes polished there—the very site 
he afterward bought for the World Building; 
and finally, on the jokers advice, the start 
for St. Louis, whether in coach or freight car 
nobody knows. 

The point is this: the shivering lad, speaking

Nevertheless, to the young job-hunt- 
er who between whiles haunted the 
Mercantile Library, waiting on the 
in the morning for the doors 
to open, reading until they had to 
drive him out at night, attracting at- 
tention at last by his prowess in the 
chess room, the notice of men like 
the librarian, Udo Brachvogel, Carl 
Schurz, Emil Preetorious, Dr. George 
Engelmann, the botanist; Professor 
Louis Soldan, superintendent of 
schools, must have cOme like rain to 
parched corn. He might have dried 
early on the stalk had such friends 
never arrived. That they did arrive 
is testimony to the interest the eager, 
awkward, knowledge-hungry boy in- 
spired. Professor Thomas Davidson, 
then a teacher in the St. Louis High 
School, scholar of the first rank, be- 
came his lifelong friend. The law- 
yers, William Patrick and Charles 
Philip Johnson, the latter Circuit At- 
torney and later Lieutenant-Governor, 
encouraged and aided him. His law- 
ver friends got him the job of record- 
ing the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad 
charter in the 12 counties through 
which the projected road was to pass 
——a rough ‘‘horseback’’ task that he 
did well and that earned him desk 
room in the office of Mr. Patrick, 
where he read harder than ever and 
fitted himself for the bar. He applied 
for his naturalization papers and be- 
came an American citizen, renouncing 
forever his allegiance to the Emperor 
of Austria. He slept with an English 
dictionary under his pillow in his hur- 
ry to become a: thorough American 
and learn all there was to be learned 
about American history and American 
institutions. Schurz and Preetorius 
secured him the secretaryship of the 
Deutsche Gesellschaft, a society that 
helped newly arrived Germans, and 
later, when the Westliche Post. needed 
a reporter, they decided to give young

ITH this job his real career be- 
\ gan. So proud of his new re- 
sponsibility that he could hard- 


lv believe his luck, he plunged head- 
long into the work. At first ‘‘Joey,’’

the new German reporter, in his 
long linen duster and chip hat, his 
sharp chin with the tuft of red 
beard, his be-spectacled, exaggerated 


nose and his whirlwind dashes after 
news, was something of a joke among 
St. Louls newspaper men. But the 
laughter never bothered him, and pres- 
ently editors of the English newspa- 
pers began to ask their own staffs 
why this German reporter was scoring 
so many ‘beats’’ and whether it 
wouldn't be wise to stop guying him 
and try to imitate his methods. Henry 
C. Brockmeyer, who founded the St. 
Louis Philosophical Society, appraised 
the ‘‘joke’’ reporter as follows: 


That young fellow cinches the fu- 
ture; they think because he trundles 
about with himself a big cobnose, 
a whopper jaw and bullfrog eyes 
that he has no sense; but I tell you 
that he possesses greater dialectical 
ability than all of them put togeth- 
er. I know it for I have felt it; 
mark me, he is now engaged in the 
making of a greater man than Edi- 
tor Danzer, or Editor Preetorius, or 
even Schurz. 

Philosopher or no _ philosopher— 
Joseph Pulitzer himself never banked 
much on philosophy—Brockmeyer was 
right. In three years the tireless 
“Joey"’ made himself not only the 
driving force of the Westliche Post, 
but also a recognized authority on 
Missouri politics and a highly respect- 
ed power in the civic life of St. Louis. 
As correspondent of the Westliche 
Post at Jefferson City, he gained a 
devastating insight into the lobbying, 
corruption and graft that surrounded 
the Legislature. A little later he ran 
for the Legislature in the Fifth Rep- 
resentative District, normally Demo- 
cratic, and, after a vigorous campaign, 
won. On the morning of the election 


the Missouri Democrat, Republican 
newspaper, said of him: ‘Mr. Pulitzer 
is neither an old resident, a great 
man, norarich man. He is young and 
has lived here only since his return 


from service in the army. But he is 
a young man of thorough honesty, 
whose business it has been, as local 


editor, to understand the workings of 
our city government, and he has a 
fine education and natural ability.” 
he young Legislator-correspondent 
was only 22 years old. He promptly 
set himself the large-sized job of abol- 
ishing the corrupt County Court 
which then shared the Government of 
St. Louis, named railroad directors, 
appointed county officials, controlled 
funds for public institutions—with 
scandalous profit to favored contrac- 
tors, some of whom were among its 
own members. Capt. Edward Augus- 
tine, burly Supervisor of Registrations 
for St. Louis County, one of this ring, 
held a $1,000,000 contract for 
the new insane asylum, resented the 
youngster’s attacks in the Westliche 
Post, and, in the lobby of Schmidt’s 
Hotel, Jefferson City, publicly 
called him a liar. Whereupon the 
excitable ‘‘Joey’’ rushed out, re- 
turned in 10 minutes with a 
pistol, and after further 
change of words shot Augustine 
in the Bystanders inter- 
posed and ‘‘Joey’’ was arrested. 
He was fined $5 in the Police 
Court next morning for disturb- 
ing the peace; but was later in- 
dicted for assault and attempt 
to kill, Friends rallied to his 
support, C. P. Johnson and 
another St. Louis lawyer, Brit- 
ton A. Hill, defended him; and 
when a fine of $100 plus costs 
of $300 proved too much for his 
slender resources, ex-Mayor 
Daniel G. Taylor, Lieutenant- 
Governor E. O. Stanard, Henry 
C. Yaeger and others came for- 
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ward with the amount—every 
dollar of which Mr. Pulitzer 
later repaid.

The deep-rooted instinct that 
made Joseph Pulitzer a life-long 
foe of privilege soon urged him 
into larger fields and bigger 
battles. He entered heart and 
soul into the revolt, led by Carl 
Schurz in Missouri, against the 
corruption, land-grabbing and 
carpet-bagging that flourished 
under the first Grant adminis- 
tration, culminating in the 
nation-wide Liberal Republican 
movement that nominated 
Horace Greeley for the presi- 
dency. In the election of B. 
Gratz Brown to the Governor- 
ship of Missouri, and afterward 


in the Cincinnati convention 
that nominated Greeley, young Pulit- 
zer was a conspicuous figure. He 


stumped the Middle West for Greeley, 
making 60 speeches in German. 

Though the Greeley movement 
failed, it did two important things for 
Joseph Pulitzer: (1) It pried him 
loose from the Republican party, 
vhich he saw henceforth as the party 
of privilege. (2) It established his 
dominant position on the Westliche 
Post. Schurz and Preetorius, dis- 
couraged by the Greeley failure, sold 
him a proprietary interest on very 
easy terms. Retiring some months 
after with $30,000 received for that 
interest, he took a trip to Europe, re- 
turned to St. Louis, made a profitable 
deal in the quick purchase and sale of 
the Staats Zeitung plant and franchise, 
and for the first time found leisure 
and security to take stock of him- 
self. 

Cheap lodging houses had ceased to 
be a necessity. He had moved first to 
the Lindell Hotel, fashionable bachelor 
quarters of the day, and later to 1547 
Papin street, where he was a neighbor 


of Schurz. He rode daily with cronieg 
like Col. J. C. Normile and Col. J. 
S. Torrey. Balls, parties and the Sun- 


day evening musicales at the home of 
Mr. Balmer, music dealer and patron 
of the day, mellowed and humanized 
the young crusader. He still frequent- 
ed Roeslin’s bookstore and Bessehl’'s 
saloon, where he was a particular com- 
fort to a cartoonist soon to be famous, 
Joseph Keppler, who used to say that 
when all other ideas failed him, he 
could always draw ‘‘Joey’’ Pulitzer’s 
nose. 

But the owner of that nose could 
no more do without politics than he 
could do without food. We find him

‘Tadpoles’ they were called—but at 
the same time already showing signs 
of his lfelong steadfast refusal to 
swallow whole the platforms or strat- 
egy of any party. 

Plainly, he was already doing his 
own political thinking. As a delegate 
to the Missouri State Constitutional 
Convention in 1875, he did valiant 
service for State rights, upholding the 
right of the people of Missouri to 
amend their Constitution by constitu- 
tional convention every 10 years, urg- 
ing public schools that should provide 
the broadest education for the poor, 
and pointing to Tweed methods in 
New York as a warning against the 
proposal to give the Missouri Legisla- 
ture power to change at any time the 
charter of St. Louis. After another 
trip to Europe, the Tilden campaign 
of 1876 drew him closer still to the 
Democratic party in the fight against 
corruption, sectionalism, and exploita- 
tion of the South. He made many 
speeches, this time in English, includ- 
ing a notable one at Cooper Union, 
New York; and, during the electoral 
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do or die into the meager staff, rolled 
up his sleeves and pitched in. ‘‘So for- 
lorn was the equipment,” Seitz notes, 
“that there were no ropes to lower the 
elevator from the composing room to 
the press room, and the forms were 
slid perilously down the stairs.”

The paper had steadily 
picked up, prospered and continued to 
prosper, until, in hardly than 
two years, it put Joseph Pulitzer far 
and forever beyond all worry about 
mortgages, liens or any other of the 
debt burdens he always shunned like 
the plague.

HE year 1878 was an eventful 
one in Joseph Pulitzer’s life. In 
June he was married to Miss 
Kate Davis of Washington, D. C., 
daughter of William Worthington 
Davis of Georgetown, distantly related 
to Jefferson Davis of the Southern 
Confederacy. In December, after a 
honeymoon abroad, a look at various 
newspaper prospects in New York, and 
a brief flirtation with the idea of prac- 
ticing law——he had been admitted to 
the bar in the District of Columbia— 
he was back in St. Louis convinced 
that his friend C. P. Johnson was 
right; the only career for him was the 
career of a journalist. Therefore when, 
on December 9, 1878, the moribund 
St. Louis Dispatch, consisting chiefly of 
debts, broken-down presses and an ASs- 
sociated Press franchise, was offered 
for sale by the Sheriff on the steps of 
the Courthouse, Joseph  Pulitzer’s 
agent was on hand with $2500 of Jo- 
seph Pulitzer’s money, and for that 
price, subject to a $30,000 lien, the 
Dispatch became Joseph Pulitzer’s.

Throughout the day, every de-

He was intensely in- 
terested in news, knew every re- 
porter personally and within 10 
minutes after the printed paper was 
in his hands he knew who had 
written the stories, good and bad. 
Many a $5 raise in salary was given 
in midweek to someone who had 
done especially good work. ‘‘Every 
reporter is a hope—every editor a 
disappointment,’ he used to say in 
later years.

To champion the 
common people, to 
guide the thought 
and political action of 
the common people— 
that was the function 
of a newspaper that 
appealed primarily to 
Joseph Pulitzer. With 
all his uncanny news 
sense, his heart and 
soul were always in 
the editorial page. But 
to reach millions edi- 
torially, a paper must 
have a big circulation. 
To gain a big circulation a paper 
must give people what interests and 
attracts them. There is one obvious 
danger in this formula—danger that 
effort to win circulation may, in com- 
petition with other newspapers, lead to 
a race toward extravagance, and sen- 
sationalism in the selection and pres- 
entation of news. 


In New York particularly Mr. Pu- 
litzer had sharp experience of that 
danger. The overzeal of expert circu- 
lation builders rushed the news 
columns of The World for a time into 
the zone then deemed “‘yellow.”’ The 
often absent owner, inattentive to all 
save the desired growth and financial 
solidity that meant security and wide 
influence for the editorial page, sud-

could have been happy with such a 
newspaper. 

His ideas of what a newspaper 
should and should not be, he himself 
condensed into the few pithy lines that 
are printed daily on the Post-Dispatch 
editorial page as the Post-Dispatch 
Platform. It was on his sixtieth birth- 
day, April 10, 1907, when, as On many 
other occasions during his later years 
of blindness and ill health, he thought 
he had persuaded himself to retire, 
that he cabled the Post-Dispatch from 
Europe: 

I know that my retirement will 


make no difference in its cardinal — 


principles; that it will always fight 
for progress or reform, never toler- 
ate injustice or corruption, always

denly found that public respect for 
that page might be weakened by a 
decrease in public respect for the news 
columns. He realized the mistake, 
repaired it and took care for the rest 
of his life that it was not made again. 
But he never relaxed his demand for 
more and ever more circulation. That 
was the indispensable basis on which 
he built. A newspaper with a limited 
class of readers would never have Sat- 
isfied him. Not even though it put 
millions into his bank account and 
never gave him a moment's worry. 
He could not talk to or for a limited 
class. 

Nor could he ever hav: .-en satis- 
fied with a newspaper tiut merely 
printed the news. On no point was 
he more emphatic: “A newspaper 
should be more than a first-rate news- 
paper, printing every day first-rate 
news and first-rate editorials. It 
should have hobbies, undertake re- 
forms. lead crusades and thereby es- 
tablish a name for individuality and 
active public service.”’ It is quite true 
that one of the most successful news- 
papers in the United States, the New 
York Times, has prospered greatly on 
the diametrically opposite theory. Mr. 
Pulitzer would have been the first to 
admit the fact. But it was not his 
theory of a newspaper and he never 


fight demagogues of all parties, nev- 
er belong to any party, always op- 
pose privileged classes and public 
plunderers, never lack sympathy 
with the poor, always remain de- 
voted to the public welfare, never 
be satisfied with merely printing 
news; always be drastically inde- 
pendent; never be afraid to attack 
wrong, whether by predatory plu- 
tocracy or predatory poverty. 

Thirty years of newspaper thought, 
thirty years of newspaper experience, 
thirty years of consistent newspaper 
policy were in that brief platform. No 
newspaper has ever fought, achieved 
and prospered on a better one. 

There had been personal journalism 
in the United States before Joseph Pu- 
litzer. But there had never.been the 
kind of personal journalism—nmilitant 
without fanaticism, vigorous without 
prejudice, consistent without narrow- 
ness, critical without one-sidedness, 
forceful without extravagance or idio- 
syncrasies—that Joseph Pulitzer intro- 
duced. It was a journalism intensely 
personal in its scrupulous effort to be 
impersonal; to be fair, clear, straight- 
forward and potent in its devotion to 
public as distinguished from private 
or partisan service. 

Charles <A. Dana and i “Horace 
Greeley were great journalists who 
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put their own vigorous personalities— 
prejudices and peculiarities included 
—jnto their work. Theirs was a per- 
sonal journalism whose strong, pre- 
dominant flavor was the pungent par- 
ticular feelings and tastes of the writ- 
er. Joseph Pulitzer tortured himself 
and his editors to make sure that no 
vestige of personal feeling or preju- 
dice found its way into an editorial. 
An intimate note to one of those edit- 
ors in 1907 is extraordinarily reveal- 
ing: 

Private gossip, private belief, pri- 
vate conviction even, can never be 
permitted to be the basis of edi- 
torial action influencing cold, re- 
sponsible and presumably provable 
and conscious type and print. I am 
more and more alarmed by the way 
you talk about public persons in pri- 
vate and perhaps allow this talk to 
influence your action, which should 
be judicious, calm, as well as con- 
scientious——instead of personal and 
passionate. 


He was equally insistent that no 
property interests of his should by 
‘so much as a shadow of a scintilla of 
a shade’’-~his favorite measure of 
minuteness—-influence his newspapers 
to suppress any news they ought to 
print or to refrain from any campaign 
of exposure they might deem it a pub- 
lic service to undertake. He made his 
editors solemnly swear they would 
never allow the paper’s policy to be 
affected by his personal investments. 
Those investments grew to be very 
large. Though his personal expendi- 
tures increased to formidable figures, 
the thrift instinct of the St. Louis boy 
of the ‘60's, who used to give his 
landlady most of his earnings in order 
to enjoy the security of feeling his 
rent was paid ahead, persisted in the 
man—merely readjusted to millions. 
At any time in his later life the idea 
of spending more than a moderate part 
of his income would have filled him 
with horror. Debt was his idea of 


hell. 
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HE years following the pur- 
chase of The World, years 0! 
strenuous competition with the 
Herald and with the Journal, the lat- 
ter started by Mr. Pulitzer’s younger 
brother, Albert, but soon sold to Mr. 
Hearst, years of achievement and suc- 
cess, were also years of great physi- 
cal strain. With all his tremendous 
energy he had never been robust. His 
hard work in the Tilden campaign had 
revealed an ominous weakness of the 
lungs. His eyes had always given 
more or less trouble. In the late 
‘80's, in the full current of suc- 
cess, his sight began to be seriousl) 
affected and his whole physical con 
dition to show signs of collapse. 
Longer vacations and absences from 
the office did no good After warn- 
ings from doctors in America and 
Europe, he stopped all work and start- 
ed on a trip around the world—his 
letters to Mrs. Pulitzer from India 
poignant messages from a man trying 
hard to think himself ‘‘at least no 
worse.” 

But the trouble with the eyes be- 
came suddenly acute and forced a re- 
turn to Europe where the verdict was 
dire—detachment of the retina with- 
out probability of anything but in- 
creasing darkness. Yet he clung t 
the hope he might still be to some ex- 
tent active. Returning to America he 
consulted Dr. Weir Mitchell, nerve 
specialist of the first rank, and was 
gravely assured that further newspa- 
per work could only mean swifter 
descent of the curtain and greater dis- 
aster to his general health 

This for a man of only 44, whose 
energy was superhuman, who lived 
for news, politics and editorial ex- 
pression, whose personal fortune was 
already so great that he could have 
gone anywhere or done anything that 


offered the slightest 
hope of restoring 
sight or health! 
Small wonder there 
was resistance, re- 
volt and a restiless- 
ness that only in- 
creased as he grew 
older. Yet he was 
still to live 20 years 
and do work that 
helped make  his- 
tory. Every now 
and then he formal- 
ly ‘‘retired’’ from 
active management 
of his newspapers. 
But he could no 
more keep his 
thought and his 
7ii from  6om 
stantly breaking 
through that retire- 
ment than he could 
stop the flow of 
blood from and to 
his heart. He now 
sought only condi- 
tions under which 
he might work with 
least danger to him- 
self, where relaxa- 
tion might relieve 
and distance lessen 
the mastering urge 
to ‘‘keep in touch 
with the office.” 

Presently it became a_ ceaseless 
quest for quiet, change, cures, a cli- 
mate not too hot and not too cold, 
distraction for a restless energy irri- 
tated by semi-invalidism and grad- 
ual loss of sight. Bar Harbor, Jekyll 
Island and Lakewood, where he had 
summer or winter houses; Wiesbaden, 
Karlsbad, Aix-les-Bains, Hamburg, St. 
Moritz, Nice, Cap Martin, where villas 
were taken for him; occasional stays 
in London, Vienna and Berlin and 
brief visits to New York—always dis- 
astrous despite the famous soundproof 
bedroom specially added to his Seven- 
ty-third street house—such became, 
in whole or in part, the almost year- 
ly round. Dread of noise grew to be 
an obsession. Everywhere bedrooms 
noiseproof, surrounded on all sides 
and above and below by unoccupied 
rooms, must be sought for him. Four 
of the largest White Star liners pro- 
vided him with specially constructed 
suites and huge grass mats to be 
spread on the adjoining decks to dead- 
en the sound of footfalls. 

A trip across the Atlantic, landing 
and dinner at Plymouth, a special 
night train to Liverpool, and another 
steamer back to America next morn- 
ing, with a return to Europe a few 
days later, was nothing out of the 
common. Other nervous invalids with 
active minds might pace up and down 
a room. Joseph Pulitzer paced up 
and down continents. In the last 
years of his life his yacht ‘‘Liberty,’’ 
of 1500 tons, specially designed with 
soundproof bulkheads and an unob- 
structed deck for walking, gave him 
the nearest approach to peace he was 
ever to know. On the ‘“‘Liberty’’ he 
cruised, in three years, 130,000 miles, 
mostly in the Mediterranean. 

Yet, wherever he went he was con- 
stantly in touch with his newspapers, 
receiving reports, cabling directions,

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keeping editors moving back and forth 
across the Atlantic, planning, suggest- 
ing, criticising, making his uncanny 
divinations in the field of politics, 
mapping out policies, campaigns, cru- 
sades. One would have thought even 
aman in his condition might have 
been content now and then to sit qul- 
etly on the deck of his yacht in the 
sun, with the breeze blowing in his 
face, exchanging an occasional idle 
remark with a companion. Not Jo- 
seph Pulitzer. Breeze and sunshine 
he demanded. But from the time he 
rose at 7 in the morning to the time 
he went to bed at 10 in the evening, 
his mind must be either giving some- 
thing out or taking something in— 
one secretary relieving another to ap- 
pease that colossal mental appetite. 
Yet his constant lament was that he 
could do so little, that ‘“‘his newspa- 
pers: would be judged by the pitiful 
contributions of an invalid that were 
all he could make to them.’ 


“TIT haven’t time to be bDrief,’’ his 
cables or letters usually began. He 
worshiped condensation, brevity, 
point. Brevity stood with him only 
second to accuracy. “ACCURACY— 
TERSENESS—ACCURACY,” was the 
famous motto he literally engraved 
upon the walls of his editorial rooms. 
Mere words—‘‘grass’’ he called it 
when it took the form of lengthy 
scenic passages in novels—filled him 
with dismay. ‘Tell him to take 20 
hours for his editorial and get it into 
20 lines.’’ The man who could tear 
the heart out of a novel in an hour, 
give him the pith of a long public 
address or reduce the story of a play 
to a two-minute scenario, delighted 
him only less than the reporter or edi- 
torial writer who could make a hun- 
dred words do the work of a thou- 
sand. 

Yet he expected every good reporter 
to be a veritable Rudyard Kipling in 
giving vivid descriptions of persons 
interviewed or in the public eye: “If 
a man makes a speech, why not de- 
scribe him? What he looks like? A 
little description would give life and 
color.”’ A reporter who once de- 
scribed a man as “of ordinary height’ 
and ‘“‘having a sizeable nose’’ roused 
him to fury. ‘‘Who edited that copy? 
Who was the reporter? Who was the 
editor in charge? In this the result 
of over 27 years of teaching the im- 
portance of personal description on 
special occasions like this? I want 
to know every man who had anything 
to do with this description. Se ae 
really do hope that if I have any in- 
fluence, this story of a ‘sizeable nose’ 
and ‘ordinary height’ will be pasted up 


as a warning example.”’

His appetite for facts was Gargantuan. 
In the later years of his blindness, 
conversation, particularly dinner-table 
conversation, became one Of his few 
relaxations. Yet he reckoned it a poor 
conversation that didn’t start a fact- 
hunt. And one fact-hunt would lead 
to another until often coffee and 
cigars would find the table literally 
piled with books, atlases, ete., from 
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help promising New York

The leading figure in the exposure 
of corruption in the naval oil leases 
was Senator Thomas J. Walsh of Mon- 
tana.

“The Post-Dispatch was one of the 
few journals that from the outset of 
the inquiry realized the malign char- 
acter of the transactions exposed in 
the investigation of the lease of the 
naval oil reserves, taking a positive 
stand against them long before the 
sensational features attending them 
were developed. The very graphic 
and accurate reports made by its able

declared for ‘‘sound money’’ in the 
first days of the Post-Dispatch, and 
he had never wavered in his faith. 
Colonel Jones, to the exact contrary, 
was one of the country’s most clamor- 
ous free-silver advocates. While The 
World was denouncing the silver doc- 
trine and warning the Democratic par- 
ty that to espouse it would be to com- 
mit suicide, the Jones-controlled Post- 
Dispatch was leading the pack for 
‘“‘sixteen-to-one.’’ Jones and the paper 
reached the climax of their political 
activity when the editor, making good 
a boast of 18 months earlier, became 
the chairman of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee at the Democratic National 


represented. It placed its own report- 
ers at Washington and sent others 
about the country to cover events of 
national interest—events like the 
Scopes trial in Tennessee, the heresy 
trial at Cleveland, the investigations of 
the Ku Klux Klan in Louisiana and 
Indiana, the testing of airplanes 
against battleships off the Virginia 
capes, the Loeb-Leopold trial at Chi- 
cago, the trial of the libel suit against 
Henry Ford at Detroit, the national 
conventions of the political parties and 
the tours of presidential candidates. 
It dispatched staff writers to Europe 
to study and report upon affairs of 
special interest to this country, and in 
1928 it had its own representative at 


Caneers, again with political protec- 
tion, to exploit the public through ex- 
cessive valuation of their properties. 

Again, there is the parallel afforded 
by the famous boodle exposure in the 
Central Traction case and the course 
of the Post-Dispatch in the national 
oil scandal more than 25 years later. 
The same _ principles—opposition to 
public plunderers and intolerance of 
corruption, with the corollary that de- 
mands the printing of more than the 
surface news—actuated the  Post- 
Dispatch in both these instances, and 
between them there were other 
marked similarities.

Convention of 1896 and wrote the 
platform on which Bryan was nonii- 
nated. It was not till the middle of 
the following year that the Jones 
regime came to an end. Chastened 
somewhat by the defeat of his political] 
idol, Jones surrendered his Post-Dis- 
patch stock for what it had cost him, 
plus one-sixth of the profits during his 
control, and passed out of the history 
of the paper. 


In this beginning period of the pa- 
per’s career, continuing down to the 
departure of Colonel Jones to new 
fields of adventure, the character of 
the Post-Dispatch was definitely fixed. 
Jones, it is true, committed it to a 
partisanship out of keeping with its 
principles, but not for long. That it 
had not lost its identity as a vigilant 
foe of public cor- 
ruption, as a 
newspaper not 
Satisfied with 


the Pan-American Conference at Ha- 
vana. 


HE Post-Dispatch, in short, be- 
came in the third period of its 
life a thoroughly national news- 
paper; a newspaper, moreover, with a 
distinct individuality that has won rec- 
ognition throughout the United States. 
Some of its readers have called it, as 
Senator George W. Norris of Nebraska 
did in one of a series of advertisements 
published by the paper in 1926, ‘‘The 
Manchester Guardian of America.’’ 
The widening of its news field and 
its growth in influence have not.-di- 
verted the Post-Dispatch from the 
principles upon which it was founded 
and achieved its early success. Essen- 
tiallv, it remains the same newspaper 
as that which Joseph Pulitzer fifty 


date in the paper's history, the Post- 
Dispatch charged flatly, on the basis 
of evidence gathered by its staff, that 
a bill granting a franchise to the Cen- 
tral Traction Company had been put 
through the Municipal Assembly over 
the Mayor’s veto by wholesale corrup- 
tion. “Bribery in House and Coun- 
cil’’ was the unqualified news head- 
line, while the editorial page softened 
no words in asserting that the paper 
had uncovered ‘an. unscrupulous 
boodle combine comprising a_ two- 
thirds majority” of the assembly. The 
paper gave the names of the corrupt 
“‘ring’’ and the amounts received. A 
grand jury met under instructions 
from a Circuit Judge to indict the 
editor of the Post-Dispatch for libel 
if it did not find evidence to sustain 
the paper’s charges. No indictments 
were brought either against the cor- 
ruptionists or the editor. 

For four years thereafter the Post- 
Dispatch rested under the cloud of 
having made an unwarranted assault 


correspondenta were supplemented by 
discriminating and helpful editorial 
comment quite in contrast with the 
hostile attitude of the press gener- 
ally, until outraged public opinion 
forced a change.”’ 


HE Central Traction case can be 
joined with modern instances to 
illustrate other qualities of the 
Post-Dispatch. It refused in that case 
to withdraw a syllable of its charges 
against the grafting assemblymen, and 
four years later it had its reward in 
a complete official affirmation of its 
trustworthiness. In 1918, 20 years 
after the bribery exposure, St. Louis, 
in common with most of the other cit- 
les of the country, was thrown into a 
fever of joyous excitement by a re- 
port in other newspapers that an ar- 
mistice had been signed and the World 
War ended. The Post-Dispatch, which 
had received and discredited the in- 
formation on which the report was 
based, published a positive denial.

skimming the 
surface of the 
news, became 
abundantly evi- 
dent soon after 
the old crew 
had again come 
on board.

While competing papers flooded the 
streets with exultant extras—exultant 
both over the ‘‘end of the war’’ and 
the great news ‘“beat’’ they had 
scored—it stood by its denial. The 
Post-Dispatch that day resisted a pres- 
sure which only a newspaper staff 
jealous of the prestige of their paper 
can appreciate. Had time proved it 
wrong, the paper must have suffered 
the ignominy of having failed its read- 
ers in one of the great moments of 
history. But the Post-Dispatch, in 
spite of the unequivocal and explicit 
nature of the false report, was confi- 
dent from its own sources of informa- 
tion and its knowledge of the military 
situation that it stood on sure ground. 
On this occasion it was vindicated in 
less than 24 hours. The armistice had 
not been signed, and the war went on 
for several days. 

In the City Hall bribery scandal, 
the Post-Dispatch established for it- 
self a precedent which it has followed 
in several notable cases. When the 
prosecution of the boodlers was halted 
by the absence of witnesses, the paper 
at its own expense, with the full ap- 
proval of the Circuit Attorney, sent 
one of its staff to Mexico on a mis- 


serving persons whose lives 
were made easier by pen- 
sions and gifts from his pri- 
vate purse were many. But 
of these kindnesses he nev- 
er talked, nor were they 
made public. 


upon honorable men. Then, under a 
new political regime, the case was 
reopened by an able and courageous 
Circuit Attorney and the charges of 
the Post-Dispatch were found to be 
true. Evidence was obtained in both 
the Central Traction case and the simi- 
lar case of the St. Louis & Suburban 
Railroad, with the ultimate result that 
18 boodling delegates were indicted 
and eight went to the penitentiary. 


“Every issue of the paper,’’ he wrote 
to one of its editors, ‘‘presents an op- 
portunity and duty to say something 
courageous and true; to rise above the 
mediocre and conventional.”’ And 
again: ‘I think it would be refresh- 
ing to see at least one paper not 
rushing with the crowd, but standing 
by what it believes to be true.”’ 


Through the constant application 
of his principles to the making of the 
Post-Dispatch and later of The World, 
Joseph Pulitzer became, as One com- 
mentator has written, ‘the great 
emancipator of the American press. 
He found it shackled to tradition, to 
systems and to parties. He struck off 
its shackles and showed it the way 
to freedom.” 

Joseph Pulitzer had invested $2500 
in the Post-Dispatch and set aside 
$2700 for running expenses. He had 
been told that with this sum he could 
keep the paper going for 17 weeks. 
Before the money was exhausted the 
paper was on a paying basis and from 
that time it never lost. When Mr. 
Pulitzer went to New York, the Post- 
Dispatch was netting $85,000 a year 
—a condition of prosperity which en-

The factory conception of journal- 
ism did not appeal to the aggressive 
spirit of the founder of the Post- 
Dispatch.

The first editorial 
announcement of the Post-Dispatch 
promised that it would ‘‘serve no 
party’ but would be ‘‘the organ of 
truth’; that it would ‘“‘oppose all 
lauds and shams’”’; that it would ‘‘ad- 
veate principles and ideas rather 
tan prejudices and _  partisanship.’’ 
Joseph Pulitzer sought, in other 
words, to make a free newspaper, a 
militant newspaper, a fair newspaper. 
In the language of the platform writ- 
ten for the Post-Dispatch on his six- 
tleth birthday anniversary and since 
his death carried daily at its mast- 
head, he saw the true newspaper as 
one that would ‘‘never be satisfied 
with merely printing news.”’

HE Sargent portrait 
was painted in London 
in 1905, too late for 
Mr. Pulitzer ever to see it. 
Sargent’s genius for painting 
only what he saw, but at the 
same time managing to see everything, 
is nowhere better shown. The simple 
experiment of holding a card so that 
it covers first one side of the face and 
then the other reveals, even in a pho- 
tograph of the portrait, a difference 
of far deeper significance than the 
mere difference in the eyes—the right 
in the shadow had been the first 
to fail.

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yITH more consistency than is 
\ cOmmon in the affairs of men, 

the principles laid down in the 
early issues of the four-page Post-Dis- 
patch have been applied to the chang- 
ing times and conditions of fifty years. 
The fundamental character of the 
Post-Dispatch has not changed. It 
has kept itself (save for one strange 
interlude) free from the entangle- 
ments of party politics; it has ex- 
posed and fought corruption in vari- 
ous forms; it has stood for the ut- 
most measure of individual liberty 
Consistent with orderly government; 
it has championed the weak and the 
CPpressed. In these and other under- 
takings the Post-Dispatch has fol- 
owed a course charted by a defi- 
hite set of principles. Through its 
activities from the beginning can be 
traced what its founder called, in a 
hote to one of his editors on the 
Proper conduct of an editorial page, 
‘the red thread of a continuous 
policy.” 

The history of the Post-Dispatch 
divides itself roughly into three peri- 
ods. The first began with the per- 
Sonal direction of the newspaper by 
its founder. December, 1878, to May, 
1883, and ended in 1897. In the 
four and a half years during which he 
fave his whole attention to the Post- 
Dispatch, prior to his purchase of the 
_ York World. Joseph Pulitzer 
ought the paper to a high pitch 
both of prosperity and _ influence. 
From the first day it was not content 
with printing surface news. It ex- 
Posed the rich tax-dodgers of the city, 
‘ailing them by name: it assailed the 
‘fort of a- public utility corpora- 
Won to tie the city to an extortionate 
‘ranehise; in one of the longest and 
Most difficult crusades in which the 
Post-Dispatch has ever engaged, it 
Yarred upon a police-protected gam- 
bling ring. 

These were but a few of a con- 
‘tant series of battles which the 
“edgling Post-Dispatch waged in 
what it conceived to be the public 
‘Blerest. Facts, facts piled upon facts, 
Were its weapons. A free and cour- 
&feous newspaper, it sought out the 
facts and printed them; a newspaper 
. fired with the crusading zeal of its

abled him to deliver to Jay Gould, in 
installments, $346,000 for The World. 
The paper’s operating expenses today 
are at the rate of more than $8,000,- 
000 a year, or 1000 times the rate at 
the beginning. 

Although with his purchase of The 
World Mr. Pulitzer gave up his active 
personal direction of the Post-Dis- 
patch, he continued to be its owner 
and the dominating force behind it. 
The paper, and through it the city, had 
been indelibly stamped with his per- 
sonality. Its principles and methods 
had been defined, tested and found to 
pay dividends both in cash and in pres- 
tige. Upon the departure of Mr. 
Pulitzer it was editorially stated that 
the Post-Dispatch would be in no way 
affected: that he would remain its 
editor and proprietor, and the paper 
would “continue to be a faithful and 
untiring chronicle of events, expanding 
with its own force and growing with 
its surroundings.’ For more than a 
decade after 1883, the Post-Dispatch 
moved forward strictly along the lines 
he had laid down.

tinguishing fea- 
ture of the sec- 
ond period was 
a gradual broad- 
ening of the 
news horizon.

As the city ex- 
panded industrially and acquired new 
interests, the Post-Dispatch more and 
more reached out for other and more 
important news than that of shadow- 
boxing between candidates. It did not 
neglect the significant movements in 
politics, local or national; such move- 
ments, indeed, continued to command 
much of the attention of both the 
news and the editorial-writing depart- 
ment; but its interest in the small 
chatter of politics progressively de- 
clined. As had been predicted in the 
restatement of its aims in 1883, it 
expanded with its own force and grew 
with its surroundings. 


HE second period, then, saw the 
Post-Dispatch finding itself as a 
national newspaper of broad in- 
terests. Beginning in 1897, when the 
paper shook itself free from the blight- 
ing influence of an alliance with parti- 
san pqlitics, this process of growth and 
discovery was definitely completed 
with the outbreak of the World War 
in 1914. The paper then entered upon 
the present phase of its progress. Its 
news frontiers were pushed steadily 
back: they are no longer visible in 
any direction Though receiving a 
constantly growing volume of news 
from press associations, it began to de- 
pend to a larger and larger degree 
upon the reports of its own writers. 
Its own correspondent went with the 
Missouri troops to France and re- 
mained with them throughout the war. 
No other St. Louis paper was thus

years ago dedicated to the pursuit of 
truth. To say that the Post-Dispatch, 
or any newspaper, has a soul is to risk 
a cynica! retort; but how can one bet- 
ter convey the idea that through the 
career of the Post-Dispatch there has 
run ‘‘the red thread of a continuous 
policy’’? This soul of the paper, or 
continuity of policy, has expressed it- 
self in many diverse enterprises, but 
they can be related, whether they took 
place in the first ten or the latest ten 
vears of the newspaper, to a single set 
of principles. A number of striking 
parallels are in point. 

The Post-Dispatch is pledged by its 
platform to ‘‘oppose privileged classes 
and public plunderers.’’ It had been 
in existence only about two months 
when it started an attack on tax-dodg- 
ing. Here was something new in the 
journalism of 1879, and the town rang 
with the sensation. Opposite the 
names of wealthy St. Louisans the 
Post-Dispatch printed their absurdly 
low tax returns; it printed the State 
law requiring correct returns under 
oath. and denounced the evasion of 
taxes ‘“‘wholesale perjury.” It 
showed that organized tax-dodging 
under political protection was costing 
the city and State half a million dol-

many. The same principle moves it 
today in its attacks, local and national, 
upon the efforts of public utility buc- 


for weeks was the only newspaper to 
maintain a special correspondent at 
the hearings. Not until the story of 
corruption had come out in a spec- 
tacular fashion did the press gener- 
ally use more than the routine reports 
of news associations. 

As in the Central Traction affair 
of a quarter of a century earlier, the 
Post-Dispatch came under the criti- 
cism of trying to blacken the reputa- 
tions of high-minded and patriotic 
gentlemen. With the committee 
members upon whom a similar re- 
proach had been visited, it shared in 
the complete vindication carried in the 
unanimous United States Supreme 
Cvuurt decisions restoring the reserves 
to the people. The Elk Hills leases, 
said the Court, were ‘‘consummated 
by conspiracy, corruption and fraud,” 
and the Teapot Dome lease was de- 
clared to have been made “‘fraudulent- 
ly by means of collusion and conspira- 
cy’’ between the head of an oi] com- 
pany and a “faithless fsublic officer.” 


Having in mind certain gaps that 
were still left in the oil story, the 
Post-Dispatch late in 1927, in a news 
article entitled ‘‘Who Got the Bonds?” 
called for a reopening of the investiga- 
tion. It had been shown that bonds 
used for the bribery of a Cabinet of- 
ficer had come out of $3,000,000 
worth of bonds into which a mys- 
terious concern known as the Contl- 
nental Trading Company had convert- 
ed its profits in an oil transaction. 


The Post-Dispatch pointed out that 
only a small portion of these bonds 
had been accounted for and demanded 
to know what had become of the rest. 
As a direct result of its article, Sen- 
ator Norris of Nebraska proposed in 
a resolution that the Senate's inquiry 
be resumed. The resolution was 
adopted. Sensational testimony which 
followed this action revealed the 
tainted character of the Continental's 
$3,000,000, the manner in which it 
was divided among a select few men 
at the top of the oil industry, and the 
secret use of some of it for political 
purposes. Among other important re- 
sults, the disclosures led to a renewed 
public demand, reflected in both the 
major party platforms of 1928, for 


sion of persuasion. Two of the key 
men of the conspiracy had _ taken 
refuge there, and the Circuit Attorney, 
because of the failure of the existing 
Mexican-American treaty to name 
bribery as an extraditable offense, 
was powerless to compel their return. 
The Post-Dispatch representative in- 
duced one of these men to come back 
and turn State's evidence. It was 
through the train of disclosures set in 
motion by his testimony that eight of 
the boodlers were convicted. In this 
same connection, the Post-Dispatch, by 
enlisting the interest of President 
Roosevelt, was instrumental in repair- 
ing the lack in the treaty. Immedi- 
ately after its amendment the other 
boodler who had fled south of the 
border was arrested and handed over 
to the United States authorities. 


WENTY-FIVE years later there 
arose in Southern Illinois a con- 
dition of official impotence sim}- 
lar to that which had threatened to de- 
feat the law in the St. Louis bribery 
cases, and again the Post-Dispatch sup- 
plemented publicity with direct aid to 
the public authorities. Gang warfare 
growing out of the illicit whisky busi- 
ness had terrorized entire counties. 
Murders were committed with impuni- 
ty. So strongly entrenched were the 
gangsters that the Governor of the 
State, in the early days of the paper's 
demand for official action, declared 
himself unable to cope with them. In 
this situation of intolerable lawless- 
ness, the Post-Dispatch, at the request 
of one of the State's attorneys, as- 
signed a reporter to assist in gathering 
evidence. As a result of confessions 
which he helped to obtain, the gang 
that was keeping the warfare alive 
was broken up by the conviction of its 
leader, the notorious Birger, and his 
principal lieutenants. Birger was 
hanged and the others were sent to 
the penitentiary for long terms. 

A few other citations will further 
illustrate the way in which the Post- 
Dispatch has sought to give practical 
effect to its platform. It was fight- 
ing ‘‘for progress and reform” against 
a highly privileged interest during the 
long years of its opposition to a rall- 
road terminal

“This is often a thankless task. 


Too often those against whom 
arbitrary measures are invoked 
are without position or means, 
and it requires courage to take 
up the fight. But I have ob- 
served that the Post-Dispatch 
never loses sight of the principle 
involved, the right that is in 
jeopardy, and makes the cause of 
the individual, however obscure, 
the cause of liberty. It recognizes 
that precedents established in the 
most incidental way may become 
engines of destruction in after 
times.’’ 

From Charles Nagel of S8t. 
Louis, who was Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor in the Cab- 
inet of President Taft, came this 
expression: 

“When the Post-Dispatch, 
among the first, demanded the 
release of war prisoners, this was 
not done for sentimental reasons, 
but because it saw in the arbi- 
trary judgments of war's regime 


an immediate menace to the con- 
stitutional guarantees of personal 
liberty. It championed the prin- 
ciples of Jefferson when they 
were in. peril.”

In the investigation of Judge 
English, as in the earlier suit 


sgainst the Terminal monopoly, 
the Post-Dispatch by supplying an 
attorney employed an extra-jour- 
nalistic method. It believed in 
each of these instances that the 
emergency demanded a departure 
from its rule of relying wholly 
upon its own presentation of the 
facts. In the English case it felt 
that its full duty had been com- 
pleted when it laid its informa- 
tion, through its own reporters, 
before Congress. It took a further 
sep reluctantly, and then only 
upon the urgent request of the 
investigators that the evidence re- 
lating to Judge English’s miscon- 
duct be marshaled before them by 
a lawyer. 

In its work for ‘“‘progress and 
tiorm’’ the Post-Dispatch has 
oot neglected the field of ma- 


terial things. Three outstanding 
instances from this phase of the 
record must suffice. It led the 
movement which resulted in the 
establishment of the Government 
barge line on the Mississippi, an 
enterprise whose demonstrated 
Success has stimulated inland 
waterway transportation through- 
Out the country. It helped to pro- 
cure the enactment of the Mis- 
B80uri good roads law, under 
which the State has been taken 
Out of the mud, and the approval! 
of a State bond issue of $60,000.- 
000 for roads. It conceived and 
promoted the idea of a city bond 
issue of $87,000,000 for public 
improvements. The voting of this 
fund by the people in 1923 ush- 
ered in a period of remarkable 
physical development in St. Louis.

brought Schreiber $100,000 in stakes. 
He bought the imported stallion, Sain, 
and Sain'’s offspring were winners. 
Schreibers luck became proverbial, 
He refused $100,000 for Sain. A little 
later Sain went for a song. 

The repeal of the Missouri law 
legalizing horse racing hurt Schreiber. 
His horees, worth many hundreds ot 
thousands at the market, became 
worthless. Racing went out in other 
states almost simultaneously with 
Missouri. There was no place to race 
norses, Schreiber hung on. He 
thought racing would come back. He 
stuck with horses until they broke 
him. 

In later years Schreiber was forced 
to appeal to friends for smal! loans. 
He died in Cincinnati in 1919, broke. 
He still had a few horses, but they 
were a liability. His St. Louis friends 
brought his body here and buried it. 


‘i heyday of horse racing as a 
Sport passed quickly. In 1890 
there fell the shadow that, in 
the end, was to blot it out entirely. In 
that year came the ‘“‘jerichos’’ and 
they contributed largely to the fact 
that, though at various times in the 
Past the city has had 14 race tracks, 
there are none now in the corporate 
limits. The sport locally is Hmited 
to the Fairmount track in Illinois. 

Fair Grounds, prior to 1890, had 
been having only 13 days of racing 
each year-——13 brilliant days on 
which capacity crowds swarmed the 
course. But 13 days no longer satis- 
fied the city’s whetted appetite. The 
Jockey Club gave ear to the’ book- 
miakers, and the meetings were ex- 
tended to 30 and 40 days. The book- 
Makers agreed to pay the purses. All 
they wanted was the sure-fire profits 
that accrued from the betting. 

Still not enough and the “‘jerichos’’ 
sprang up They were undersized 
tracks-—-shoddy imitations of first- 
Class racing plants. Regular tracks 
were a mile or a mile and a quarter. 
The ‘‘jerichos" were three-eighths of 
@ mile, or a half or five-eighths.eTheir 
merry-g0-round aspect fixed upon 
them the name of the Biblica) city 
whose downfall] was accomplished by 
marches around and around.

Von der Ahe, therefore, had the 
field to himself when he opened his 
new park and under the mellowing in- 
fluence of Old Chris’ beer the fans 
were glad to forget the 1877 scandal. 
Yes, baseball and beer mixed well. 
The Browns played to excellent 
crowds, and with week-end series re- 
placing the usual Sunday game, Chris 
Von der Ahe’s receipts were doubled 
and trebled and he became more and 
more a convert to the game. 

Quickly he saw the wisdom of hav- 
ing a good team. Chris knew his 
beer and pretzels, and he noticed that 
hilarious fans did more drinking than 
did the downcast rooters. The better 
the team, therefore, the more beer 
would be sold, and Chris decided that 
no team was too good for his con- 
sumers. 

After a particularly good Sunday 
afternoon, following an excellent Sat- 
urday, with the brewery wagons 
rumbling back and forth between the 
brewery and Chris’ place, and one- 
way traffic rules necessary for walt- 
ers in the garden, he met his assocli- 
ates in the back room and announced 
that the remaining $1800 of stock in 
the Sportsman's Park Club and Asso- 
ciation had been sold. 

“That's fine, Chris,’’ he was told, 
“but who bought it?”’ 

But Chris told them never to mind 
who bought it. It was bought and 
sold and he displayed his personal 
check for the amount. 

That was all Chris would tell them. 
The remaining $1800 of stock had 
been purchased and that was the start 
of the first big baseball holding in 
St. Louis. With other stock that he 
bought previously the $1800 worth 
gave Von der Ahe control of the 


Browns. He was ‘‘Der Poss Presi-, 


dent’’ and the Von der Ahe era had 
begun in earnest.

that Charles A. Comiskey, now pres- 

ident of the Chicago White Sox, vis- 
ited St. Louis with the Dubuque (la.) 
Rabbits, as the Rabbits’ first Dase- 
man, and it is said that this was the 
firat time that the lanky first base- 
man ever played in a park with a 
fence around it. 

Comiskey made such a favorable 
impression that he was hired for the 
next season—at a salary of $90 a 
month. 

Larger and larger crowds were 
turning out to see the Browns now 
and to drink Chris Von der Ahe's 
beer, and soon the news spread 
around the country that St. Louis was 
a great baseba!!l center. Teams want- 
ed to come from far and near to share 
in the prosperity, and after a partic- 
ularly profitable series with the Ath- 
letics of Philadelphia and the Atlan- 
tice of Brooklyn, Von der Ahe and 
promoters of other clubs organized 
and formed the American Association,

with the Browns representing St. 
Louls. 

Ed Cuthbert was the first manager 
of the Browns in the Association but 
managers didn't last long in those 
days and in 1883 Ted Sullivan was 
engaged to lead the team. Sullivan 
had been barnstorming with the 
Dubuque Rabbits. He knew every 
ball player in the country and he must 
be given much of the credit for form- 
ing the nucleus of the famous Browns 
of the four pennants. 

Sullivan, engaged at Comiskey's 
recommendation, didn’t last out the 
season with Von der Ahe. Old Chris 
was an explosive person. He was con- 
stantly interfering, slapping fines on 
players and chiding the manager as 
well as all the players for what he 
thought was stupid baseball. Sulli- 
van resented the interference and quit 
after a particularly pyrotechnic Von 
der Ahe outburst. 

Jimmy Willlams succeeded Sulli- 
van, and that year the Browns fin- 
ished only one game out of first place. 
Williams sailed along smoothly unt! 
mid-season in 1884 and then Von der 
Ahe fired him. 


Y THIS time Comiskey had made 
B: great impression on Von der 

Ahe. Other players became angry 
and fought back at Von der Ahe. But 
Comiskey was unruffled by any ver- 
bal digs. He knew that Chris knew 
nothing about baseball, but under the 
gruff exterior he saw the real Chris 
Von der Ahe, good sport, good gamb- 
ler, big hearted and with a consum- 
ing desire to win. Comiskey admired 
the man. 


With Williams fired and the field 
of managerial prospects reduced to 
nil, Von der Ahe turned to his fav- 
orite, and though Comiskey had no 
experience at all as a leader, Old 
Chris insisted that he take the reins. 


And now the Browns were set for 
their greatest days. he team fin- 
ished fourth in a twelve-club associa- 
tion in 1884, but Comiskey added a 
little strength to the combination and 
for four vears, starting with 1885, the 
Browns were the outstanding team of 
the world. 

Baseball before Comiskey’s days of 
leadership had gone along in a rut. 
Hitting and pitching improved, of 
course, but it was Comiskey who 
started the game on its way to the 
position it now occupies. 

Comiskey it was who first con- 
ceived the idea of playing off first 
base. That was an innovation. First 
basemen had camped on the bag and 
it was comparatively sure that hits 
toward right field, between first and 
second base, would go safe. 

“It would never do,”’ other base- 
ball meno said. when Comiskey. left 
the bag and played deep The other 
players and the fans said he'd never 
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get back to the bag to cover. But 
Comiskey showed what could be done. 
He coached the pitcher to field balls 
hit mear the box, on the first base 
side and to cover first when a ground- 
er pulled Comiskey out of position. 

The result was amazing. The to- 
tal of enemy hits immediately was 
reduced, and Comiskey’s next move 
was to shift the entire infield. On 
various plays he shifted the fielders 
in and out. The second baseman 
moved farther from the bag and the 
third baseman took over more of the 
shortstop’s territory. 

Soon the Browns were hailed: far 
and wide as the snappilest team on 
any diamond. Other teams were made 
to look slow and stupid by compar- 
igon. 

Comiskey also was the first man 
to introduce the coaching idea. He 
and Bill Gleason were partners in this 
crime. Bill would take his position 
on the third-base side of the diamond, 
near the catcher, with Comiskey on 
the other side. The two would dis- 
cuss the battle in loud tones, for the 
benefit of the catcher and pitcher. 
The catchers and pitchers became so 
rattled under the verbal fire from 
Comiskey and Gleason that something 
had to be done about it, to prevent 
murder, and the league officials were 
forced to introduce the coacher’s box. 


It is difficult to compare teams of 
different periods. Also it is unfair. 
But it is easy to accept the description 
‘“‘supermen”’ for the Browns of 18865, 
'86, ‘87 and ‘88. 

Look at a major league roster to- 
day and you will see 25 men during 
the middle stage of any pennant race, 
and as many as 30 during the early 
and late months Always there are 
10 or more pitchers on a club and 
substitutes for every position. 


But that was not true with the 
great Browns. They were known as 
a “‘ten-man team” because ten men 
carried the brunt of battle through 
the campaigns. There were a few 
substitutes and at times eleven men 
who were considered regulars. 

There were only two pitchers on 
the Brownie squad of 1885, the origi- 
nal championship team, the first to 
fly a pennant at Sportsman's Park. 
They were Caruthers and Foutz. Doc 
Bushong did virtually all the catcnh- 


ing. Comiskey was the first base- 
man: Robinson, second baseman; Bill 
Gleason, shortstop: rlie Latham, 


third base, and O'Neill, Welch and 
Nicol. were the outfielders 

Unless a man had been hurt 60 ser- 
ously that he needed crutches there 
was no keeping him off the battle 
front A pitcher, after working an 
extra-inning game, was eager [oO £0 
back and pitch the next day and if 
he didn’t pitch, frequently went to 
the outfield for a day until he was 
needed in the box again.

BROUGHT THE FIRST BASEBALL PENNANT TO ST. LOUIS. 


With few changes in personnel, they finished first in the American Association for four successive years and won two world’s series. The players in the above 


baseball then. All the players played 
because they loved the game and vic- 
tory and a regular appearance on the 
field meant more than contracts or 
salaries. 

Salaries, of course, were far below 
what they are today. Comiskey 
started with the Browns at $90 a 
month. Before he finished his career 
with the Browns he was receiving 
$8000, but that was the top and that 
was as first baseman and manager of 
a team that won four successive pen- 
nants and two world’s championships 
for the big-hearted and extravagant 
Chris Von der Ahe. 


£3 HE story of one of those world’s 
championship series stands out 
in baseball history as one of the 
most dramatic ever played. Those 
were the days of daring ball players, 
and a world’s series like the one of 
1886 would be out of the question 
now. 

Anson’s White Stockings were 4s 
outstanding in the National League in 
those days as were the Browns in the 
American Association. They had met 
the Browns in the world’s series of 
1885, but the result was undeter- 
mined, each team winning three 
games, one being a tle. One of the 
games was forfeited to Chicago, and 
the Browns’ rooters insisted that the 
team had been robbed and really had 
won the world’s title. 

The baseball public, especially out- 
side of St. Louis, regarded the older 
National League as a stronger organ- 
ization, and it was thought that the 
Anson team would have an easy time 
beating the Browns or any other 
team. 

Anson and bis men shared the con- 
fidence also, and when talk of an 
1886 world’s series started Anson sent 
word that “it would have to be win- 
ner take all, or no series.” 

Chris Von der Ahe was collecting 
money so rapidly at this time that he 
didn't know what to do with it, and 
he welcomed the idea of gambling on 
the skill of his boys. 

The first game was played in Chi- 
cago, October 18, and the Browns were 
defeated, 6 to 0, Clarkson outpitching 
Foutz However, even in defeat the 
Browns made a great impression on 
the Chicago fans and writers, and the 
newepapers were filled with praises 
of the snappy play of the visitors. 
One writer spoke of the ‘‘mobile in- 
field’’ which made the White Stock- 
ings look like 20 many wooden 
statues by comparison. 

Caruthers pitched the second game, 
held the Chicago sluggers to a single 
hif and the Browns evened the series 
by scoring a 12 to 0 victor) 

Caruthers. however, tried to go 
hack to the box in the third game, 
aiso played at Chicago. and the White 
Stockings took the lead in the series.

CROWD of 12,000 gathered at 
Aes ball park, filling every seat 

and stretching ten deep all 
around the outfield. 

It was a great setting for the game, 
one of the most exciting of the series. 
The score was 6 to 2 against St. Louis 
when the Browns went to bat in the 
fifth, but three runs in that frame 
and three more in the sixth put them 
ahead, 8 to 5. 

During the sixth inning rally a Chi- 
cago sympathizer in the bleachers be- 
came too abusive and a Brownlie root- 
er landed a right to the jaw. Imme- | 
diately a hundred similar bouts start- | 
ed. St. Louis rooters searched out Chi- | 
cago fans who had been engaging | 
them in verbal arguments and Iinsist- | 
ed on fisticuffs. 

Play had to be suspended while | 
peace was being restored, and after | 
the seventh inning, with the Browns 
still leading 8 to 5, the game was 
called on account of darkness. 

The fifth game was a walkaway 
for the Browns, who won, 10 to 3, 
and took the lead, three victories to 
two. 


Just as seven-game world’s series 
today inspire barbed shafts attacking 
the honesty of baseball, so the failure 
of the White Stockings to make quick | 
work of the Browns in 1886 started | 
a tirade from those who think that 
everything is crooked. The series 
was called ‘‘a hippodrome’ and Chi- 
cago papers carried scare heads about 
“stringing out a series for receipts” 
and urged the fans to withdraw their 
patronage from such a crooked busi- 
ness. 

But St. Louis fans turned out again 
in capacity numbers for the sixth 
game, just as they turn out today 
for the great national game. 
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And the game started as though 
the White Stockings were going to 
prove that they had been toying with 
the Browns. The Sox made a run in 
the second inning, added another in 
the fourth and a third in the sixth 
and the Browns were on the zero end 
of a 3-0 score when they went to bat 
in the eighth inning | 


Clarkson was breezing along like 
the greatest pitcher in the world. Tip 
O'Neill made the first hit off the Chi- 
Cago pitcher in the seventh inning, 
but he over-ran third base and was 
out.

from border to border with charts 
of entries, not only of the five 
tracks then running in St. Louis, 
but of outside tracks as well. 
Bets were as low as 25 cents. 
Few bets in Pool Alley were for 
more than $1. The size of the 
bets denotes the impecuniousness 
of the thousands who could not 
resist playing the reigning sport. 
Nor was betting confined to Pool 


Alley. Other pool rooms were scat-- 


tered through the business district. 

Racing could not survive the 
“jerichos’’ and» Pool Alley, and 
the Jockey Club, to save Fair 
Grounds, moved to abolish them. 
Charles C. Maffitt, president of 
the club, then was a Democratic 
leader and the Democrats were in 
power. Maffitt obtained the pas- 
sage by the State Legislature of 
the ‘“‘breeders’ law.’’ It restricted 
racing on any one track to 90 
days in the year between May 1 
and November 1. Further, it pro- 
hibited betting on races except at 
tracks on which the races were 
run. 

The effect was sweeping. 
“Jerichos'’ were closed. Pool 
ley was closed. 


ORTUNES came and went 
P curing the height of horse 
racing in St. Louis. Most of 
the fortunes that came, went also. 
Among the few exceptions were 
those of Louis A. Cella, Samuel 
Adler and C. A. (Cap) Tilles. 
Adler and Tilles were in the 
cigar business. They came to the 
relief of the South Side track in 
a moment of financial stringency 
and got control of it. Similarly 
they got control of the Madison

track. They induced Cella to em- 
bark with them in these enter- 
prises and thus originated the 
since celebrated partnership. of 
Cella, Adler and Tilles. 

When the breeders’ act out- 
lawed their tracks, Cella, Adler 


and Tilles built a

The Jockey Club tried to com- 
bat this new menace. In the end 
it succumbed to the triumvirate. 
Cella, Adler and Tilles bought 
out Fair Grounds. They thus 
were possessed of the exclusive 
privilege of racing in St. Louis— 
every day for six months in the 
year if they chose. And they so 
chose. They thereafter dominated 
racing in St. Louis and through 
that dominance set up substantial 
fortunes. 


CHANCE visitor to the han- 
A teaver’ office at the Del- 

mar track now recounts this 
incident: 

The handicapper was berating a 
horse owner: “I know your 
tricks. I can't prove it, but just 
the same I know that you are 
‘shooing them in.’ ”’ 

The horse owner laughed jeer- 
ingly and passed out. 

To the visitor the handicapper 
explained: ‘That fellow and two 


others own the three best handi- | 


cap horses at this meeting. I can 
see now that, in advance of the 
meeting, they agreed among 
themselves that whichever 
their horses the public made the 
favorite in their first race, that 
horse would win. Moreover, he 
would continue to win as long ak 
he remained the favorite. Their 
game was to bet as the public bet 
and make a cleaning-—small, it is 
true, but certain. 

‘‘The favorite won all right and 
he wins every time he starts. I 
have handicapped him up to 13% 
pounds until the poor beast’s back 
is nearly broken but still he wins. 


He has won 19 races so far. They 
are ‘shooing him in.’ ”’ 
The get-rich-quick turf invest- 


ment companies plunged the sport 


deeper into the mire. They in- 
troduced another spectacular fig- 
ure to St. Louis—John J. (Baldy) 
Ryan. The original  get-rich- 
quick company was E. J. Arnold 
& Co. It told the public that 
there was oodles of money to be 
niade in bookmaking and owning 
horses. It promised 3 per cent 
a week or 156 per cent a year on 
all money entrusted to it. ‘‘Baldy”’ 
Ryan promised 5 per cent a week 
or 260 per cent a year. Of course, 
dividends were paid out of money 
invested by the public and the 
companies blew up. But Ryan 
was reported to have departed 
with $1,000,000. He plunged on 
the turf and lost all. He died a 
pauper. 

The finishing stroke was dealt 
in 1904 by Pat Carmody, who 
built the Union avenue race track 
and established the free gate. No 
admission of any sort was 
charged. It-was saying to the 
public plainly: ‘‘We depend upon 
your betting for our profits.’’ But 
soon protracted racing not only 
was destroying the sport but it 
was hurting business and the 
conimunity complained. 

So the abolition of betting and 
consequently racing became one 
of the major campaign issues of 
Joseph W. Folk in his candidacy 
for Governor. The test came in 
the Legislature in March, 1905. 
The House voted overwhelmingly 


to abolish racing. Racing sup- 
porters had concentrated upon 
the Senate, however, and there 


employed every form of strategy 
to save the breeders’ law. They 
introduced compromise bills. They 
threatened Governor Folk with 
killing his whole legislative pro- 
gram if he killed racing. They 


were accused of openly attempt- 
ing to buy Senators. 

The finish was as dramatic as 
the finish of a hot horse race. The 
day of the final vote found the 
Senate chamber packed. Half the 
House membership had come over 
for the battle. Fists shook in de- 
bate. Faces flushed. 

Eighteen votes are needed in 
the Missouri upper house to pass 
any measure. Eighteen votes were 
needed to kill race track gam- 
bling. The roll call began in a 
great hush. 

It resulted in 17 votes to repeal 
the breeders’ law; 14 votes to per- 
mit it to stand and racing to con- 
tinue.

Senator Frank Farris, a sup- 
porter of racing, arose. His face 
had the slow smile of confidence. 
He would deal the blow that 
would finish the opposition be- 
yond doubt. He moved for re- 
consideration. That parliamen-

Racing would be 
safe for another two years.

I vote to repeal the 
breeders’ law.’’

that women won a voice in the 
making of the laws under~ which 
they live, and the opportunity to 
choose their occupations as freely as 
men. The last fifty years have 
brought such swift changes in the 
social, legal, political and economic 
status of women that all of the cen- 
turies of civilization which preceded 
seem to show no real progress what- 
ever, Today women physicians, 
artists, factory workers, presidents of 
universities and even Governors are 
accepted as integral parts of the popu- 
lation rather than as freaks or {iso- 
lated geniuses. 

There emerge from 
of written history two 
stereotypes of woman—on the one 
hand, she was a subject made for 
mans uses and to be regarded as a 
worldly institution; on the other, she 
was the embodiment of beauty, fragil- 
ity and virtue. Women were of course 
much weaker physically than men, and 
their mental development was provi- 
dentially arrested by nature (the 
feminists maintaining later that it 
Was not Nature but Nurture which 
was dwarfing the poor. creatures’ 
minds.) And intelligence, by the way, 
was but a prelude to unchastity as 
well a8 a great inconvenience to the 
Imen. Women were made for matern- 

ty and their only ‘‘sphere’’ was the 
home. 

A Vocational Divide separated the 
sexesS—inen engaging in hunting and 
war to secure food and protection for 
their families, and women inventing 
the basic industries of living—mill- 
ing, cooking, and spinning, all tasks 
which could be done near the cradle. 

Men alone possessed the inalienable 
right to govern the home, the church 
and state; and women owed to men 
the duty to obey, to submit and, that 
most difficult of all tasks, to be 
silent. 

It was inevitable that rebels should 
arise to reject this pattern of feminin- 
ity and demand to be considered as 
rational individuals. The first definite 
movement in that direction sprang up 
in Greece and lasted for two centuries. 

hen in Rome women. gathered in 
great Dumbers within the Forum, in 
Protest against injustices to their sex. 
The declaration of Cato of Rome is 
interesting here as a companion-piece 
to the fulmination of Heflin of Ala- 
bama which was delivered some cen- 
turies later.

women. 


T he humanitarian 
movement did not in- 
Clude the human fe- 
male in its scope. Even 
Rousseau wished to 
standardize her man- 
ners and activities thus: 


“The education of the 
women should be al)- 
Ways relative to the 
men. To please us, to 
be useful to us, to make 
us love and_ esteem 
them, to educate us 
when young, and take 
Care of us when grown 
up, to advise, to console 
us, to render our lives 
easy and agreeable, 
these are the duties of 
women at all times.’ 


The strength, cour- 
age and initiative of 
men continued unques- 
tioned but women, poor 
wretches, were restrict- 
ed to weak minds as 
well as frail bodies. 


When Boswell told 
Dr. Johnson that he 
had heard a Quakeress 
preach, the celebrated 
comment was, ‘Sir, a 
womans preaching is 
like a dog’s walking on 
his hind legs. It is not 
done well; but you are 
Burprised to find it 
done at all.”’ 


The English common 
law supported the pre- 
judices against women 
very ably. Marriage 
was based on the idea 
that husband and wife 
were one, and that he 
was it. Now it is fair 
to say that the over- 
whelming majority of women accept- 
ed these codes and restraints meek- 
ly, even reconciling themselves to 
them, for most human beings have 
a temperamental desire to be on the 
Bafe side. Male tyranny and selfish- 
ness cannot be entirely blamed for 
the subjection of women—this the- 
ory implies an unnatural hostility be- 
tween the sexes and gives men credit 
for too much far-sighted planning. 


HE controversy over women’s 
rights to education and free cul- 
tivation of their powers was 
brought to America by the colonists. 
Anne Hutchinson was the first to suffer 
for questioning the teachings of the men 
in authority. Generations of women 
cooked, carried water, washed and 
made clothes, bore children in lonely 
peril, and tried to bring them up 
safely through all sorts of physical 
exposure without medical or surgical 
help. But they did not inspire in the 
men of their times the {deal of liberty 
for both sexes. 

Abigail Adams wrote her husband, 
John Adams, when he was a delegate 
to the Continental Congress of 1776: 
“I long to hear that you have declared 
an independency. And, by the way, 
in the code of laws which I suppose 
it will be necessary for you to make, 
I desire you would remember the 
ladies and be more generous and 
favorable to them than your ancestors. 
Do not put such unstinted power into 
the hands of husbands. Remember, 
all men would be tyrants if they could. 
lf particular care and attention is not 
paid the ladies, we are determined to 
foment a rebellion and will not hold 
ourselves bound by any laws in which 
we have no voice or representation.’ 


To John the matter was positively 
funny. The Declaration of Independ- 
ence was to be ‘‘For Men Only” and 
143 years elapsed before its demo- 
cratic doctrines were fully realized. 

The first great champion of fem- 
inine freedom was Mary Wollstone- 
craft. an Englishwoman; and. the 
world has not been the same since she 
wrote ‘‘The Vindication of the Rights 
of Women.” She could not accept the 
intellectual inferiority of women as & 
provision of nature. Too many women 
were demonstrating their abilities by 
their own exceptional lives. The 
“womanly” effigy made her im- 
patient:-—- 

“Such a woman ought to be an 
angel-—or she is an ass—for I discern 
not a trace of the human character, 
neither reason nor passion in this do- 
mestic drudge whose being is being 
absorbed in that of a tryant’s.”

women could boast more than the 
rudiments of education. In Boston 
from 1789 to 1842 girls were allowed 
to attend the public schools during 
summer months when the boys went 
to work on the farms. But the timid 
school board closed the high schoo! 
for giris in 1828 and no other was 
opened unti] 1852. Just one hundred 
years ago the first girl took her ex- 
amination in geometry, with the 
prophets declaring that the effect 
upon the country would be disquieting 
and disastrous. In 1833 Oberlin Col- 
lege was opened to boys and girls, 
black and White, on equal terms—the 
first college in the world to admit 
women after -the universities of 
Europe were closed to them by the 
church. 


NEW stimulus to the feminist 
A\ movement appeared in the mid- 
die of the Nineteenth Century. 
Agitation on behalf of the abolition of 
Negro slavery was stirring the people 


and women who were interested in the 
cause insisted upon their rights to at- 


tend meetings and to sit in conven- 


tions. But when the world’s Anti- 
Slavery Congress was held in 1840, the 
majority of men were horrified at the 
thought of séx-equality, even in such 
a venture as this. And they refused 
to seat the women delegates, thereby 
precipitating the first Women's Rights 
Convention. Lucretia Mott, Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton and Sarah McClintock 
helped draft the Declaration of: Senti- 
was delivered at Seneca 
Falls, New York, in 1848. MHistofy, it 
stated, was replete with a story of in- 
juries and usurpations on the part of 
man toward woman.

. He had compelled her to submit to 
laws in the formation of which 
she had had no voice. 

He had withheld from her rights 
granted the most ignorant and de- 
graded man. 

. He had oppressed her on every 
hand. If married she was in the 
eyes of the common law civilly 
dead. She had no property rights, 
nor could she even control her 
Own wages. Morally she was iIr- 
responsible, could commit crimes 
with impunity if done in the pres- 
ence of her husband. By the mar- 
riage covenant she must promise 
obedience to her husband, who 
became her master, the law giving 
him power to deprive her of her 
liberty and to administer chastise- 
ment. Divorce laws were entirely 
partial to the man who was in 
any case legal guardian of the 
children. 

_ Though deprived of all property 
rights if married, if single and 
the owner of property she was 
taxed without representation.

employments, and those which 
were not monopolized by men paid 
scant remuneration to women. 

. She was denied the facilities of 

obtaining a thorough education, 
practically all colleges being 
closed to her. 
In church, as in state, she was as- 
signed a subordinate position, 
was excluded from the ministry 
and ordinarily from public parti- 
Cipation in affairs of the church. 
Man had set up a double stand- 
ard of morals by which moral of- 
fenses which excluded women 
from soctety were condoned or 
held to be of small moment if 
committed by himself. 


He had assumed the powers of 

God Almighty, presuming to as- 
sign a certain sphere of activities 
to women. 
He had tried to destroy her self- 
confidence, her self-respect, and 
had attempted to render her ab- 
ject and dependent. 


The organized feminist movement 
now concerned itself exclusively with 
securing political rights for women. 
Other conventions were held, and New 
York granted women certain property 


Oman 


rights, which example other states fol- 
lowed. But the Civil War relegated 
all questions concerning the rights of 
women to the background, although 
the heroism of the women nurses 
on the battlefield succeeded in dis- 
pelling one of the myths concerning 
the sex. History tells us that the 
right to vote received much attention 
following the war, but Congress would 
not consider granting it to women. 

The National Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation was organized in 1869, and 
the Susan B. Anthony amendment was 
introduced in session after session of 
Congress, only to be left as unfinished 
business at each adjournment. In 
the State Legislatures, memorials were 
referred to committees on Swamp 
Lands or Lunacy Commissions. 

By 1896, however, four states had 
granted suffrage—Wyoming, Colora- 
do, Utah and Idaho; but from 1896 to 
1910 no new states were won and 
there was little activity for the Fed- 
eral amendment. In vain were bright 
red apples laid temptingly upon Con- 
gressmen's desks. 

But 1910 was the beginning of a 
new era. Washington, California, 
Arizona, Kansas, Oregon and Montana 
granted the franchise to women and 
other states began to follow sult. 

The campaign moved on faster and 
faster. More and more men and 
women were drawn into the move- 
ment. The names of Anna Howard 
Shaw and Carrie Chapman Catt stand 
out as leaders in the cause. In Febru- 
ary, 1912, Colonel Roosevelt wrote: 
“] belleve in Woman's Suffrage when- 
ever the women want it. Where they 
do not want it, the suffrage should not 
be forced upon them.” But a few 
months later the Progressive Party 
embodied the demand for woman suf- 
frage in its platform. 


HE history of these years of 
ceaseless campaigning will be of 
interest as a record of the sup- 
erstition, ignorance, tyranny and hos- 
tility of the opposition. The fear of 
women's advocacy of prohibition de- 
layed the advent of woman suffrage 
many years. Ironically enough, the 
Eighteenth Amendment was adopted 
before the Nineteenth. 

Hear Mr. Heflin in 1913— 

“I do not believe that there is a 
red-blooded man in the world who in 
his heart really believes in woman suf- 
frage. I think that every man who 
favors it ought to be made to wear 
adress. Talk about taxation without 
representation! Do you say that the 
young man who is of age does not 
represent his mother? Do you say 
that the young man who pledges at the 
altar to love, cherish, and protect his 
wife, does not represent her and his 
children when he votes? What sort of 
foolish stuff are you trying to inject 
into this tariff debate? There are 
trusts and monopolies of every kind, 
and these little feminine fellows are 


crawling around here talking about 


woman suffrage. I have seen them 
here in this Capitol: The suffragette 
and a little henpecked fellow crawling 
slong beside her, that is her husband. 
She is a suffragette, and he is a mortal 
suffering yet.’’ 

Mr. Falconer of Washington rose to 
the occasion. 

“I want to observe that the mental 
operation of the average woman in

tleman from Alabama has demon- 
strated to the members of this House 
that he knows in five years.”’ 

Women, of course, were no more a 
unit in demanding the vote than 
they have been in the use of it (or 
than the men have been, for that mat- 
ter). When a man in Maine first em- 
ployed a saleswoman, Many women 
remonstrated with him on the sin of 
placing a young woman in a position 
of such ‘‘publicity.’”’ When Elizabeth 
Blackwell began to study medicine, 
women at her boarding house refused 
to speak to her, and women passing 
her on the street held their skirts 
aside. But gradually the number of 
apathetic, inert and hostile women 
dwindled and the number of sympa- 
thetic and ardent supporters in- 
creased. The history of the feminist 
movement could be told as a statisti- 
cal study of eminent women but it re- 
quires the story of scores of sympa- 
thetic men as a background of sup- 
port. 

The World War gave women the 
greatest opportunities for demonstrat- 
ing their self-reliance and independ- 
ence, and public opinion was grateful- 
ly disposed toward them. A mild milli- 
tant movement served to keep the sub- 
ject on the front page, although its 
value in winning the vote in the 
United States is still a mooted point. 
On August 26, 1920, the Nineteenth 
Amendment was ratified—seventy-two 
years after the organized woman suf- 
frage movement of the world had be- 
gun in the United States and after 
twenty-six other nations had given 
their women the vote. 

Twenty million women to be added 
to the electorate! Upon whom rested 
the responsibility for their intelligent 
participation in politics? Immediate- 
ly the Suffrage Association became the 
League of Women Voters, a nonparti- 
san organization for the political edu- 
cation of women—functioning not be- 
cause the leaders believed women have 
a separate stake in government but 
because their enfranchisement made 
them a group with a collective need 
for education and experience. 

Eight years later finds the League 
organized in 44 states, with a record of 
creditable achievements and a pro- 
gram for study and legislation which 
includes International Co-operation to 
Prevent War, Child Welfare, Efficien- 
cy in Government, Legal Status of 
Women, Living Costs, Social Hygiene 
and Women in Industry. 


HE interest of women in legisia- 

tion, expressed through their 

clubs as well as the professional, 

trade and propaganda organizations, 

has not been confined to gains for 

their own sex, but has been for meas- 
ures of general welfare. 

Last year Mrs. Catt wrote the fol- 
lowing summary of the direct results 
of the enfranchisement of women in 
its brief trial: 

1. ‘The vote has been used in all 
states to secure the removal of dis- 
criminations against women under the 
law, to prevent the passing of other 
proposed discriminations and to im- 
prove the legislation which concerns 
women and children. 

2. ‘‘Women vote 
prisingly approaching 
voters. 

3. ‘The testimony is general that 
the presence of women at the polis in 
the capacity of voters and election of- 
ficials has quite altered the character 
of election day, making it a peaceful 
and dignified function. 

4. “The service of women in high 
positions to which they have been ap- 
pointed by the Federal, State and lo- 
cal governments, or elected as mem- 
bers of legislatures, national, state, 
county and local officials, has been 
satisfactorily intelligent and in accord 
with the public good. 

5. ‘Civilization has always been lop- 
sided, being strong where men's am- 
bitions are keenest and ilamentably 
weak where women’s interests are 
strong. A careful investigation of the 
results of woman suffrage reveals the 
fact that women voters are most ac- 
tive and most effective in efforts to 
adjust this abnormal development of 
civilization.” 

“What has been the reaction of the 
political parties to woman suffrage” 
They were delighted to welcome the 
conformists but in general it was the 
old story of the lady who went out to 
ride on the tiger.

HANGES 
OF a half- 
century in 


the business and 
political struc- 
ture of St. Louis, 
sreat as they 
have been, are 
equaled or out- 
done by the 
changes in social 
customs and con- 
ditions. Some 
of these changes are of a sort to recall 
the saying that the vulgarisms of one 
generation are the established forms 
of the next. In others, advancement 
may be seen. Especially is this true 
of the education of young women. 

In the ’70’s and ‘'80’s, girls were 
taught to make wax flowers, embroid- 
er angular peacocks, weave macrame 
lambrequins, tidies and other distorted 
useless articles. Today a girl sallies 
forth from. the schoolroom_ well 
equipped for the battle of life, having 
perfected herself in stenography and 
bookkeeping. She is not afraid of the 
dark like her sheltered sisters of 50 
years ago, when no girl was seen on 
the street unescorted after sundown. 
She knows, as the girl of an earlier 
time did not know, that life is a tapes- 
try, and she is privileged to choose 
the threads. 

Few women in those days were re- 
lated by marriage to the minds of 
their husbands. A husband did not 
consult his wife in important matters, 
because she was considered the wife 
of his bosom and not of his head. 

In matters of entertainment, we 
must admit that the old days produced 
a simplicity that was conducive to vir- 
tue and higher principles of morality. 
Men not only made homes, but they 
stayed in them and shared’ simple 
pleasures with their friends, in an at- 
mosphere that was substantial and 
charming. 

Many people stayed at home during 
the summer. The thermometer rare- 
ly went below ninety. In the cool of 
the evening the family life centered on 
front steps, each member being equip- 
ped with a palmleaf fan. Much vis- 
iting was done and spicy gossip fell 
upon eager ears. When the com- 
pany looked a little fagged and in 
need of diversion, an ice-cold water- 
melon, costing 15 cents, was brought 
out on a silver tray and carved with- 
in sight of the thirsty guests, each re- 
ceiving a goodly slice, which was at- 
tacked without shame. 


ALLS, parties and dinners were 
Beve on a magnificent scale, For 

days in advance there was con- 
fusion in the household, as the furni- 
ture was moved to the cellar or stable 
by stalwart men who staggered under 
the weight of it. Servants and mem- 
bers of the family assisted in washing 
and polishing the fine china and glass 
that was used only on state occasions. 
Massive silver and priceless damask, 
such as we do not see today, added ele- 
kance to the table appointments, 
which included tall champagne glasses, 
Zlasses for white and red wine and 
sherry, also delicate little glasses for 
costly liqueurs. Countless wax tapers 
shed their soft light. 


Rare hospitality was dispensed in 
the home of Thomas K. Skinker, which 
occupied several acres on the west side 
of Forest Park. Here men of talent 
and quick wit dropped in on Sunday, 
from morning until midnight. They 
exchanged views on politics, foreign 
relations, bad roads, etc., while a pic- 
turesque darky, Uncle Aaron, who had 
lron-gray kinks and glittering gold 
teeth, appeared at intervals with a de- 
canter of old whisky and offered to 
“patch” the toddy of each guest, re- 
gardiless of the length of his stay. 


Gen. William 8S. Harney lived at 
Fifteenth and Lucas place. His house 
was the scene of much social activity. 
The General had been an Indian fight- 
er of importance and renown. In- 
dians coming through St. Louis en 


d route to Washington would insist upon 
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visiting him. On one occasion a dele- 
gation of 40 braves were his guests at 
breakfast. Their painted faces, digni- 
fied demeanor and picturesque  cos- 
tumes made a striking scene. They got 
through the breakfast without mis- 
hap, but their evident desire for sweet- 
meats had to be met by scouring the 
neighborhood for stick-candy, of which 
a half-bushel was required. It was 
arranged on a large silver platter, and 
dispensed by the General’s little gold- 
en-haired granddaughter, Nettie Har- 
ney, now Mrs. Henry Beauregard. The 
candy served, more than any other 
feature of the occasion, to bring a look 
of satisfaction to the stolid painted 
faces; what was not consumed*‘on the 
spot was carried away in their bead- 
ed pouches. 

Twelve blocks west of General 
Harney’s was the home of Mrs. 
Don Morrison. Hers was a hand-- 
some house with imposing wide 
stone steps leading to the _ ves- 
tibule where the welcoming word 
“Salve” was outlined in colored mosa- 
ics. The doorbell was answered by a 
French butler who wore flesh-colored 
stockings, black kid shoes with large 
steel buckles, close-fitting black satin 
knee breeches and a short coat. He 
bowed elaborately as he held a silver 
tray for the visiting cards. It was 
in this house that Mrs. Morrison 
formed the ‘‘Small and Early”’ dancing 
club. The guests arrived at eight and 
went home at midnight, to the tune 
of ‘‘Home Sweet Home.”’ 


Mrs. Morrison was the first hostess 
in St. Louis to adopt the New York 
custom of holding an entertainment 
Outside the home. Her initial venture 
took the form of a tete poudre bal] 
held at Mahler's Hall, 3541 Olive 
street, then in the first year of its 
occupancy. In contrast to today’s 
custom of arriving at a ball at 11 p. 
m., the guests began to assemble at 
the ball poudre at 8:30—the ladies 
with powdered heads, painted cheeks, 
blackened eyebrows and beauty patch- 
es of black court-plaster, cut in the 
shapes of stars and half-moons. pasted 
on their chins and cheeks: the gen- 
tlemen also having powdered heads 
and in some instances wearing court 
costumes of satin breeches buckled at 
the knee, and black silk stockings. 

Following Mrs. Morrison's ball 
poudre, Mrs. Erastus Wells gave a co- 
tillion, also at Mahler's Hall. The in- 
Vitations, printed on red paper in gold 


‘lettering, announced a “Red German.’ 
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The guests were bidden to wear red 
costumes, but two young ladies ven- 
tured to defy the edict by appearing 
in white ball gowns, whereupon they 
were politely but firmly requested to 
sit in the balcony. 


Mr. Jacob Mahler, with his usual 
good taste, had the ballroom draped 
with red velvet hangings, and the red 
effect was heightened by the soft red 
glow of calcium lights. A stately- 
looking man of Kentucky-Colonel type, 
standing at the entrance of the ball- 
room, was 
heard to_ re- 
mark, “Gad, 
this is redder 
fats ae.” 
Among other 
notable gath- 
erings held at 
Mahler's Hall 
was a reception 
of great. ele- 
gance given by 
Mme. Armand 
Peugnet in hon- 
or of Archbish- 
op Kenrick’s 
Golden Jubilee. 
Cardinal Gib- 
bons of Balti- 
more shared 
honors with the 
local metropoli- 
tan. Gold chairs 
upholstered in 
the Church col- 
Ors were placed 
On a red dais 
from which the 
prelates re- 
ceived guests 
represent- 
ing every faith 
and creed. This 
incident would 
be incomplete 
if the name of 
Miss Lizzie Eus- 
tice, a niece of 
Archbishop 
Kenrick, were 
omitted. She 
was a wom- 
an of brilliant mind, and her repartee 
scintillated at every gathering: she 
was six feet tall, rather thin and not 
handsome, but she possessed a perso- 
nality that awakened immediate inter- 
est. Her intonation of voice and re- 
fined brogue placed her in the setting 
of the aristocracy of Ireland. In mat- 
ters of dress she was a law unto her- 
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self; on one occasion she was seen to 
enter a ballroom wearing an un- 
bleached cotton nightgown over her 
dress.

Out of the ruins of the Home UCir- 
cle there sprang into activity a charm- 
ing club called the “Old Friends,” 
women and men of the old French 
regime who had been childhood play- 
mates, desk partners at school and 
who shared pleasures and sorrows all 
through life and now had grown chil- 
dren. In order that they might be 
thrown together, this club was 
formed, the meetings occurring every 
three weeks at the homes of the mem- 
bers.

This generation has been denied 
much pleasure through the discontin- 
uance of New Year's calling. The day 
was the occasion of good 
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wishes coupled with good cheer. Kind- 
ness was carried in the hearts of our 
men, who went from one house to an- 
other exchanging the pleasantries of 
the day. Calling was the thing to do. 
It was looked upon as a real pleasure 
and incidentally a duty, as men 
felt that a New Year’s call not 
only demonstrated their apprecia- 
tion of past favors, but also 
wiped out an obligation. It was 
common for four or five young 
men to hire a hack and call at 
the home in which any one of the 
party was known. Anticipating 
the amount of liquor they knew 
they would find in every house-

ed to $6. Calling under these cir- 
cumstances was a doubtful pleasure 
because of the intense cold. The poor 
hack driver would mount his hack at 
10 a. m. and with few intermissions 
remain there until midnight. 

I recall very vividly seeing three 
handsome men driving in an open 
buggy, their stovepipe hats glistening 
in the sunlight, their white kids care- 
fully protected from the buffalo robe 
that covered their knees, their storm 
ulsters buttoned snugly around their 
necks. They were encouraging the 
horse to mount the alippery hill that 
led to our house; the ascent appeared 
to be a hazardous undertaking. The 
terrified horse would timidly make its 
way up a few yards and then alip 
back; finally the whole length was 
negotiated. The beaux jumped out; 
one tied the horse to the hitching post, 
while another blanketed the steaming 
animal with a buffalo robe. They all

The ladies were ready to recelve at 
10 in the morning, and the stream of 
callers continued until midnight. 
Long tables were set at one end of the 
salon parlors and held all sorts of deli- 
cacies that made our markets famous 
in those days of peace and plenty, 
when quail sold for $1 a dozen and 
were peddled from door to door.

hot poker to form a 
bowl, contained Lynn 
Haven oysters so large 
that those who en- 
joyed them required a 
screen or a fan in 
order that the other 
guests might be spared 
the spectacle. On the 
other side of the pyra- 
mid, a steaming dish 
of terrapin held a con- 
spicuous place. This 
was the most costly 
addition to the feast, 
as much old Madeira 
was used in preparing 
it, and the cost made 
it almost a prohibited 
delicacy. A saddle of 
venison, to be carved 
by volunteers, found a 
place in this good com- 
pany. Hot beaten bis- 
cufts, chicken bouillon 
and coffee were 
brought in for each 
guest, also fancy ices 
and glace fruits. 

At each end of the 
table, cut glass decant- 
ers of sherry rested on 
glittering coasters. 


Iced champagne was 

served throughout the 

day. The eggnog bowl 
was the center of attraction, around 
which arose a lively discussion as to 
the various compoundings of that se- 
ductive drink which so differed as one 
moved from house to house. In 
some instances Grandma's recipes were 
abominable mixtures, but with a kick 
unknown to modern adventurers. The 
morning papers had an alphabetical! 
list of the ladies receiving, also the 
names of the girls who assisted. 

A charming incident is related of a 
group of 18 girls who were receiving 
in Judge Breckinridge’s home. W orn- 
out with standing and dancing 
throughout the day and half the night, 
they lay upon the floor in front of 
the fireplace, a circle of silk and

ing the head of a weary sufferer. 
They recounted their triumphs and ex- 
periences, counted the cards and 
claimed the callers—the one with the 
largest following being voted the belle 
of the day. Families who were in 
mourning, or for some other reason 
could not receive, would hang graceful 
little baskets tied with gay ribbons to 
the front doorbells, and in these the 
callers would deposit their cards, 
while the ladies of the house would sit 
behind lace curtains to see who called. 
During the course of the day, thrills 
of satisfaction were experienced by the 
callers as they scratched the numes off 
the list one after the other, driving 
from house to house. 


S THE day wore on and our 
A ttienas had partaken freely of 

the drinks that were so handy 
in every house, the question was 
asked, ‘“‘Who is your tipsy friend?’’ 
The main abuse of the day centered 
in the ability of any bore or profligate 
to enter a house where, under no 
circumstances, could he have found it 
possible to call at other times. Like 
many another pleasant custom, New 
Year’s calling died of its own abuses. 

Among the men who observed this 
custom was a group of eligible bache- 
lors who enjoyed a national reputation 
for good manners and good looks— 
their arrival at White Sulphur 
Springs, Narragansett and Saratoga 
was loudly heralded. Many belles 
shaped their plans in accordance with 
the schedule of these beaux. They 
were John and Arthur Lee, Julius and 
Edward Walsh, Allen Pendleton, John 
O'Fallon Delany, Leigh Wickham, Syl- 
vester Chouteau, Charles Greeley, 
Charles Tracey, Charles Switzer, 
Mitchell Scott, Toto Papin, Saunders 
Foster, Henry C. Scott, Charlies R. 
Chambers and Charlie Maffitt. They 
gave elaborate picnics, arranged par- 
ties to the races, excursions on the 
river and coaching parties. Sheltered 
daughters of the aristocracy were per- 
mitted to go buggy-riding with them, 
provided the beau drove two horses. 

St. Louls was fortunate in having 
a large number of interesting men. 
Toto Papin, considered the most popu- 
lar dinner guest, was in great demand, 
because of his nimble wit and rep- 
artee. Arthur Lee was another beau 
who possessed rare charm, good looks 
and good manners. Dr. John O'Fallon 
Delany, one of the few men of leisure, 
was nationally known as a beau. 

Old Florissant was the scene of 
many frolics—gay parties traveled on 
the narrow gauge and arrived at 9 p. 
m. at the town hall, an octagonal 
building in the center of the town. 
Here five sons of the soil, hats on one 
ear, were seated on a platform smok- 
ing cigarettes and picking banjos and 
guitars; if their cigarettes went dead, 
a man would pass in front of them 
with a lighted match. The music con- 
tinued without interruption. Young 
mothers from the farm families 
checked their babies in the room back 
of the stage, while they danced the 
polka and the schottische. 

The belles in those days were effi- 
cient needle women, and it was the

custom for each admirer to write his 
name in lead pencil on a linen table 
cover so the young lady might etch it 
in silk. Often a cover would display 
20 or 25 signatures. 

There was very little restaurant life. 
However, Tony Faust’s was the meet- 
ing place for genial souls from all over 
the world. No theater party was com- 
plete without supper at Faust’s after- 
wards. Business men met there in 
large groups at the luncheon hour. Ac- 
tors and actresses crowded in after 
the play. Edwin Booth, Clara Mor- 
ris, Richard Mansfield, McCullough, 
Patti, Mary Anderson and many others 
were seen there, sometimes five 
An impecunl-

no cover charges and often a group 
of young people would sit around a 
table and see the sights for an out- 
lay of 60 cents for six steins of beer. 


As we come to the period covering 
the World's Fair, it is a pleasure to 
recall the triumphs of Gov. D. R. 
Francis, subsequently Ambassador to 
Russia. While he and Mrs. Francis 
lived at Jefferson City the guberna- 
torial mansion was the scene of much 
social activity—-the week-end parties 
included Lucy and Fannie Wickham, 
Fanita Hayward, Marion Lindsay, 
Luna Garrison, Mimi Flanagan and 
Fiorence Hayward, who was greatly 
admired for her literary talent and 
much loved for her unfailing loyalty 
to her friends. 


FTER the World's Fair, the 

A spirit of change took hold on 

the social life of St. Louis, and 
new customs, new faces and new ideas 
took the places of the old ones. The 
business affairs of the city, always 
more virlle and emphatic than society, 
pushed steadily westward, and the 
hospitable homes took flight to scenes 
etill further west. 

A further extension of this move- 
ment, and one which has had a vital 
bearing on our social life, is that 
many St. Loulsans have left the city 
altogether and moved into 8t. Louls 
County. 

But many of the old walls of ex- 
clusiveness have been broken down. 
The straight and rigid rulea which 
once governed society have been 
scrapped with the iron-braced corsets 
which once held maidens in bondage. 
Charming women of good families, 
high attainments and immaculate so- 
cial position may now have arduous 
careers in business life, and numbers 
of them do, as many smart shops in 
the West End testify. 

Wide travel has had much to do 
with widening the horizon of our 8o- 
cial life. The summer exodus to the 
lakes, to Canada, to the Rockies and 
to the North Atlantic coast has as- 
sumed tremendous proportions. Many 
persons travel abroad or to the South 
in winter time. The Grand Towur, 
which once was the event of a life- 
time, now is a commonplace.

The smoke of crowding steamboats, the march of 
grim blue regiments, steel clanging over the great river, the restless activi- 
ty of merchant and builder, the tides of population lapping and leaping 
westward—all are in the picture, a picture not only moving, but living. 


THE “INFERNAL PRACTICE.” 


SILENT gath- 
ering at the 
river bank, on 
a late Septem- 
ber morning 
in 1817, saw 
two skiffs be- 
ing rowed to- 
wards the 
isiand oppo- 
site the town. 
In one. sat 
Charles Lucas, 
young at the territorial bar, 
and three companions, one of them 
carrying a surgeon's satchel. In the 
other boat, similarly attended, was 
Thomas Hart Benton, lawyer, editor 
and politician, who was later to earn 
the name of statesman. 

They went, as the growing crowd of 
watcners knew, to settle by the code 
duello their courtroom quarrel, which 
had a background of political rivalry 
and personal enmity. They had met 
on this same spot in August, and Lu- 
cas had been wounded in the neck, 
an all but mortal injury. Benton had 
insisted on another encounter. His 
final peremptory summons’ ended 
with the grim words, ‘‘I expect your 
distance not to exceed nine feet.’’ 

As the skiffs landed, their passen- 
gers passed behind a screen of wil- 
lows, out of view of the villagers. On 
the distant bank there was the hush 
of intense listening. 

The seconds made ready the pistols, 
and the combatants faced each other. 
Ten feet was the distance between 
them. Then the count, and the pistols 
were discharged with what seemed, 
both to those near by and to the 
throng on the St. Louis shore, to be 
one report. 

Lucas fell, wounded near the heart. 
Benton approached him, and made 
what has been described as an expres- 
sion of sorrow. ‘You have murdered 
me-—I cannot forgive you,’’ was the 
younger man’s first reply. A few min- 
utes later, he murmured, “I do for- 
give you,” and took Benton's hand. 

Guess and rumor reigned among the 
townsfolk until the haughty and som- 
ber Benton was distinguished in one 
of the returning skiffs, and the other 
was seen to contain one less seated 
figure than it had carried before. 

So Bloody Island gained its name. 
A no-man’s land, unclaimed by either 
Illinois or Missouri, it was out of the 
ken of sheriffs, and there was no one 


lawyer 


to call the slayer to account. The Mis- 
souri Gazette, unfriendly to Benton 
but chary of new feuds, said only: 


“The infernal practice of duelling has 
taken off one of the first characters 
in our country, Charles Lucas, Esq. 
His death has left a blank in society 
not easily filled up.’’ 

The rich and influential Judge J. B. 
C. Lucas, father of the slain man. 
never forgave Benton. He _ stood 
against him for the Senate in 1820, 
just after Missouri had attained state- 
hood. Benton won by the vote of a 
sick legislator carried into the session 
on his cot, who died soon afterward. 

National politics, in the turbulent 
Jackson era, sent Maj. Thomas Biddle, 
ariny paymaster, and Congressman 
Spencer Pettis to Bloody Island. The 
army officer was a brother of Nicholas 
Biddle, head of the United States 
Bank. Pettis, a Jackson adherent, 
was therefore a foe of the bank, and 
spoke against Nicholas Biddle. 

Major Biddle wrote an article attack- 
ing Pettis, which was printed, as was 
Pettis’ reply in similar tone. Biddle 
went to Pettis’ room, dragged him 
from bed and cowhided him. Pettis 
took counsel with Benton, whose ‘‘sor- 
row’ for the Lucas affair did not 
cause him to give pacific counsel in 
this case. He reminded Pettis, how- 
ever, that election was drawing near. 
“Arrest Biddle, print the facts and 


_ after the election vindicate your hon- 


or,’’ was Benton's advice. 
Accordingly, Pettis had Biddle ar-

over to keep the peace for a time. 
The prudent Judge bound Pettis over 
also. After the election, the Congress- 
man sent a challenge to Major Biddle. 

When they set out for the island, 
on an August afternoon of 1831, the 
shore was thronged, and men. were 
standing on housetops. The willows 
hid from view the savage scene that 
occurred when the two took their 
stand at the distance of five feet, 
fixed by the nearsighted Biddle. 


As the duelists presented their pis- 
tols, the weapons overlapped. Neither 
man showed a sign of fear. At the 
count, Pettis stooped, to fire into his 
adversary’s abdomen. He did so, and 
was himself shot in the side. Both 
were told that they must die, and they 
exchanged their assurances of forgive- 


ness. Pettis died the next day, Biddle 
after four days. 

Three other fatal duels on the 
island are recorded, in which the 


combatants were men of prominence, 
besides several involving lowlier per- 
sons. Joshua Barton, brother of Ben- 
ton’s first colleague in the Senate, 
and second for Lucas in the Benton- 
Lucas duel, was killed there by 
Thomas C. Rector. Barton had at- 
tacked the official probity of Rector’s 
brother, territorial surveyor-general. 
The last encounter there, in 1860, be- 
tween Gen. D. M. Frost and Edward 
B. Sayers, a civil engineer, ended in 
the manner of latter-day French duels, 
Frost firing in the air after his an- 
tagonist had missed him. The island, 
as the result of engineering work in 
the channel, is now part of the East 
St. Louis mainland. 

In the St. Louis of more than a 
century ago, two men shared pre-em- 
inence. To the old residents, the 
pioneer Auguste Chouteau was the 
foremost citizen. He had been the 
trusted lieutenant of the New Orleans 
trader, Pierre Laclede Liguest, in the 
founding of the city in 1764. Obe- 
dient to Laclede, he had named the 
place St. Louis, as a tribute not to the 
canonized Crusader, King Louis IX, 
who in his celestial glory did not need 
it, but to the reigning Louis XV, who 


was no saint and would never be one,’ 


as the chronicles of Pompadour and 
Du Barry attest. His mother, Mme. 
Chouteau, wife of Laclede by common 
acceptance and possibly by some. sort 
of civil ceremony—though no record 


now remains— 
was for a half- 
century the be- 
loved mother of 
the village. Her 
four younger 
children, who 
were the chil- 
dren of Laclede, 
founded endur- 
ing fami] les, 
and the sons 
were leaders in 
the booming fur 
trade. 

To the coun- 
try outside, the 
most distin- 
guished St. 
Louisan was 
Gov. William 
Clark, who 
maintained, 
near his resi- 
dence at Main 
and Vine 
streets, an In- 
dian museum, 
the memorial of 
the Lewis and 
Clark expedi- 
tion. Clark re- 
mained in St. 
Louis after the 
return, in 1806, 
from the mo- 
mentous tour of 
exploration and adventure in the 
Northwest, lasting more than two 
years. The expedition, inspired by the 
vision of Thomas Jefferson, followed 
the Louisiana Purchase of 1803 in time 
and in logic, and assured the fruits of 
that great transaction. 
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Indian tribal delegations from the 
receding frontier made frequent and 
highly ceremonial visits to ‘Red 


Head,’ who was officially Superintend-- 


ent of Indian Affairs. In the War of 
1812, the Indians in the valley above, 
who had been pacified by Lewis and 
Clark, made no trouble. After the war, 
and until statehood, General Clark was 
Governor of Missouri Territory, which 
had its capital in St. Louis. He re- 
mained a commanding figure until 
his death in 1838. 


Senator Benton, today one of Mis- 
souri’s two figures in Statuary Hall at 
the national Capitol, has also public 
memorials in St. Louis, earned other- 
wise than by his quickness on the 
trigger. But Thomas Fiveash Riddick 
is commemorated only in the name 
of a public school building, not one 
of the most conspicuous or pretentious. 
It is a fitting memorial in kind, but 
hardly in degree. 


Riddick, who came from Virginia 
soon after the American flag went up, 
served as a Commissioner of Land 
Claims. In this work, he found that 
St. Louis contained tracts of land to 
which no valid titke was held by any- 
one. He might have made this knowl- 
edge the basis of speculation. In- 
stead, Riddick, in 1812, went to Wash- 
ington on horseback, paying his own 
bills, and persuaded Congress, busy 
with war problems, to pass a bill con- 
veying all unclaimed lands in St. 
Louis to the public schools. The land 
thus dedicated to education had a 
later value of $1,500,000. 
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General Lafayette, then the guest of 
the United States, came to St. Louis 
at the end of April, 1825. John F. 
Darby, later Mayor, has left a graphic 
account of the great man’s visit and 
the attendant civic convulsions. 

The in motley garb,

Captain, declaiming about ‘‘the great 


apostle of liberty,’’ and the volunteer 
who primed his gun with brandy were 
details of the picture on the Court- 
house green.

Comedy gave way to pathos when 
Alexander Bellissime, who had been 
one of Lafayette’s French soldiers in

‘splendid ball’’ was the parting cere- 
monial, and the expenses, about which 
the city fathers had shown some 
trepidation, came to $37. 

In the territorial and early state- 
hood years, as the trails from the 
East widened into highways, St. Louis 
strode into growth. Settlers brought 
the speech of Virginia and Kentucky 
to “mingle with the local patois. The 
older French-speaking families, known 
to historians as Creoles, shook their 
heads at the ways of the newcomers, 
but the shrewdest among them nursed 
their land claims, and watched their 
farms become city tracts. Though soon 
out-numbered by the newcomers, the 
founders long softened the _ city’s 
speech and Latinized its traditions. 
Their biographical index is the city’s 
street directory—Laclede, 
Papin, Gratiot, Soulard, Labadie, La 
Beaume, Berthold, Tesson, Cabanne, 
Lami, Hebert, Cerre, Menard, Dodier 
and Delor.

| WO large hot stacks, 25 
m*|Negro roustabouts on 
the bow end, and a gam- 
bler in the cabin.’’ This 
was Clyde Fitch’s de- 
scription of a Mississip- 
pi steamboat.

Sometimes the gamblers 
became planters. as did John Powell, 
one of the most noted of the frater- 
nity. A theater in New Orleans and a 
plantation in Tennessee were among 
the fruits of his winnings. One 
pseudo-planter, named Swinney, had 
as his companion a boy who would 
stand behind the chairs of players and 
signal him as to their hands. Discov- 
ery of this system sometimes caused 
man and boy to make a hurried land- 
ing. 

Others became boat owners, as did 
Tom Sims, Missouri! River gamester, 
known for the $20,000 “roll” he car- 
ried. Capt. William H. Thorwegen, 
owner of the Grand Republic, said to 
have been the most costly and ornatv 
of river boats, was a gambler on land, 
being for years proprietor of a St. 
Louis gaming house. He owned the 
bars of 60 steamers. 

In 1872 the Grand Duke Alexis, 
youngest son of the Czar of Russia, 
chartered a boat from Thorwegen for 
his journey, with his retinue, to New 
Orleans. The boat was stocked with 
choice wines, and several women, not 
originally attached to the party, were 
guests. Half-way down the river, Cap- 
tain Thorwegen grew apprehensive 
about the Grand Duke’s finances, and 
went to him, with a revolver not very 
well concealed in his pocket, to de- 
mand payment. He got $5000, and 
collected a further installment of his 
bill at New Orleans, after attaching 
baggage of the ducal party. 

The river men went into politics 
in 1861, and the Taylor-How campaign 
for the mayoralty was decided as 
much by their votes as by the issu® 
of ‘‘Black Republicanism,’ raised 
against former Mayor How. Daniel G. 
Taylor’s election was celebrated by a 
parade of miniature steamboats, Tay- 
lor being a former boat master of the 
Upper Missouri. 
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Captains of rival boats exerted 
themselves to make their craft popu- 
lar. Chefs and stewards showed the 
same spirit of emulation. The passen- 
ger of the 50's got, for 30 or 40 cents 
of his passage money, a feast which 
in some of its items could hardly be 
duplicated now at any price. Soup, 
fish, roast, entrees, cold dishes, boiled 
meats, game, pastry, cakes. confec- 
tionery and nuts were general head- 
ings of the menu, with a surfeiting 
range of choice in each.

Today, with channel re- 
quirements reduced to a dependable 
nine feet, and with flood control and 
navigation programs combined, river 
freight traffic is having a freal re- 
vival.

ITT. 
RACE AND CLAN. 


MOSAIC group, high- 
arched in the Cathed- 
ral on Lindell boule- 
vard, records the con- 
tributions of Europe

tion. The foremost

‘Patrick of Ireland and St. Boniface of 


Germany. 

The sons and grandsons of France, 
as has been told, came first, and domi- 
nated the 40-year colonial period. In 
the first 40 years under the American 
flag, the Irish formed the buovant 
crest of the wave of new settlement. 

The Erin Benevolent Society, head- 
ed by a Brady, was formed in 1818. 
Kerry Patch, with Seventeenth, Twen- 
tieth, Biddle and Mullanphy astreets 
as its inner boundaries, was settled in 
the '30’s and ‘40's. The second gen- 
eration of the Irish stepped out of the 
racial bounds, and not a few of their 
young men mar- 
ried daughters 
-: 270 Tires 
French families. 
From these 
unions came, in 
later society, 
such names as 
that of Mimi 
Flanagan, one of 
the most noted 
of St. Louis 
beauties. Walsh- 
me, wa ttit ta, 
Foys, Mullan- 
phys and Scan- 
lans have traced 
their ancestry to 
the foundtng 
French. 

Ireland's -con- 
tribution ‘was 
outnum bered 
when the Ger- 
mans began to 
pour into S8t. 
Louis. The dec- 
ade of 1840-50, 
which marked 
the chief Teu- 
tonic inrush, saw 
the city's popu- 
lation multiply 
from 16,500 to 
78,000. The An- 
seiger des Weat- 


ens, started in 1835, was the second 
St. Louls newspaper of sufficient sol- 
idity to last more than a few years. 

Self-sufficient rather than exclusive, 
the Germans mingled little with the 
people of other strains. As they spread 
from the South Side into North St. 
Louis, settled first by the Irish, there 
was some friendliness, and no little 
strife, as in the election riots of the 
'50’s. 

Two streets north of the business 
center preserve the names of the Mul- 
lanphys, father and son, and John 
O'Fallon, early and eminent St. Louis- 
ans of Irish stock.

New Orleans, and it was his cotton 
which was seized and used as breast- 
works by Jackson's fighters. Mullan- 
phy went to General Jackson, just be- 
fore the engagement, and laid claim to 
the cotton. ‘‘By 
the Eternal,’’ re- 
plied Old Hick- 
ory, “H you are 
the owner, then 
no man has a 
better right to 
defend it.’ And 
he ordered that 
Mullanphy be 
provided with a 
niusket and put 
into the ranks. 

The middle- 
aged conscript 
fought bravely 
for his cotton 
and his country. 
Soon after the 
battle, he went 
up the river and 
had the luck to 
get the first 
news of the 
treaty of peace. 
He hurried back 
to New Orleans 
ahead of the 
courier, bought 
cotton at the de- 
pressed war 
prices due to the 
blockade, and 
made a fortune 
by the rise in 
prices which 


the lower 
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came with the belated news. 

Real estate dealings in growing St. 
Louis multiplied his winnings. Mul- 
lanphy Hospital and other charities 
were his memorials. He imported the 
finest and rarest wines, which he 
kept in boxes marked ‘Tracts.’ Evi- 
dently the vintages tinted his visage, 
for a chronicler calls him ‘‘mulberry- 
faced Mullanphy.” 

His son, Bryan Mullanphy, Mayor 
and Judge, was famed for his odd be- 
havior. He would walk down the street 
strumming a banjo. Once, during an 
interlude in his musical efforts, he 
kicked a passing workman who was 
carrying a sawhorse, then stepped in 
front of the offended man with the 
bland request, ‘‘Now kick me.” 

Eccentric he may have been, but 
Bryan Mullanphy made ae will that 
etuck, though the ablest efforts have 
been made to change it. He left one- 
third of all his property ‘‘to the City 
of St. Louis in trust, to constitute a 
fund to furnish rellef to all poor eml- 
grants and travelers coming to St. 
Louis on their way, bona fide, to settle 
in the West.”’ 

This was a needed benefaction, 
when made in 1851, but in latter de- 
cades poor emigrants largely ceased 
going west, bona fide or otherwise. 
Attempts to divert the fund to a hos- 
pital or other charity have been de- 
feated in the courts. The fund now ex- 
ceeds $1,000,000, and its income is 
used to help needy travelers generally, 
regardless of the direction in which 
they are going. But that is as far as 
the courts have permitted the provi- 
sions of the bequest to be stretched. 
Heirs of Bryan Mullanphy last year 
filed suit to recover the amount of 
the fund, alleging that the trust has 
failed. 

The story of John O'Fallon is one 
of soldierly bravery and business suc- 
cess, which, ironically, gets its chief 
interest from a family connection 
with a less worthy personage. 

At a time when few newcomers 
brought more than a pair of strong 
hands and a hearty appetite, the ar-

rival of William Stokes from England, 
with letters of credit for 28,000 
pounds sterling, was a notable occur- 
ence. He announced that he had come 
to stay, bought several tracts of land 
near town, and built a fine 
where Pine boulevard and Leffingwell 
avenue now intersect. He managed 
to be one of the first vestrymen of 
Christ Church, organized in the year 
of his arrival, 1819. 


The leading people called on Stokes, 
and he introduced them to his sister, 
A eracious young Englishwoman, and 
to “Mrs. Stokes.’’ Captain O'Fallon, 
gallant young Indian fizhter who had 
been wounded in the Battle of Tippe- 
canoe and had distinguished himself 
in the War of 1812, paid court to Miss 
Stokes and married her. 

Then the real Mrs. William Stokes 
appeared in St. Louis, charging that 
her husband had fled from London 
with his housekeeper. She sued, and 
the courts gave her a divorce and a 
large judgment, though grumbling at 
having to wash linen which had been 
soiled overseas. 

Through the divorce suit, St. Louis 
learned where Stokes had obtaine: 
his money. He had been the highly 
paid secret agent of King George IV 
in the proceedings by which the King 
had sought to prove misconduct 
against Queen Caroline, and to di- 
vorce her. The scandal centered in a 
sojourn of the Queen in Italy. She 
had the sympathy of the British pub- 
lic, and the royal divorce proceeding 
failed. The King weathered the storm, 
but Stokes, who was blamed for the 
most unsavory features -of the case, 
and who was having his own domes- 
tic troubles at the time, went all the 
way from the Thames to the Missis- 
sippi in search of a new scene. 

His wife's judgment took the best 
of his property, his land investments 
went badly, taxes piled up, and a few 
years later he died, heavily in debt. 
His sister, Mrs. O'Fallon, had died 
previously. Captain O'Fallon, most 
faithful of his St. Louis friends, ad- 
ministered on the bankrupt estate. 

When Captain O'Fallon married for 
a second time, in 1827, a charivari 
party gathered, as was the frequent 
practice when the bridegroom was a 
widower. Captain O'Fallon sent his 
friend, Judge James H. Peck, out to 
tell the serenaders that they should 
make merry at his expense wherever 
they might choose. The crowd chose 
to ‘clean out’’ two neighboring gro- 
cery-saloons, whose proprietors next 
day collected bills ,

amounting to 
$1000 from Captain O'Fallon. 

John Smith T., a frequent visitor 
to St. Louls, and living about 70 miles 
south of the city, was a noted extin- 
guisher of human lives. The odd ter- 
minal letter of his name stood for 
Tennessee, his native state. Fifteen 
deaths are attributed to his armament, 
consisting usually of four pistols and 
a dirk. He quarreled with Gen. 
Andrew Jackson, and challenged Sam 
Houston to a duel, but the Texan de- 
clined to meet him. 

He had some dealings with Aaron 
Burr when Burr was planning his 
Southwestern empire, and was indict- 
ed on a charge of treason, but would 
not submit to arrest on that charge. 
Officers who called with the treason 
warrant were treated to a hearty din- 
ner, the host sitting with pistol 
cocked beside hia plate, and then were 
sent away by and without their in- 
tended prisoner. 

When he had killed someone, John 
Smith T. was more reasonable in the 
matter of arrest. ‘‘He killed most of 
his men in fair duels, in which he

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risked his own life,’’ a chronicler says, 
“and always stood his trial and was 
honorably acquitted. He was as mild 
a man as ever put a bullet into a 
human body.’’ This phase of his char- 
acter was not understood in St. Louis, 
where timid persons peered at him 
from doorways and kept their distance 
from his chair in the Missouri Hotel 
lobby. He died a natural death in 
1835. 

Free and easy justice was dispensed, 
in the '40's, by Judge Moses Taylor, 
a Falstaff in appearance, who was 
invariably convinced by the last ar- 


gument he heard. ‘‘You are right,” 
he would say when the _ plaintiff's 
counsel hammered home a_ point. 


When the defense replied, he would 
assent with, ‘‘That’s quite true, now 
what has the plaintiff's counsel to say 
to that?’’ Wilson Primm and John 
F. Darby, leading lawyers, once ar- 
gued a case before him in this dead- 
heat fashion, and when both despaired 
of a decision, Primm moved that the 
“court adjourn to Louis Vacheri’s 
drinking saloon and all take a horn.” 
It was so ordered, and the bailiff for- 
mally oyez-ed the gathering, announ*- 
ing that the court would adjourn to 
the establishment named, ‘“‘for us all 
to take a horn.’’ Primm paid for the 
“horn,’’ and the case was- settled by 
the agreement of Darby’s clients to 
pay the costs and stand treat for a 
second round of drinks. 


In the first half of 1849, cholera 
swept the city. For weeks, deaths 
were 60 to 100 a day. Steamboats 
were stopped at a quarantine station 
to the south. The big bell of St. 
Xavier's, on Ninth street, tolled al- 
most incessantly. Cholera reappeared 
in St. Louis as late as 1866. The 
‘great St. Louis fire’ in 1849 de- 
stroyed 23 steamboats and more than 
400 buildings. 


Racial disorders and election riot- 
ing were another scourge of the early 
'60’s. Anti-German feeling caused a 
battle at the Soulard Market polling 
place in 1852, Robert Mac O’Blennis, 
gambler and horseman, leading’ the 
‘‘Americans.”’ A volunteer fireman 
was killed, and an attack on the An- 
zeiger office was repulsed by the lo- 
cal militia. 


The Know-Nothing party movement, 
here directed against Irish Catholics, 
occasioned a riot which kept the city 
in a turmoil for two days in 1854. 
Five persons were killed in the fight- 
ing on the eastern blocks of Mor- 
gan and Cherry streets. A mass meet- 
ing was held, and ae special police 
force created, to restore peace. 


Other Irish episodes in the com- 
munity life were of happier sort. The 
Lindell Hotel, owned by an O’Shaugh- 
nessy, was long the castle of the An- 
cient Order of MHibernians. Every 
seventeenth of March, or the Sunday 
nearest that day, the shamrock host 
was marshaled. High hats, green 
sashes and white horses were for the 
leaders, and every man was expected 
to march, while the children of the 
parish schools rode on floats. A pri- 
mary object, in that day when party 
by close 
figuring, was to show how strong the 
Irish were. In some years, a Polish 
group would be slipped in among the 
marchers; but the German parishes, 
with their monumental churches in 
South and North St. Louis, did not 
join. 


Wood was the common fuel of mid- 
century days. In the early years, 
driftwood gathered from sandbars had 
helped to keep the first families warm. 
Later, Gravois avenue became a high- 
way of woodhaulers from the county. 
One of these occasional wagon-men of 
the Gravois, in after years, twice rode 
along the nation’s highway from the 
Capitol to the White House, as Presi- 
dent Grant. 

Bands of wood sawyers followed the 
vendors of the roughly trimmed poles 
which were dumped at family curbs. 
The soap-grease men, and their carts 
dripping with the crude fat of the 
land, were another feature of the daily 
street pageant. 


Chouteau’s Pond, created by Joseph 
Taillon, one of the first settlers, as a 
source of power for his mill, was en- 
larged by elevations of the dam, and 
Came to extend from Chouteau ave- 
nue nearly to the present City Hall 
site. Boating parties, races and duck 
hunting were among the community 
uses of this body of water, but in the 
early ‘60's it became a menace. to 
health. Its removal was hastened by 
the demand of railroad builders for 
an outlet to the river. The pond’s bed 
is now cinder-packed Mill Creek Val- 
ley. 

So long as the old Courthouse on 
Broadway stands, it will be pointed 
out as the place where slaves were 
sold. Sales of foreclosed property, 
and of property involved in the set- 
tling of estates, took place on its steps. 
Many slaves were sold there, but the 
chief commercial slave market was at

slave-pen was made a Federal military 
prison in wartime. 

Slaves were held in St. Louis from 
its beginning. Auguste Chouteau died 
owning 37. The number of slaves 
here decreased, in the 10 years before 
Lincoln’s election, from 2600 to 1500. 
The institution of slavery could not be 


assailed here with impunity, as Elijah 
P. Lovejoy found out when, in 1836,a 
mob wrecked the office of his St. 
Louis Observer, and drove.him on to 
Alton and martyrdom. Eighteen years 


later, a suit was instituted in St. Louis: 


Federal Court from which resulted the 
nation-shaking Dred Scott decision.

ARMS AND TWO MEN. 


T. LOUIS, it has often 
been said, saved the 
Union in 1861. And 
though the Union took 
a deal of saving else- 
where and afterward, 
there can be no doubt 
that what was done in this city, in the 
few months after Lincoln’s accession, 
was indispensably important. 

Certainly two men were indispensa- 
ble. They were Frank P Blair, Ken- 
tuckian and son of a Virginia slave- 
holder, but himself the most aggres- 
sive of free-soilers; and Nathaniel 
Lyon, red-bearded and resolute Yan- 
kee soldier, man of uncompromising 
words and unfaltering deeds. 

The two worked together through 
the crisis, and Lyon gave his life. 
Blair lived to return to the Democratic 
party as a national leader, and to sit 
in the Senate. His statue is at the 
principal entrance of Forest Park, and 
is beside Benton’s in the national paf- 
theon in Washington. 

Because of its border position, St. 
Louis suffered heavy and permanent 
loss from the war. Restrictions were 
placed on the trade of St. Louis which 
were not applied to the trade of Chi-

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cago, and Chicago became the termi- 
nus of trunk lines which otherwise 
might have built to St. Louis first. 
More immediate loss was caused by 
the blockade of river traffic. 

At the beginning of '61, Missouri’s 
position was so uncertain that Blair 
preached the necessity of keeping St. 
Louis in the Union, whatever the State 
might do. If Missouri seceded from 
the Union, he proposed that St. Louis 
should secede from Missouri. When 
Governor Jackson replied defiantly to 
President Lincoln’s first call for 
troops, Blair had five volunteer regi- 
ments and five reserve regiments 
ready, he being Colonel of the First 
Volunteers. 


Of the 10,000 men in these regi- 
ments, fully 8000 were Germans. 
These countrymen of Friederich Heck- 
er, Carl Schurz and Franz Sigel were 
the overbalancing force against the 
city’s disunion element, strong finan- 
cially and dominant socially, which 
otherwise might have gained control. 
Their home district in South St. Louis 
formed a first line of defense for the 
United States Arsenal, chief objective 
of the secession leaders.

Captain Lyon arrived at the Arsenal 
in February, and was in charge inter- 
mittently. In. April he shipped the 
greater part of the store of arms and 
ammunition by river to Alton for re- 
moval to the Illinois Arsenal at Spring- 
field. The boat’s captain was under 
orders to sink her in midchannel rath- 


er than submit to capture. Lyon kept 
munitions enough for Blair’s regi- 
ments. 


Two regiments of State troops, 
about 750 officers and men, went into 
camp May 3 in Lindell Grove, within 
the present bounds of Grand boule- 
vard, Olive street, Garrison and La- 
clede avenues: The camp was named 
for Governor Jackson, and most of the 
men in it shared his secession senti- 
ments. The principal camp thorough- 
fare was called Davis street by militia- 
men and visitors, in honor of the 
president of the Confederacy. Another 
atreet was named for General Beaure- 
gard, who directed the firing on Fort 
Sumter. War material in and near 
the camp included a boatload of muni- 
tions taken by Confederate forces 
from the United States Arsenal at 
Baton Rouge, La., and sent here in 
boxes marked ‘‘marble.”’ 


The encampment was the legal suc- 
cessor of one held the year before, and 
ostensibly was to end in a few days. 
For the week that it lasted, Camp 
Jackson was the resort of fashion. Its 
holiday aspect is pictured in Winston 
Churchill’s novel, ‘‘The Crisis.” 

Southern sympathizers were coming 
in from the State, and there were re- 
ports that the encampment would be 
prolonged, and new regiments formed.

Lyon and Blair, taking stock of their 
forces, saw that Camp Jackson as it 
stood was at their mercy. They de- 
cided that it was no time for taking 
chances on the spread of armed and 
aggressive disunionism. 

The morning of May 10, the volun- 
teer and reserve commands, with two 
companies of regular soldiers, all 
marching on a synchronized schedule, 
surrounded the camp ground, a low- 
lying and exposed tract. Lyon de- 
manded its surrender, and Brigadier- 
General D. M. Frost, head of the out- 
numbered State force, replied that he 
was forced to comply with the ‘‘ille- 
gal and unconstitutional demand.”’ 


So the Missouri Videttes, Dixie 
Guards, Davis Guards and the rest 
were disarmed and marched between 
the lines of volunteers, who had put 
leaves and green twigs in their hats 
in token of victory. The surrender 
was without a shot or a blow. 


To the picnic crowd about the camp, 
this pageant of surrender was distaste- 
ful. Many failed to realize that they 
were viewing an act of war. It 
seemed to them that what they might 
say or do would have some effect, and 
they made a violent showing of sym- 
pathy with the captured men and de- 
risive hostility toward the ‘damn 
Dutch.”’ Stone-throwing was followed 
by a pistol shot, then the volunteers 
used their rifles. Three of the pris- 
oners, a captain and a private of the 
Union forces, and two women were 
among the 33 who were killed on the 
spot or died later of wounds.

“Rather than concede to the State 
of Missouri,’’ he said, “the right to 
demand that my Government shall not 
enlist troops within her limits, or 
bring troops into the State whenever 
it pleases, or move its troops at its 
own will into, out of or through the 
State; rather than concede to the 
State of Missouri, for one single in- 
stant, the right to dictate to my Goy- 
ernment in any matter, however up- 
important, I would see you, and (to 
others in the room) you, and you, and 
you, and you, and every man, woman 
and child in this State, dead and 
buried. This means war.” 


War ensued in Missouri, and its for- 
tunes soon turned against the Union 
forces, which suffered the immeasur- 
able loss of Lyon’s death in the Battle 
of Wilson Creek. But St. Louls was 
held for the Union, and the State 
with it, despite the shock of Gen. 
John C. Fremont’s emancipation pro- 
clamation, which President Lincoln 
thought it necessary to revoke, Fre- 
mont’s order was “permitted to stand 
as to any slave employed on military 
works of secessionists, and Frank 
Lewis, a St. Louis Negro, was freed 
under this provision, the first bene- 
ficlary of emancipation. 


Some true tales of buried gold 
date from wartime currency disturb- 
ances. In the basement of a build- 
ing at Second and Locust streets, $10,- 
000 in gold was buried. Later, when 
about to sell the building, the owners 
sought the treasure, but did not find 
it, and offered $3000 for its recov- 
ery. A clerk dug for a few minutes, 
brought up the money, and handed 
over $7000 of it. The box had sunk 
several feet. 


Through the war, the ungainly dome 
of Gratiot Street Military Prison, a 
former medical college building, stood 
for an authority to which many St. 
Louisans submitted only under duress. 
The display of the Confederate flag 
was forbidden, but women visiting 
the prison wore red, white and red 
combinations in their hats and dresses, 
and the Federal authorities could 
think of nothing to do about it. For 
more active manifestations, a few 
women -were imprisoned in_ their 
homes, and several families were ban- 
ished. 


When Mrs. Joseph Sire asked the 
privilege of taking a sick Confederate 
soldier from the prison to her home, 
the request was granted on condition 
that she take a sick Federal soldier 
home also. She took the two, and 
cared for both alike. 


Six Confederate prisoners of war 
were taken from the prison in 1864 
and shot to death by order of General 
Rosecrans, in retaliation for the 
shooting of a Union Major and six 
soldiers by their Confederate captors 
in Franklin County. No Confederate 
Major was in the prison at the time, 
but the first one received there after- 
ward was marked for death, and was 
spared only by an order of President 
Lincoln. The hanging of a St. Louis 
County young man, James Utz, as & 
Confederate spy, was a grim incident 
of the same year. 


One of the street spectators near 
the Arsenal, who saw the march of 
Sigel’s Germans toward Camp Jack- 
s0n, was Ulysses 8. Grant, lately a St. 
Louis County farmer, and as before 
mentioned, a Gravois road wood haul- 
er at times. He had sought the job 
of County Engineer, or road superin- 
tendent, but the County Court had 
chosen another. The court's members, 
in later years, made many quite su- 
perfluous explanations of their action 
—as if anyone could have expected 
them to foresee Vicksburg and Ap 
pomattox. 


Another spectator of the same day's 
events was William T. Sherman, then 
manager of the Fifth Street Railway. 
In the same month, Sherman was com- 
missioned a Colonel. After the war, 
the people of St. Louis raised a testl- 
monial fund and bought Genera!

“damn Dutch’ were about to raid the 
homes of secessionists caused a Sup. 
day stampede from the city, May 12. 


Gen. William 8S. Harney, assuming 
command of the Union forces after 
the Camp Jackson affair, entered into 
a truce with Gen. Sterling Price of 
the State troops. The logic of the 
time was against truces, and Harney 
was removed by the President, acting 
through Blair. Lyon, again in com- 
mand and advanced to Brigadier-Gen- 
eral, conferred with Price and Gover- 
nor Jackson at the Planters House. 
Thomas L. Snead, who was Jackson's 
aid, has preserved the Homeric words 
spoken by General Lyon to the Gover. 
nor. 


“Rather than concede to the State 
of Missouri,’”’ he said, “the right to 
demand that my Government shall not 
enlist troops within her limits, or 
bring troops into the State whenever 
it pleases, or move its troops at its 
own will into, out of or through the 
State; rather than concede to the 
State of Missouri, for one single in- 
stant, the right to dictate to my Govy- 
ernment in any matter, however un- 
important, I would see you, and (to 
others in the room) you, and you, and 
you, and you, and every man, woman 
and child in this State, dead and 
buried. This means war.’’ 


War ensued in Missouri, and its for- 
tunes soon turned against the Union 
forces, which suffered the immeasur- 
able loss of Lyon’s death in the Battle 
of Wilson Creek. But St. Louis was 
held for the Union, and the State 
with it, despite the shock of Gen. 
John C. Fremont’s emancipation pro- 
Clamation, which Presideft Lincoln 
thought it necessary to revoke. Fre- 
mont’s order was “permitted to stand 
as to any slave employed on military 
works of secessionists, and Frank 
Lewis, a St. Louls Negro, was freed 
under this provision, the first bene- 
ficlary of emancipation. 


Some true tales of buried gold 
date from wartime currency disturb- 
ances. In the basement of a build- 
ing at Second and Locust streets, $10.- 
000 in gold was buried. Later, when 
about to sell the building, the owners 
sought the treasure, but did not find 
it, and offered $3000 for its recov- 
ery. A clerk dug for a few minutes, 
brought up the money, and handed 
over $7000 of it. The box had sunk 
several feet. 


Through the war, the ungainly dome 
of Gratiot Street Military Prison, a 
former medical college building, stood 
for an authority to which many St. 
Louisans submitted only under duress. 
The display of the Confederate flag 
was forbidden, but women visiting 
the prison wore red, white and red 
combinations in their hats and dresses, 
and the Federal authorities could 
think of nothing to do about it. For 
more active manifestations. a few 
women -were imprisoned in_ their 
homes, and several families were ban- 
ished. 


When Mrs. Joseph Sire asked the 
privilege of taking a sick Confederate 
soldier from the prison to her home, 
the request was granted on condition 
that she take a sick Federal soldier 
home also. She took the two, and 
cared for both alike. 


Six Confederate prisoners of war 
were taken from the prison in 1864 
and shot to death by order of General 
Rosecrans, in retaliation for the 
shooting of a Union Major and six 
soldiers by their Confederate captors 
in Franklin County. No Confederate 
Major was in the prison at the time, 
but the first one received there after- 
ward was marked for death, and was 
spared only by an order of President 
Lincoln. The hanging ofa St. Louis 
County young man, James Utz, as a 
Confederate spy, was a grim incident 
of the same year. 


One of the street spectators near 
the Arsenal, who saw the march of 
Sigel’s Germans toward Camp Jack- 
s0n, was Ulysses 8. Grant, lately a St. 
Louls County farmer, and as before 
mentioned, a Gravois road wood haul- 
er at times. He had sought the job 
of County Engineer, or road superin- 
tendent, but the County Court had 
chosen another. The court’s members, 
in later years, made many quite su- 
perfluous explanations of their action 
——as if anyone could have expected 


them to foresee Vicksburg and Ap- 
pomattox. 


Another spectator of the same day's 
events was William T. Sherman, then 
manager of the Fifth Street Railway. 
In the same month, Sherman was com- 
missioned a Colonel. After the war. 
the people of St. Louis raised a testi- 
monial fund and bought Genera] Sher- 
man a home on Garrison avenue, north 
of Franklin. A visit made try’ the Gen- 
eral to the water rates office. to protest 
against @ peremptory notice sent to 
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: nim, following an unpaid water bill, 
| gg still a lively tradition of the City 
Hall. 

The First Missouri Infantry, which 

had a long, though interrupted, his- 
| tory, and Battery A, which dated back 
| to the Mexican War, were called into 
the service of the United States in the 
gpanish War of 1898. The First was 
held in reserve at Chickamauga Park 
| during the brief war period; the Bat- 

ery had a part in the bloodless con- 
| quest of Porto Rico. 

Twenty years later, the St. Louis 
volunteer commands, then hecome 
parts of the Thirty-fifth Division. A. 
g. F.. were in the forefront of the 
American advance against the Hinden- 
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burg line, beginning the Argonne- 
Meuse offensive. In the closing days 
of September, 1918, the St. Louis in- 
fantry regiment, the 138th, suffering 
heavy losses, took from the Germans 
the town of Cheppy, where the regi- 
ment’s memorial now stands. St. Louis 
was largely represented in other regi- 
ments, particularly the 354th of the 
Eighty-ninth Division. The long roll 
of St. Louis men killed in action in- 
cluded not only such names as Skin- 
ker, Lincoln and Filley, but Sauer- 
wein, Sodemann and Schnelle. A St. 
Louis National Guard officer, Dwight 
F. Davis, who served in the Argonne, 
became Secretary of War in President 
€oolidge’s Cabinet.

EADS AND HIS BRIDGE. 


OST great works of 
engineering are known 
by locality names-—As- 
suan Dam, Brooklyn 
Bridge, Panama Canal. 
But St. -Louis’ § first 
bridge was named for 
aman. There was a reason. 
| James B. Eads was not just a civil 
| engineer, with his name painted on a 
| glass door, whom a corporation hired 
| to build a bridge over the Mississippi. 
| He was the author of the bridge idea, 
| and he “sold” that idea, in the mod- 
| ern go-getter phrase, to St. Louis and 
to the Government at Washington. 


As a boy newly arrived from an 
| Indiana farm, Eads sold apples and 
| pewspapers on the streets. He was a 

dry goods salesman, then a steam- 
| beat clerk, and he studied mathemat- 
ies and engineering until, at 22, he 
| went into the business of raising and 
| enivaging wrecked steamers. In this 
he made a fortune for his company. 
[In wartime, Eads designed and built 
ijronclads and mortarboats used by the 
| Federal forces in the capture of Fort 
' Henry and in Farragut’s taking of 
Mobile. 

Soon after peace came, Eads had his 
plans for a bridge ready. Local senti- 
ment was uncertain. A dozen years 
before, St. Louis had objected to the 

bridging of the Mississippi anywhere. 

| The Merchants’ Exchange protested 
against the proposal for a bridge at 
Rock Island, Ill., because of ‘‘the evil 

likely to accrue to our commerce.” 
When the Rock Island bridge was 
built, and two boats were lost through 
collisions with its piers, the antis 

| had a still stronger argument. Bridges 
obstructed navigation. 


But Charles K. Dickson, John R. 
Lionberger, Dr. William Taussig and 
other business men went to Eads’ of- 
fice and pored over his plans, and 
backed him with a bridge company. 
Andrew Carnegie, then new to the 
world of business, sold $4,000.000 of 
the first mortgage bonds in London. 

The opposition harped on the hin- 
drance to navigation, and it piled up 
difficult conditions in the act of Con- 
cress. The act required that the 

_ Central span should be not less than 


500 feet long, and 50 feet above the. 


city directrix (or 42 feet above the 
present high water mark). Eads and 
| his chief assistant, Henry Flad, made 
| the central span extend 520 feet, and 
met the height provision. Eads figured 
total cost at $4,500,000, but the bond 

_ issues for the bridge alone came to 
$3,000.000, and the bonded debt of the 
bridge and connecting railroad tunnel 
Was $13,829. 000. 

_ With bankruptcy hanging over the 
bridge enterprise, the management 
joined as heartily as it could in the 
kreat celebration of Independence day, 
1874, when Eads Bridge was opened 
to traffic. One of the morning news- 
bapers of the next day, the Times, 

Used a single-column head of 27 
“decks over its news account of the 
momentous event. 


One of the ebullient phrases of the 
_ headline was “Two Great Declarations 
of Independence, Political and Com- 
, Mereial, Celebrated as One.’ Later 
| 01, St. Louis business men were not 
_ 80 Bure about the independence part. 
| The railroads, which did not reach a 
Working arrangement with the bridge 
for hearly a year after its completion, 
| Sentinued their former practice of 
/ Making East St. Louis the billing point 
for shipments from and to the East. A 
| bridge differential charge, which came 
to be known as the arbitrary, aided 
the growth of industrial districts on 
the east side of the river, outside the 
‘axing power of St. Louis though 
Within its trade zone. 


Railroad building from St. Louis, 
both Cast and west, had begun in the 
50's, With its revival after the war. 
the railroad men came to be a potent 
fToup. The railroad men of the 
‘O's and ‘80's were not pent by the 
arrow restrictions of today. Their 
Dockets bulged with passes, and to 
hot quite influential enough to 

Ma free ride, they would seldom 
refuse the concession of a half-fare or- 
der. They held that the concerns 


which gave them the most business 
were entitled to the lowest rates. and 
they fixed the rates accordingly, by 
rebating. The roads were in politics 
to their ears, and few fares were col- 
lected on trains running to party con- 
ventions, or to Jefferson City in.the 
legislative season. 

Sidewalk stations, like those of the 
busses today, furnished business’ to 
some of the lines before the Twelfth 
street Union Depot was occupied in 
"75. The ugly brick structure served 
for 19 years. Jay Gould, a power in 
the railroad world, thought a new sta- 
tion unnecessary, but some of his lo- 
cal subordinates worked for the en- 
terprise, which involved dislodging a 
brewery. 

Union Station, for years after its 
completion, was known as the largest 
passenger terminal in the world. A 
Romanesque design was chosen. more 
ornate than those of the later square-

NCE in the dear dead 

days beyond recall, if 

not also beyond the 

initiative and referen- 

dum, a current slogan 

of Chicago origin ac- 

claimed St. Louis as 

“First in Shoes, First in Booze, and 
Last in the American Learue.” 

The second clause of this meant 
mainly the big industry built up by 
the Busches, the Lemps and the lesser 
brewers. Visitors to St. Louis conven- 
tions seldom omitted a detour to the 
Busch plant. where an imposing ex- 
hibit of horses and harness was to he 
seen, and where the uniformed guides 
trail led to the sternewirth, with free 
beer foaming for all. 

But St. Louis surpassed not only in 
the manufacture of the lighter stimu- 
lants. It was renowned for the indi- 
viduality and the elegance of its eat- 
ing and drinking places. Tony Faust s 
holds primacy in the droughty memo- 
ries of many. Its special brew and its 
bohemian atmosphere were famous. 
But the genial Tony had his rules, and 
kept them. Long before excise au- 
thorities imposed such a regulation. he 
closed inflexibly at 1 a. m.. A phalanx 
of German waiters kept the peace 
Und wie! 

At the first sound of contention. 
Max. the head waiter, would be heard 
to utter a stentorian ‘‘Frische luft!”

set and pillared stations of New York, 
Washington, Kansas City and Detroit.

In North and South St. Louis, and 
in some partes of the West End, most 
grocery stores had a bar at the rear. 
Women and children not wishing to 
enter this department could hand their 
“buckets to the grocer, who would 
fill them in the back room.

dency of the St. Louis Browns, four- 
time pennant winners. ‘‘Der Bose 
President,”’ in ‘88, spent §$20.000 to 
take a trainload of fans to New York 
for the world’s series. 

Although tin containers were in 
general use for conveying the ‘suds’ 
to the family table, there was a city 
ordinance directed, as stated in its ti- 
tle, against ‘‘canning beer.’ This en- 
actment was a convenience for the po- 
lice, enabling them to make misde- 
meanor cases against troublesome 
youths who could not be shown to 
have done anything more heinous than 
“purchasing or otherwise obtaining 
beer in quantity greater than one-half 
pint, and drinking the same upon or 
in the public streets, alleys, parks, or 
other thoroughfares or places.’ The 
ordinance excepted ‘‘workmen drink- 
ing beer at lunch os dinner at their 
places of work."’ 

In the finer saloons, toward the 
close of the business day, leading mer- 
chants, bankers and lawyers could 
usually be found in a fellowship pecu- 
liar to the times. 

Federal Judge Samuel Treat, it has 
been related, once sent a jury out at 
5 p. m., and with the District Attor- 
ney, defense counsel, Marshal and 
Court Clerk and their chief deputies 
went to a saloon. They were still 
there when, more than an hour after- 
ward, a janitor came to tel] the Judge 
that the jury had its verdict ready. 

All returned to the courtroom, and 
the 12 jurors were called in. One of 
them was named Morton Vance J. 
Moore. The deputy clerk called jerkily, 
“Morton! Vance! Jay! Moore!" and 
the Deputy Marshal thickly counted 
off, ‘‘Four!"’ This made a poll of 
15 jurors. Judge Treat solemnly de- 
manded to know how three intruders 
had dared to enter the jury box. Then 
he and the court officials undertook 
a count, but it came out no two times 
alike, and the jury was excused until 
the next morning. 

Downtown drinking was not con- 
fined to bars. Many banks and whole- 
sale houses served liquor to custom- 
ers and callers. Yet not everyone 
drank. The Knights of Father 
Mathew, Catholic total abstinence. s0- 
ciety, was organized in St. Louls in 
1872, and flourished for 30 years or 
more. 

Schnaider’'s Garden, on Chouteau 
avenue at Twenty-first street; Chero- 
kee Garden, farther south, famed for 
ite achmierkase: Forest Park Cottage 
and Uhrig's Cave were outdoor centers 
of malt beverages and evening life 
The Cottage, in the center of Forest 
Park, was held to be exempt from the 
provisions of law which forbade thé 
selling of liquor within a certain dis 
tance of any public park. The law 
did not specify the interior of the 
park 

Uhrig’s Cave, on the Coliseum’s 
present site, became the home of sum- © 
mer opera, opening annually with 
“Bohemian Girl” and proceeding with 
such standbys as ‘Fra Diavolo” ané 
“Queen's Lace Handkerchief,” before 
sudiences which were forerunners of 
the Municipal Opera throngs of later 
years. Delmar and Suburban Gardens 
were ambitious open-air theaters: 
Koerner’'s Garden and West End 
Heights were smaller stage resorts, 
which sometimes rose to Shakspeare 
or modern tragedy. Forest Park High- 
lands, where “The Girl With the Avu- 
burn Hair’ in bygone seasons sang to 
vaudeville crowds, has remained to 
the present. 

In the ‘70's and early ‘8$0's8,. gam- 
bling, intrenched on Fourth street op- 
posite the Courthouse, had almost the 
status of a major industry. Shouts of

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The Next Fifty years

IFTY years is not a great length of time in the life of a city, 
and yet within that time three generations will have added their 
impress upon the physical structure of St. Louis. From 1928 
to 1978 will undoubtedly be the greatest half-century in the 
history of this city. What pictures one can conjure! 

St. Louis has never suffered from a “boom.” It probably 
never will. Its physical location and the nature of its people are 
not such as to invite the devastating influence of an exploited growth. St. Louis ts 
as the city that was founded on a rock, solid, stable and substantial. Its future 
growth will be of the same order, somewhat accelerated, however, by the fact 
that we have now entered definitely the rather select “metropolitan” group of cities. 


When we speak of St. Louis today, we think in terms of our whole metro- 
politan district as we do of New York, Chicago and Los Angeles. In 1978 we 
shall probably find from 3,000,000 to 3,500,000 people within a 25 or 30-mile 
radius comprising the St. Louis metropolitan district. We shall also find on the 
west bank of the river a metropolitan form of government dealing with streets, 
transit, transportation, sewers, water, zoning and similar problems. A _ similar 
government will be found on the East Side. Local cities and towns will still 
remain for purposes of local government, such as schools, fire, police and health 
This is the form of government best suited to and most used in 


regulation. 


metropolitan cities. 
By 1978, the continuous mass of buildings will extend from St. Charles to 


Belleville and from Valley Park to Collinsville. Probably the most spectacular 
change will be the transformed central river front, substantially as now proposed 
by the City Plan Commission. A great plaza will extend from Franklin avenue 
to Spruce street, and from the river to Third street. Facing this great plaza 
will be a row of skyscrapers equal to that now found on Michigan boulevard in 
Chicago, or Broadway in New York. This is the new St. Louis business district. 

Beneath these skyscrapers, bringing a daily load of people from all parts of the 
great metropolitan district, will be a modern rapid transit system more or less 
as laid out by the Rapid Transit Commission appointed by Mayor Victor J. Miller 
in 1928. The sub-surface of the River Front Plaza will be a huge terminal some- 
thing like that of the Hudson Terminal of New York City, but with much 
greater capacity and more modern in design. From this terminal one can reach 
the outskirts of the district in from 4§ to 50 minutes. 

Third street will be a double-deck thoroughfare from Franklin to Spruce. On 
the North, an upper-level, high-speed thoroughfare, with no cross streets to interrupt 
traffic, will extend to Thirteenth and Mullanphy, where it will connect with the 
North Twelfth street route, 100 feet wide, out Natural Bridge road, past Pine Lawn, 
to St. Charles road and the bridge over the Missouri River at St. Charles. This 
will be one of the most heavily used thoroughfares in the entire St. Louis district. 

A branch of this high-level, high-speed thoroughfare will also extend north 
from Third street along Broadway for a distance, thence along Second street and 
Bellefontaine road in St. Louis County, connecting with all the new bridges 
across the Mississippi and Missouri rivers. 

Likewise to the South, a high-level, non-stop thoroughfare will extend along 
Third street, and thence to Twelfth and Gravois, connecting with the new 
Gravois avenue, 100 feet wide, from South Twelfth street to Grand boulevard. 
A branch of this high-level thoroughfare will connect with the Municipal Bridge, 
making a most attractive and impressive entrance to the city for all vehicle 
traffic from the East. 

In contrast with the River Front Plaza, at the east edge of the business district, 
will be Memorial Plaza on the west. The Public Library and the Municipal 
Courts Building will serve to recall the St. Louis of 1928. A new City Hall will 
have displaced the present structure. The Civil Courts Building, Municipal 
Auditorium, Memorial Building, Hall of Records and Federal Building will 
complete the group. 

Ornamental lighting standards and groups of well-designed statuary will help 
to complete what will be universally recognized as the most beautiful and service: 
able civic center in any American city. 

Beneath Memorial Plaza will be a large garage accommodating hundreds of 
automobiles coming to the business district from the West, just as in the River Front 
Plaza will be found sub-surface garage accommodation for thousands of auto- 
mobiles using the high-level thoroughfare from the North and South and East. 

Despite universal use of airplanes, the automobile will be in evidence to a 
much greater extent than today. The many street-widening projects accomplished 
with funds from the 1923 bond issue, in accordance with the major street plan 
of the City Plan Commission, will be used to their fullest capacity. Lindell 
boulevard and Olive street will be the main axis of the city, the bottleneck from 
Grand to Channing long since having been removed. The subway, having dis- 
placed the surface street car line on Olive street, will have made of that thorough: 
fare a street of remarkable attractiveness, since in 1929 the property owners 
organized and agreed to submit all building plans to an art jury similar to those 
in many California cities. 

Generally speaking, that section of the business district east of Twelfth 
boulevard will be chiefly retail shopping, specialty stores, department stores, banks 
and office buildings; from Twelfth to Twentieth, and from Market to Locust, will 
be the hotel district; from Twelfth to Jefferson, and from Washington to Morgan, 
will be the wholesale district, with a subsidiary shopping district along Franklin 
extending all the way west on Easton avenue. 

The so-called blighted district from Twelfth to Grand will gradually be de- 
veloped with light manufacturing, while the secondary blighted district from 
Grand to Kingshighway will have taken on new life and value through extensive 
apartment house construction. 

A large system of outer parks and boulevards, 20,000 to 30,000 acres in 
extent, will have been created along the shores of the Mississippi, Missouri and 
Meramec Rivers, and aroynd the bluffs from Alton to Belleville in Illinois. The 
largest park units will be connected by various parkway connections forming 
circuit drives of varied character, length and scenic value. From Bissell's Point 
to the Chain of Rocks the Mississippi River will have been straightened, a splen- 
did boulevard created along both shores, and, on the west side, a large new park 
created about twice the size of Forest Park. This great riverside park and park- 
way will have direct connection with Grand avenue, O'Fallon Park and Kings- 
highway Northwest. 

From the City Workhouse at Meramec street to Bellerive Park in South St. 
Louis will be another riverside park, extending along the top of the bluffs and 
down to the water's edge, similar to the famous Riverside Park on the east bank 
of the Hudson River in New York City. At one point a public yacht harbor and 
boat landing will be available for all sorts of river craft of the pleasure type. 
The riverside park in North St. Louis will also be equipped with lakes, lagoons 
and boat harbors for all forms of water sports. 

The Meramec River will be more popular than ever, with much less danger, 
due to a series of dams controlling the treacherous current. Both shores will be 

a park for considerable distances with numerous groups of well-designed and 
well-arranged cottages, thus making more ample and much more effective use of 
this splendid recreational asset than is now possible. In many respects this 
stream will resemble the Charles River in the Boston metropolitan district. 

Creve Coeur Lake and the many beautiful bluffs along the Missouri will also 
form parts of the outer park system, all under the control of the non-political 
Metropolitan Park Board. The creation of this board in 1929 by popular 
referendum will have resulted in the adoption and gradual execution of a com- 
prehensive plan of parks and parkways, both local and regional in character. 
The parkways not merely will afford excellent opportunities for drives of par- 
ticular scenic value and interest, but will be built of sufficient width to be in 
reality strip parks serving almost all portions of St. Louis County. 

This St. Louis of 1978 will be one of America’s greatest cities. Through 
the sound judgment of its people and by careful planning it will have avoided 
the waste and extravagance of striving for mere bigness in population. It will 


be a city known for its stability, prosperity, attractiveness and the happiness of 
its citizens.

Lunch was served in the gambling 
places, some of which were attached 
to saloons. The proprietors and chief 
functionaries, with their diamonds 
and check suits, were the dandies of 
the period. Behind smart teams, they 
would drive out Easton avenue at a 
speed approaching that of the trotters 
at the racetracks for which they were 
bound, or would raise the dust on 
quiet West Pine. 

When the city was being shown to 
male visitors by night, a nod to the 
driver was sufficient to start one’s 
hack for the ‘‘bad lands.”’ Not only 
rural retailers, but political leaders 
and noted figures of the dramatic and 
concert stage, were the guests, often 
of substantial citizens, in tours about 
the region of which the Morgan Club, 
at Jefferson avenue and Chestnut 
street, was the seething center.

Origin, was sung in one of these places 
before it reached the stage; and that 
a famous visiting musician, hearing it 
there, insisted on sitting down to the 
piano and playing it himself, with va- 
riations. 

Councilman Dick Lancaster's bill, 
for supervision and taxing of ‘‘disor- 
derly’’ houses on the so-called Euro- 
pean plan, was enacted in 1870. The 
supervisory work was divided between 
the Police Board and Board of Health, 
physicians were the inspectors, and $1 
a month was collected from propri- 
etors for each inmate, besides ‘‘hos- 
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pital fees."” The ordinance contained 
this pious paragraph: 

“The Board of Health and Board of 
Police Commissioners, its agents and 
physicians, shall use all proper means 
to reclaim any of the inmates and lead 
them to the paths of virtue, and shall 
therefore make diligent inquiry into 
the causes leading to prostitution, 
and shall immediately report any sus- 
picious circumstance to the Board, and 
assist any party that desires to aban- 
don her life of shame in all proper 
ways.’’ 

Still, ‘‘the moral sense of the coin- 
munity was deeply outraged,”’ a 
chronicler of the time says, by the 
Lancaster measure, and the courts and 
the Legislature united to put an end 
to it. .The Police Board continued to 
regulate and supervise the district, 
which eventually was removed by a 
police edict to a strip of Lucas ave- 
nue. 

Then a man named Hammond, 
crusading against vice in various 
cities, came to St. Louis and formed 
a Committee of One Hundred. The 
Police Board held hearings, at which 
no one opposed suppression except in- 
terested real estate owners, and one 
obscure citizen who argued that the 
proposed action would scatter the evil 
through the city. The Committee re- 
plied that a good deal of such acatter- 
ing had already occurred. The Lucas

Chapman brothers, Charles and Gilbert, 
were social patterns, while Lester Craw- 
ford was termed the handsomest man in 
town.

McNair was a more popular personality 
of almost equal authority. To “Lil,” 
grandson of the first Governor of Mis- 
souril, was ascribed the honor of having 
invented and named the highball, first 
prepared under his direction at the 8t.

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It should not be inferred that the 
men mentioned were mere social but- 
terflies. They were, as a rule, busi- 
ness men, who found time for the so- 
cial side of life, in a‘ day when per- 
sonal elegance was more cultivated 
than in the sack-suited and  slouch- 
hatted present. There was a definite 
scale of cost for the bachelor’s social 
am bitions—-$2500 a year was the least 
a young man need expect to spend in 
‘“‘going into society.”’ 


Traditions of a half-century ago 
proclaim Nellie’ Hazeltine the most 
beautiful of St. Louis women. Her 
photographs show heavy braids of 
hair, which was golden brown, and 
features of charm and gentility. When 
a visiting Englishman, at Uhrig’s Cave, 
made a flippant remark about the 
reigning beauty, he was knocked down 
by a St. Louis youth, amid general ap- 
probation. The elderly Samuel J. Til- 
den, who met Miss Hazeltine in Wash- 
ington, showed such marked devotion 
there were rumors of their engage- 
ment in the year of his almost succesa- 
ful campaign for the presidency. She 
married Fred W. Paramore, son of 
the Cotton Belt railroad’s founder, in 
1881, and died two years later, at the 
age of 27. 


One afternoon in 1867, when the 
Courthouse hitching racks were as 
crowded as are the parking spaces of 
today, two young men drove about the 
downtown streets in a smart equipage, 
stopping to deposit a bottle of cham- 
pagne in every third or fourth car- 
riage. Hundreds, that evening, drank 
the health of the Lee family, resi- 
dents of the East Side, and relatives 
of former Mayor Taylor. The elder 
Lee had won, in a lottery, the Chi- 
cago Opera House, which he immedi- 
ately sold for $200,000, and his sons 
did the celebrating. 


Until 1892, Henry Shaw's brick 
mansion stood at the southwest co:- 
ner of Seventh and Locust streets. The 
bachelor merchant, up to his death in 
‘89, divided his time between the 
downtown house and his house in 
Tower Grove Park, which, with the 
high-walled Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den, constituted this Englishman's 
magnificent gift to the city of his 
adoption. 


The Locust street house now stands 
in Shaw's Garden, near the mausole- 
um where the founder's body rests, 
under a marble effigy of his sleeping 
figure. Around it, flower beds, trees 
and tropical foliage carry on their de- 
fensive warfare against smoke. An 
aboretum and forest reserve were es- 
tablished two years ago, on a 1600- 


acre tract, 38 miles west of the city. 
The original garden, reduced in size, 
still holds its annual shows of or- 
chids, chrysanthemums and dahiias, 
drawing sometimes as many as 9000 
spectators a day. 

Salons and neighborhood forums 
whetted the wits of many St. Louisans 
in the days before bridge, golf, mo- 
toring and the movies. Choice spirits 
met on Sunday mornings at the Uni- 
versity Club, then in a converted resi- 
dence near the club’s present building. 
Peter L. Foy presided, and Fred W. 
Lehmann, Henry ‘Hitchcock, Guido 
Pantaleoni, William Sanford, Col. F. 
A. Churchill, Isaac H. Lionberger and 
Dr. John O'Fallon Delany were 
among the participants in the lively 
exchange of views on all topics, from 
Burns’ poetry and Mrs. Humphry 
Ward's fiction to the free silver move- 
ment. 

John Fiske, the historian, Matthew 
Arnold, Mark Twain, Admiral Dewey, 
Henry James, Grover Cleveland, 
Theodore Roosevelt and Woodrow 
Wilson were among the visiting ‘‘best 
minds’ who met with this discussion 
group, sometimes at the regular meet- 
ing time, but oftener at evening din- 
ners suited to the visitors’. conven- 
jence. The salon languished when, 
with the accession of numerous medl- 
cal members, the tone became _ too 
clinical. It finally died on the doc- 
tors’ hands. 

A forum for the public, which hun- 
dreds sometimes attended, was con- 
ducted by the Rev. Dr. Robert A. Hol- 
land, the brilliant rector of St. 
George's Episcopal Church, in his par- 
ish house on weekday nights. Secular 
topics were propounded by Dr. Hol- 
land, who allotted time to the speak- 
ers. 

From a policeman's home on the 
border of Kerry Patch, and from the 
classrooms of the ‘‘Brothers’’ and the 
Jesuit fathers, William Marion Reedy 
emerged in the ‘80's into downtown 
life. A dozen vivid years of report- 
ing trained him for the place which 
he made for himself in the city, and 
in the nation's literary life, as editor 
of The Mirror, ‘“‘a journal of protest,’ 
and dean of a school of writers which 
came to include Edgar Lee Masters, 
Sara Teasdale, Zoe Akins and Fan- 
nie Hurst. 


These writers of Reedy's coterie 
put their work in a form more lasting 
than Reedy’s own. He wrote almost 
wholly for periodicals, his own and 
others. Thus far, little has been done 
to preserve the best work of this 
‘‘writers’ writer,’ unsurpassed in top!i- 


cal paragraphing, who in his later 
years was said to be known better out- 
side than in his home city. 

A picker of winners in literature, 
Reedy seldom failed to pick a loser 
in politics. To the last, political bat- 
tles had a fascination for him, and he 
described them in articles that were 
as spicy as his single-tax writings were 
dull. He went to San Francisco for 
the Democratic Convention of 1980, 
and died there. 


Reedy helped ‘‘cover’’ the Demuv- 
cratic Convention of ‘88, held in St. 
Louis. On the morning after the re- 
nomination of President Cleveland, @ 
big warehouse fire broke out ig East 
St. Louis, and a group of reporters 
rushed to Eads Bridge and halled the 
only cab in sight. They saw that the 
cab had two occupants, “Billy’’ Reedy 
and a United States Senator. Both 
were sleeping soundly, and rather 
than awaken them, the reporters piled 
in with them, and the driver plied the 
whip. The sleepers awoke in 4& 
strange town, with the glare of the 
burning warehouse in their faces. 


The Southern Hotel fire of April 
11, 1877, was an epie event. It came 
20 years after the old volunteer fire 
companies, with their gaudy ‘piano’ 
hand engines and their fierce fights 
for hose connections, had given way 
to the paid Fire Department. It made 
Phelim Toole the hero of the service 
and of the city, as no other had been 
since Thomas Targee, paladin of the 
volunteer regime, was killed in the 
great fire of ‘49. 


Toole’s name, changed to O'Toole 
by poetic license or plain inaccuracy, 
was borne to fame in the verses of 
Eugene Field, then a St. Louis re- 
porter. Toole not only rescued the 
guests at windows which his ladders 
would reach, but he saved guests and 
women employes of the hotel at & 
sixth-floor window, five feet or more 
from the top rung of his ladder. He 
crossed on a sheet thrown him from 
the window, and lowered the imperiled 
persons to a balcony, or swung them 
out to his ladder. 


‘He came over that sheet like @ 
monkey, and entered the room like an 
angel,’ said one of the rescued girls. 
Toole told his story without figures 
of speech. One of the hotel girls, he 
said, ‘‘weighed 200 pounds on the end 
of that line, and I said to myself, 
‘Old gal, it ain't going to hurt you to 
drop the rest of the way.’ "' Her drop 
of four or five feet to the balcony 
was without injury. After leaving the 
Fourth street side, he said, “I hadn't 
coiled up my rope when down comes 
that whole side.’’ Toole saved 13 of 
13 lives. Fifteen were lost in the fire. 


On another side of the building, 
Mike Hester and Pat Conway lashed 
two ladders together and performed 
remarkable rescues. One of the third- 
floor guests, who went out unaided, 
was Joseph Pulitzer, who the following 
year was to found the Post-Dispatch. 

Toole figured in two later thrilling 
fires, one of them in the Courthouse 
dome, before an explosion at a minor 
fire caused his death in 1880, at the 
age of 32. His funeral was attended 
by a large part of the city’s popula- 
tion, and by a delegation of Chicago 
firemen. 

From the days when early 8t. Louis 
householders hauled water from the 
river in barrels, settling processes 
were used to remove the heaviest of 
the mud. There still remained a 
tawny and turgid mixture, through 
which a bather seated in a tub could 
not see his own legs. The water had 
its champions as a beverage. Mark 
Twain called it ‘‘batter,”’ but said it 
was ‘preferable to water,’ when one 
became used to it, and was ‘good for 
steamboating and good to drink, but 
worthless for all other purposes ex- 
cept baptizing.’’ Such jests passed into 
reminiscence when, in 1904, with the 
World's Fair but a few weeks away, 
a lime and iron sulphate treatment 
cleared the water. 

Eight electric and cable systems 
were carrying St. Loulsans in the 
‘90's, with a trackage to which later 
years have made but few additions. A 
combination of two ¢ompanies, in 
1899, brought a merger scramble 
which soon involved seven of the 
eight. Consolidation, with the trim- 
mings of the highest finance of that 
day, was approved by the Legislature. 
The stockholders got waterlogged se- 
curities; the public got general trane- 
fers. And in 1900, St. Louis got its 
all-summer street car strike. 

In a day when all but a few car- 
riage owners rode the trolley or the 
grip (cable) cars, service stopped 
wholly for weeks, save on one inde- 
pendent line, and retail business was 
paralyzed. Police protection did not 
suffice for the cars which the com- 
pany tried to run, and calls for the 
militia proved vain. 

Business interests, demandiag that 
someone in authority should take ac- 
tion, finally caused the Sheriff, John 
H. Pohiman, to step out of his char- 
acter of civil writ-server, and assume 
command of a posse comitatus. Ia 
this conscripted body, lawyers and 
merchants served with their clerks, 
and Chester H. Krum's side-whiskers 
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streamed like gonfalons in the daily 
drill. The ‘“‘posse come-atus,” as the 
public dubbed it, was armed with riot 
guns, and had barracks in a Wash- 
ington avenue warehouse. A strikers 
Sunday parade clashed with the Sher- 
iffs force at Broadway and Washing- 
ton, and the riot guns took four lives. 
Other skirmishes added to the death 
toll of the strike period. The St. 
Louis Transit Co. won an almost 
bankrupting victory. 

In the restoration of service, the 
cable iines disappeared, though the 
slot remained for years as a perfect 
track for bicyclists Completion of 
the system, renamed and refinanced as 
the United Railways, came in 1906. -\ 
War- strike, in 1918. brought a 
new wage scale, and a Federa! Court 
receivership, beginning in 1919, lasted 
eight and one-half years.

A local 
whisky warehouse was “robbed” of 
its contents by the legal owners, 
who siphoned the whisky out and sold 
it through bootleggers at a profit of 
more than $1,000,000, defrauding the 
Government of about $75,000. With 
the grandiloquent and erratic George 
Remus as the Government’s chief wit- 
ness, a bi-partisan group of politicians 
and rum-runners was tried by an In- 
diana Federal judge for conspiracy, 
and 26 served prison or jail terms. 

St. Louis Democrats in 1914 
joined, with a light heart, in the vote 
by which the city adopted its present 
charter, and thus swept away the last 
crumbs of their official participation 
in the city government. For 38 years 
a cumbersome two-house system of 
legislation had prevailed, and the low- 
er House had always a few Demo- 
cratic members from the river wards. 
The new charter created one Board 
of Aldermen, members residing in 
their wards but nominated and elected 
by city-wide vote. Regularly every 
two years since, through Mayor Kiel’s 
12-year regime and into the present 
Miller administration, the Republican 
organization has landed its entire 
ticket of Aldermen, unmoved by fam- 
ished cries for ‘‘minority representa- 
tion.”’ It has rather been forgotten 
that, when the minority had represen- 
tation, its delegates frequently joined 
those of the majority party in preda- 
tory and entirely nonpartisan com- 
bines, sinking below party rather than 
rising above it.

Western Forest Park was deforested 
for the main. picture, while state 
buildings and the Inside Inn stood 
among the surviving trees, and the 
South African Boer War Exhibition 
roared and rattled nightly in a south- 
ern section of the Fair inclosure. 
Lacking the waterfront of the Chica- 
go Fair, St. Louis towered above Chi- 
cago flatness with its Art Hill, where 
the florid dome of Festival Hall hid 
the Art Building, and where the lately 
clarified water cascaded to the cen- 
tral basin. The pealing of the Fes- 
tival Hall organ, played by Alexandre 
Guilmant, could be heard almost to 
the German building, replica of Char- 
lottenburg Castle, on the next hill to 
the East. 


Whisky Scandal Repeats in New Dress But With Same Old Actors 


At the West, the Dome of the Rock 
stood within the walls of Jerusalem, 
and the original Ferris wheel, ungain- 
ly relic of the Chicago Midway, looked 
down on the Washington University 
quadrangle and the Pike concessions, 
or looked up at its rival, the captive 
balloon, which gave pairs of $1 cus- 
tomers the last word in aerial thril!—.

“What is the greatest exhibit?’ waa 
a current riddle, and the answer was 
‘‘France’s,’’ a pun for the name of Da- 
vid R. Francis, president of the Ex- 
position. The former Governor and 
Cabinet member, then in political 
eclipse in the mid-Bryan era, was in 
fact an active and moving exhibit, and 
he was photographed as no St. Louis- 
an had been photographed before. He 
served without salary before and 
through the Fair, and twice visited 
Europe's sovereigns, first to solicit 
their participation, and later to thank 
them for what was, in most cases, 2 
remarkably liberal response. Kink 
Edward VII loaned Queen Victoria's 
entire collection of jubilee gifts, 
guarded by live London bobbies.- The 
present City Art Museum and _ the 
Jefferson Memorial, the latter built 
after the Fair with the unexpended 
balance of a Government appropria- 
tion, are souvenirs of the memorable 
season. 

The tragedy of the World’s Fair 
period came before the Fair opened. 
It was the downfall of James L. Blair, 
general counsel of the Exposition com- 
pany, son of the Civil War hero, and 
leader in civic and reform movements. 
Gossiped about town for weeks, the 
‘Blair story’’ came into the open late 
in October, 1903. It was a series of 
charges of forgery and embezzlement 
from trust estates, more than $400,- 
C00 being involved. Blair asked a 
grand jury investigation of the charg- 
es, which were made first by a for- 
mer office employe. Circuit Attorney 
Folk, whom Blair had backed active- 
ly in the fight against boodling, di- 
rected the inquiry, and two inaict- 
ments for forgery were voted. 

Blair gave bond, went to Florida 
in broken health, and died there. His 
wife, a social leader and the capable 
organizer of musical clubs both for 
society women and for working girls, 
resigned the presidency of the Expo- 
sition’s Board of Lady Managers, and 
left St. Louis. 

Ten years after the Fair, on a stage 
in the central basin at the foot of Art 


Hill, a pageant both pretentious and 


beautiful celebrated the 150th anni- 
versary of the city’s founding. Groups 
for the massed scenes came from lo- 
cal societies representing various Eu- 
ropean nations. The get-together spir- 
it was stressed, with much use of 
Charles Lamb’s remark, that one who 
knows his neighbor is in danger of 
coming to like him. In the masque 
of poetic symbolism which followed 
the pageant, War was a repulsive fig- 
ure, ‘‘tool and mightiest minion’’ of 
the archvillain Gold. 

The summer thus begun ended with 
the armies of Europe gripped along 
two fronts, and with the fraternal 
feelings of the Forest Park spectacle 
locally suspended. But open air drama 
continued. A smaller and better home 
was found for it on a hillside near 
the park’s center. A Shakspearean 
production in 1916, and a war pageant 
the next year, led to the building of 
the concrete Municipal Theater, home 
of summer light opera, which seats 
9270 persons, and which was the 
city’s most widely advertised asset 
until the ‘Spirit of St. Louis” and 
its master appeared. 

The World’s Fair, and the recrea- 
tional development of Forest Park, 
spurred the leapfrog movement of the 
residence district westward. This 
movement previously appeared, at 
times, less a natural development than 
a precipitate rush. John Hogan, after- 
ward postmaster, wrote in 1854 a 
warning against ‘‘wild speculative 
movements’ in new residence sections, 
and urged bankers and capitalists to 
loan their funds to merchants and 
manufacturers, rather than to realty 
speculators. 

On a like theme, Isaac H. Lionberg- 
er wrote in 1920: ‘‘Progress has been 
attended by horrid waste. Every gen- 
eration has been compelled to move 
three times. No prudence has availed 
to avoid the consequences of this 
constant migratjon. In no place can 
One establish one’s self and be secure 
against the encroachments of decay. 
Nothing is inherited, nothing abides, 
nothing is long pleasant or profitable.’’ 


The westward movement was not 
merely the displacing of homes by ex- 
panding business. The homes were 
abandoned long before business ap- 
proached them, and blighted, ill-kept 
regions resulted.

T. LOUIS began, commercial- 
ly, with the fur business. It 
is still the largest primary 
market for North American raw 
furs. Long first ‘in shoes, it is 
striding ahead in the manufacture 
of clothing for urban as well as 
rural demands, and with the help 


of dry goods, hardware and other 


jobbing concerns, is building an 
all-commodity market, beyond 
which buyers need not go. Motor 
vehicles, meat, medicines, themi- 
cals, bagging, electrical machin- 
ery, bakery and foundry products 
are high in the eight-figure list of 
annual production in the St. Louis 
industrial district. 

River revival, and improvement 
in the city’s rail rate status, have 
been followed by close attention 
to air routes, since a group of St. 
Louis men sent Charles A. Lind- 
bergh and the “Spirit of St 
Louis’’ on their flight of May, 
1927. 

That transcontinental hop and 
skip, notable in themselves, and 
the world-thrilling trans-Atlantic 
jump which followed, may or may 
not have set the bronze figure on 
Art Hill to waving his inverted 
sword, as some motorists of that 
late Saturday afternoon averred. 
But they did tell the city of its 
need for airport, air passenger 
lines, air transport of merchan- 
dise, more and better air mail 
service, and airplane manufacture. 

In the year and a half since, St. 
Louis has obtained revision of air 
mail routes, gaining more direct 
connection with 
West and Southeast; $2,000,000 
bonds have been voted for a sub- 
urban airport; an East Side port 
has been added; passenger and 
express services have begun; and 
factories have taken form. 

A neglected northwestern dis- 
trict gave the city its chance for 
keeping and developing industries 
of the World War period. Drug, 
motor and electrical interests of 
the first magnitude now have 
their plants there. A like devel- 
Opment may be expected in the 
southwest region, relieved 
through a costly drainage project 
of periodical overflows. 

This drainage improvement was 
one of the chief items of the $87,- 
000,000 bond issue voted in 1923. 
Other features of that program, 
now taking shape in the heart of 
the city, are the new Courthouse, 
Municipal Auditorium and Memo- 
rial Plaza. 


With its central position and 
abundance of surrounding re- 
sources, time works for. the 
growth of St. Louis. But the city 
seeks to speed up time’s process. 
Without losing its traditions of 
hospitality, it is creating new tra- 
ditions of enterprise. By a zon- 
ing plan which is being copied 
widely, it is remedying early mis- 
takes of design, and avoiding 
new blunders. 

The City Beautiful is not one 
city. It is a composite, carried 
in the mind of every observant 
traveler, of the beauty of all 
cities. A worthy contribution to 
that picture is made by the com- 
munity for which Pierre Laclede 
predicted, 164 years ago: 

“It will become one of the 
finest cities of America.’’
